BERLIN, April 24.—With the sim- 
Plicity befitting the Spartan traditions 
of the Teutonic and Soviet Republics 
the Russo-German treaty, guarante¢d- 
ing the reciprocal: neutrality of the 
high contracting powers in the event 
of either being attacked by another 
nation, was signed this ‘afternoon in 
the German Ministry of Foreign Af- 
fairs by Foreign Minister Stresemann 

‘and M. Krestinsky, the Russian Am- 
bassador. 

The text of the treaty will be pub- 
lished in Tuesday’s papers after it has 
been submitted to the Reichstag’s For- 
eign Relations Committee on Monday. 
Special couriers are under way tonight 
with copies of the instrument for Lon- 
don, Paris and Rome, which will, 
therefore, be able to peruse the text 
simultaneously with the Reichstag 
committeemen.

4. All disputes. that may arise be- 
tween Germany and Russia out of the 
present ‘'Russo-German treaty on the 
one hand and the ‘Locarno accords and 
Germany's entrance into the, League of 
Nations ‘on the other, shall be ‘sub- 
mitted for’settlement to a nan-parti- 
san court of arbitfation.

BEER BOYCOTT BEGINS © 
“IN VIENNA ON MONDAY 
Viennese Stock Homes Before 


Drought Begins, to Combat 
The Rise in Price.

VIENNA, April 24.—Faced with the 


prospect of a beer. drought. beginning 
Mopday, Vienna today took on the ap- 
pearance of an American city just be- 
‘fore prohibition began. The Viennese, 
many of whom can hardly imagine a 
worse calamity than a beerless city, 
were busy laying in a home supply. 
Many dealers sold out-early and the 
beer hajls tonight are doing a rollick- 
ing business. 

The threatened drought is not due to 
prohibition, but to a dealers’ strike 
agairist the Cartel private breweries 
raising the price of beer a cent a 
quart. The movement to boycott beer 
after Monday gained unanimous sup- 
port today of all kinds‘ of.retailers of 
Vienna’s chief drink; from the lowly 
beer kellers to the biggest hotel. 

The committee directing the boycott 
also has obtained tne backing of the 
Socialist City Brewery, the only one 
refusing to raise the price. In order 
to increase the public pressure on the 
private breweries the city has agreed 
not to sell its beer while the boycott 
lasts, thus drying up the only oasis left. 
In ordér to enforce the boycott the 
dealers shave made elaborate plans, 
Ar ag all haunts and preventing the 

rewers from selling beer directly. 
They say they have a reserve force, 
recruited from: the army of, unem- 
ployed, posted in various quarters, to 


any beer hall caught bootlegging and 
pack the place so tightly that it would 
be impossible to continue business. 
Vienna drinks more than 200,000,000 
quarts of beer yearly, of which the city 
brewery supplies one-tenth.

Narcotic Rivision, following disclosures 


by Claude Nichc's, a negro keeper in 
the Tombs, arrested Friday on a 
charge of sellirig narcotics to prisoners. 
Nichols was questioned at length 
esterday and was said to have made 
portant disclosures involving four 
other keepers. His‘statements were 
made to Mr. \Oyler and Assistant 
United States Attorneys David P. 
Siegel and Isaac Gutman. Later he 
: was held in $10,000 bail. He was locked 
up in some prison other than. the 
Tombs and whereabouts was not re- 
vealed by officials. 
Nichols’s story, it was said, resulted 
fn the immediate issuance of warrants 


for the arrest of two men whose names’ 


were not revealed. Deputy Marshals 
‘were ordered to bring in the men as 
goon as possible, but no arrest had 
been reported by them up to the time 
the Federal offices closed yesterday. 
Nichols’ is said to have admitted he 
had been peddling narcotics in the 
Tombs ever since his appointment as 
a keepenin 1921. Soon after his arrest 
-Friday Frederick A. Wallis, Commis- 
sioner of Correction, suspended Charles 
J. Reichart, another keeper in the 
Tombs, upon whom were said to have 
been found marked bills paid for drugs 
by two Federal agents who were in 
the Tombs as prisoners in order to ob- 


_ tain information on the ‘reported ac- 
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tivities of an alleged ‘drug ring” 
operating there. : 
According to Federal officials, 
Nichols’s story showed that he not 
only sold drugs obtained from outside 
gources, but that he “held out’’ cer- 
tain quantities‘of the drug prescribed 


for prisoners by Dr. Perry M. Lichten- |. 


steinj the Tombs physician. Nichols 
distributed these prescribed doses and, 
by withholding a small quantity from 
each dose, managed,to get together a 
sufficient quantity of narcotic drugs to 
make his efforts pay. 

Information now in the possession of 
the Federal authorities, and which, 
presumably, will be in the hands of 

-the Federal Grand Jury tomorrow, in- 
cludes stories of ‘‘crap’’ shooting in 
the Tombs. It was said that games of 
a very ‘‘steep’’ character were not in- 
frequent there. 

The authorities have heard also that 
prisoners had to pay either Nichols or 
some one else in the Tombs for vari- 
rey “special privileges,’’ for blankets, 

Cc. 

The two Federal agents who were 
in the Tombs.on the investigation said 
they purchased narcotics from Harry 
Lilly and William Newman, prisoners. 
Newman, who‘is awaiting sentence for 
selling drugs in connection with a ring 
that sold drugs to members of the 
Whittemore gang, was reported to have 
confessed. Commissioner Wallis, refer- 
_ to the sale of drugs in the Tombs, 
gaid: 

“This is the most frightful curse 
upon humanity. If it becomes neces- 
sary I will suspend, transfer or dismiss 
all keepers. in any way involved in 
this business. The narcotic drug vend- 
or is worse than a murderer.’ 

He explained it was difficult: to keep 
up with the many methods used by 
vendors to smuggle drugs into prisons. 
Drugs are sent in under postage 
stamsp, in hatbands and even in false 
teeth. One case, he recalled, was that 
of a young man who became v 
angry when searched, yet the siavuh 
had disclosed a small quantity of hex 
Toin secreted in a Red Cross button. 

The Federal agents who posed as 

risoners in the Tombs said Nichols 

ad been making money in various 
ways. They reported that he had 
been ng $1 for permission to go 
into the back of the building and play 
in a poker game frequently in progress 
there. They said also that from the 
winners Nichols had exacted 25 per 
cent. of their poker profits. :

WASHINGTON, April 24.—Railroad 
executives who called upon President 
Coolidge today in behalf of the Wat- 
gon-Parker Railway Labor bill inti- 
mated that without such a law there 
would. be no machinery to deal with 
demands of the railway men for in- 
creased wages, and traffic chaos might 
ensue in the event of a strike or t- 
ened strike. . 

The committee of executives. included 
P. E. Crowley, President of the New 
York Central; Daniel Williard, Presi- 
dent of the Baltimore & Ohio; C. H. 
Markman, President of the flinois 
Central; W. R. Cole,: President of the 
Louisville & Nashville; A. C. Needles, 
President of the Norfolk & Western, 
and Alfred P. m general counsel 
of the Association of Railway Execu- 

ives. 

‘The interests of the public are more 
fully safeguarded by the provisions of 
the pending bill than they have ever 
been before,” a statement of the 
executives said: ‘‘This safeguard con- 
sists not only in the spirit of agree- 
ment and conciliation out of which the 
bill developed, not only in the moral 
obligation which both parties: assume 
in advocating the plan agreed upon, 
and not only in the ample machinery 
for handling disputes and controversies 
that may arise, but also in the provi- 
sion for public representation on the 
Board of Mediation: (which is to bé 
composed solely of persons not in- 
terested with either’ party. financially 
or otherwise) for public representation 
on the boards of arbitration (when the 
parties fail to agree on the neutral 
arbitrators, as is almost . universaly 
the case) and for public repregenta- 
tion on.,.the Emergency Board, com- 
posed entirely of a pepre- 
sentatives of the public, which latter 
the President is authorized to appoint 
“when the management and the men 
have failed otherwise to reach an 
agreement. . 


To Protect All Interests. 


“The emergency board, appointed 
only, for each controversy which 
threatens the interruption of transpor- 
tation service, stands as the last, but 
as an impregnable bulwark in the 'pro- 
tection of the interests of the shippers 
and the public. In agreeing to this 
emergency board, the employes have 
made a great concession over what 
they have heretofere been willi to 
accept, and for this public protection 
the railway executives have stood 
firmly. Pending the inquiry. of the 
emergency board and for sixty days. 
after it is begun, tHe bill provides, 
there is to be no change in the status 

uo. 

w Both the executives and the em- 
ployes have given public assurance to 
committees of Congress that, in their 
belief, the machinery provided for in 
this bill will’ prevent any interruption 
of commerce. They have further said 
that if this expectation is not realized, 
Congress will then be unembarrassed 
in using the full power of the Govern- 
ment to deal with the situation. 

“In respect to the public interest 
in the matter of reasonable rates, it 
is unthinkable that the parties would 
enter into a conspiracy to increase 
wages for the purpose of having this 
increase reflected in increased rates. 
The bill provides, nevertheless, ‘that 
no arrangement as to wages and no 
award in respect thereto shall have 
any effect in limiting or diminishing 
the power of the Interstate Commerce. 
Commission under the Interstate Com- 
merce act. : 

“As far back as 1911, the Commis- 
sion held that an increase in rates 
cannot be approved to provide for ex- 
travagant wages. That was prior to 
the Transportation act and before any 
express statutory provisions on the 
subject existed. Now, by express pro- 
vision of the Transportation act, it is 
‘made the duty of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, in considering 
rates, to see that the expenses, in- 
cluding the wage expense, are econ- 
omical and. proper. The Commission 
thus has the power under existing 
law, without setting aside wage agree- 
ments or awards, to refuse to increase 
rates in order to -meet extravagant 
wages and this power ‘is expressly. re- 
served to it under the terms of the 
pending bill. Fe 


- Wage Demands Pending. ’ 


“‘Demands for very large increases 
in wages are now pending, and \the 
. Carriers are looking to the proposed 
bill as the method of dealing with the 
situation now presented. Unless this 
machinery is afforded there will be no 
effective governmental machinery to 
deal with the situation, and there can 
be no assurance against serious public 
inconvenience that may result. The 
carriers have the assurance of their 
employes that the machinery of this 
bill will be availed of for the purpose 
of adjusting these demands. 
‘‘There seems to be no serious ‘ques- 
tion from any source that the Railroad 
Labor Board has-outlived 
n The refusal of certain groups ot 
employes to appear before it, the oppo- 
sition of certain railway managements 
to it, the lack of power to enforce its 
decisions, the’refugal of one or another 
of the certain instances to 
abide by its decisions, the demand: of 
public opinion and of party platforms 
that it be abolished and a substitute 
for it found—all point to the inescap- 
able conclusion that, however usefu! 
the board may have been in the past. 
it has now outlived its usefulness.’”

FAST TRAIN IS ‘DERAILED. 


Montreal-Boston Flier Jumps Rails 
—Few Passengers Hurt. 
CONCORD, N. H., April 24 #).—Sev- 
eral persons were injured when the 
Montreal-Boston Flier was derailed at 
4:30 o’clock this morning at.the sta- 
tion at Gerrish, N. H., on the main 
line of the Boston & Maine Railroad. 
Seven cars left the track while the 
train was running at high speed. 
A relief train was at once sent out 
from Concord with doctors, but, ac- 
‘cording to the railroad officials, there 
was no need for the physicians’ ser- 
vices. Passengers were severely shaken 
up and several were cut and bruised. 
Among those injured were Fred R. 
Tilden, Roxbury, Vt., back slightly 
hurt; Albert Tappan, Lynn, Mass., 
back wrenched, and W. C. Carver, 
Montreal, Quebec, porter on the train, 
gash and bruises on head. 


There were about ninety passengers 
on the train, most of whom were 
asleep when the cars left the rails. 
Of the seven cars that left the tracks, 
four were Pullmans, a private car, a 
day coach and a baggage car. Two 
express cars and one mail car re- 
mained on the track with the locomo- 
tive,: and the engineer proceeded to 
Concord with these cars as soon as he 
could. disconnect them from the wreck. 
It is believed that a broken rail caused 
the wreck.

WALKER SOON TO NAME 
TRANSIT SURVEY BODY 


His Secretary Thanks Head of 
Merchants’ Association for 
Unification Suggestions. 


Mayor Walker has informed the Mer- 
chants’ Association that he intends to 
appoint a committee to study the 
transit situation at the earliest possi- 
ble date. This became known yester- 
day when the association made public 
a letter from Edward L. Stanton, sec- 
retary to the Mayor, to Lucius R. 
Eastman, President of the Association. 

Mr. Stanton’s letter was in reply to 
one from Mr. Eastman informing the 
Mayor of the action taken at a meet- 
ing of representatives of b:-siness or- 
ganizations on April 13, at which res- 
olutions were adopted declaring for 
the earliest possible construction of 
new transit facilities and unification 
of operation, so far as possible, and 
expressing hope thet the Mayor would 
hasten the appointment of an ad 
committee on transit. Mr. Stanton 
wrote: 

‘“‘Mayor Walker was pleased to re- 
ceive your letter of April 15, outlining 
the results of the conference held on 
April 13. Im particular reference to 
the third item which was under dis- 
cussion by the conference, you have 
my assurance that the appointment of 
a committee on transit wilt be mad 
at the earliest possible date.

REPRIEVE REFUSED DR. BAST 


Had Ticket Bought for Néw York 
but Denmark Declines to Let Him Go 
COPENHAGEN, Denmark, April 24 
(®).—So certain he that he would 
be granted a King’s pardon that the 
Rev. Anton Bast, nephew of the 
Methodist Episcopal Bishop of Scandi- 
navia, had even. purchased a stears- 
ship ticket, obtained a passport and 
made arrangements to start for New 
York on Monday. Dr. Bast had ap- 
pealed for clemency from a sentence 
to three months’ imprisonment for the 
misuse of charity funds entrusted to 
him, but his appeal was dismissed. 

In refusing to grant a reprieve, the 
Minister of Justice said that all private 
charity ‘would cease if culprits in such 
cases were not punished. Premier 
Stauning, in am interview in the Poli- 
tiken, is quoted as having said that the 
Danish Government would cancel its 
previously granted acknowledgment of 
Dr. Bast as a minister in the Methodist 
community. 

Bishop Bast today conferred with the 
police authorities, asking permission to 
pay his part of the costs of the trial, 
20,000 kroner, by instalments. 

He told the correspondent later that 
he would ask the Minister of Justice to 
postpone his prison sentence, because 
it was vital for his future that he 
should go to America and put his case 
before the Methodist Council.

PHILADELPHIA, April 24.—Twenty- 
five centuries of American history, 
dated and linked together in sequence 
by recent developments in American 
archaelogy, were reviewed by Dr. A. 
M. Tozzer, Professor of Anthropology 
of Harvard Untversity, who spoke at 
today’s meeting of the American 
Philosophical Society. 

Professor Tozzer, Dr. Ales Hrdlicka 
and Dr. Charles W. Mead, all of whom 
spoke on this general subject, rejected 
various theories which account for the 
Maya and other high pre-Columbian 

‘ civilizations oft this continent, on the 
supposition that immigrants from 
Egypt, India, Cambodia, Polynesia or 
China planted their culture on the 
American continent at an early time. 

Arguments that the Mayan architec- 
ture shows remote Egyptian influence, 
that certain Aztec figures show a 
Buddhist motif, that twelve Hindu 
deities are to bé found in Peruvian 
remains, that the music of the Solo- 
mon Islanders survives in certain 
South American tribes, and all. other 

‘attempts to show foreign influence in 
the early American culture were 
swept aside by today’s speakers as be- 
ing without a shred of evidence. 

The various Am- rican civilizations 
were all described as independent de- 
velopments by American Indians, and 
the American Indians were described 
as being exclusively composed of the 
descendants of primitive Asiatic tribes 
who dribbled slowly from Siberia to 
Alaska a few thousand years ago. 

In his brief history of American civi- 
lization, Professor Tozzer said: 

“In the study of archaeology, as a 
whole, there are ‘four elements of con- 
trol— geology, palaentology, stratig- 
raphy and the development of types 
from cruder to more developed forms. 

“Geology and palaeontology may be 
disregarded here, as the question of 


primitive man in America does noty 


concern us. No attempt will be made’ 
to prove or disprove the much dis- 
cussed question of the presence of 
man in the New World in geologically 
ancient times. 

Four Culture Levels Indicated. 

“Stratification is of the utmost im- 
portance as showing successive occu- 
pation ‘of the same site, each stratum 
indicating a more or less distinct 
culture as a time element. 

“In the Southwest Dr. Kidder and 
his associates have found four differ- 
ent levels of culture. On the original 
floor ‘of the caves have been found the 
evidence of a people called ‘the basket 
makers,’ who were without pottery but 
‘were expert in the making of woven 
objects, baskets, sandals and textiles. 
They were at the very horizon of agri- 
culture, with only one variety of corn. 

“Above this there are data indicating 
two cultures differing slightly from 
each other, with a first knowledge of 
pottery making, this art developing a 
more varied agricultural life. Finally, 
there comes the topmost stratum, com- 
monly called ‘pueblo,’ with pottery.and 
several other arts finely developed, 
together with an abundant agriculture. 

“Until a few years ago the cliff- 





dwellers and other pueblo peoples 

the only early inhabitants recognized 
in this region. More intensive research 
has thus added three new elements in 
the archaeology of the Southwest. - 


Likely Progenitor of Maize. 

“Stratification has also come to our 
assistance in Mexico. Four and five 
meters below the present floor of the 
VaHey of Mexico and, in some cases, 
under many feet of volcanic deposits, 
there has come to-light the so-called 
archaic culture, characterized by crude 
ciary figurines and several types of 


ttery. 

“Most botanists interested in the 
question of the beginning—of agricul- 
ture in America are now agreed that a 
grags, called teocentli, found wiJd on 
the highlands of Mexico, is probably 
the progenitor of cultivated maize, 
which the American colonists found on 
their advent over the greater part of 
the new world. : 

“It is probable that the archaic peo- 
plea were responsible for the artificial 
cultivation of this grass, the invention 
of agriculture and also for the dis- 
semination of this new industry over 


erica. . 

“Figurines characteristic of the 
archaic culture are found in many 
places as far south as Nicaragua and 
Costa Rica, with modified types 
stretching into South America. 

“Returning to the valley. of Mexico, 
above the archaic horizon, one finds 
the Toltec culture, the greatest of all 
Mexican civilizations, and over this, 
and only for a few inches on the sur- 
face, appear the evidences of the Az- 
tecs. As will be shown later, the 
Aztec .and Toltec periods can be 
definitely dated. Stratification also 
leaves definite results on the succes- 
sion, of cultures in Peru, showing that 
of the Inca as a very late production. 


Solid Basis for History Seen. 

“The second chronological approach 
to the study of archaeology is the in- 
vestigation of the development of 
stylistic methods of decorations, mainly 
on pottery, of architecture, and of 
other products of man’s activities. 

“By an intensive study of the dif- 


ferent ceramic wares of the Pueblo 
culture and, after taking into account 
the various data available, a definite 
uence of pottery types and of deco- 
ration has been established from pre- 
Columbian down to modern times. . 

“When successive forms of the ar- 
tistic impulse are found in connection 
with definite strata, there is abundant 
proof of a time basis at the bottom 
of this development. When, as in the 
Maya area, various changes in archi- 
tecture and in design go hand in hand 
with datable monuments there is a 
solid basis for. history. 

“Another approach to this chrono- 
logical study is the migration of ob- 
jects far from their original place of 
manufacture—trade pieces, foreign to 
their present habitat but easily recog- 
nizable as coming from afar. 

“Red coral, for example, from the 
Mediterranean is found in graves of 
the early Iron Age in England. Egyp- 
tion scarabs, found in Crete, were a 
great factor in establishing the entire 
chronology of the Aegean culture. 

“The close association of objects in 
the same deposit prove that they are, 
in a_sense, contemporaneous. This 
does not necessarily mean that they 
were made at the same time, but that

“The material for the study of hiero- 
glyphic writing includes stone inscrip~ 
tions carved on stelae and altars set 
up in front of the various temples, on 
the door lintels of buildings, a few 
painted inscriptions, three codices 
(written books) dating back to pre- 
Columbian times, and the so-called 
books of Chilam Balam, manuscripts 
written in the Maya language but with 
Spanish characters.

“There were two steps necessary in 
the elucidation of the Maya calendar, 
as shown in the hieroglyphic inscrip- 
tions. The first was the determination 
of the calendar giving a relative chro- 
nology to a series cf ongenee ong torte 
the Maysyarea. is w efinitely 
correlated ‘ with the? stylistic develop- 
ment of stone carving and of archi- 
tecture. We are thus certain of the 
historical development of the Maya 
civilization. 

“The second step was a correlation 
between‘ the Maya and Christian chro- 
nology. In both these fields the late 
Charles F. Bowditch played a very 
large part. From his pioneer work, so 
admirable and so necessary, advances 
have been made in this study by oth- 
ers, among them being 8. C. Morley 
and more particularly Dr.:H, J. Spin- 
den.

Public indignation has been aroused 
by the pistol play involved, because 
political opinion has caused this form 
of ‘street im pe at least to subside, 
and the death of a school boy patriot 
a month ago, when police repulsed an 
attempt to stage. a demonstration in 
front of the home of the President of 
the Republic, is considered generally 
as an accident—the policeshaving fore- 
gone the use of billies, according to 
witnesses of 


the affray. 

That is why the ‘rial of the two 
Communists now proceeding is feared 
by some as liable to open old wounds 
and arouse the latent anger of the two 
extreme grou 
icant—which have been fighting a sort 
of civil war in France since,the Her- 
riot Premiership.’ This fear explains 
the Government’s wisdom and caution 
in asking the judiciary authorities to 
refrain from issuing invitations or en- 
trance tickets to the courtroom where 
the trial is being held. The French 
press is attending en masse, however, 
and all the newspapers carry long ac- 
counts of the proceedings.

Army of Contribators, Inclad- 
ing Mussalmans.’ 


PARIS, April. ve ® —The padiaty 
mounting total of France's “save-the- 
franc fund” got’a million franc im- 
petus today when Sir Basil Zaharoff, 
known as thé “mystery man of Eu- 
rope,” turned over to the Ministry of 
Finance a check for that amount. It 
reached the Ministry simultaneously 
with the 25-franc bit of ‘M. Toumy 
Abd-el-Kader,”"- who, in a letter to 
Finance Minister Peret, said: 

“All’ my brother, Mussulmans _ in 
Northérn Africa: will follow . my 
gesture. They participated ‘in the 
grand victory of the century—the 
Marne: They will participate with joy 
in the financial battle for the safety 
of our immortal France.” 

Contributions. of money, jewels and 

gold and silver continued to pour in 
steadily during the day despite the 
fact that the’ publicity campaign for 
the fund is not yet officially under 
way. There were donations of 5 francs 
and donations of 100,000 francs; from 
the humblest to the greatest, French- 
men sent in their gifts with the same 
spirit in. which the men in blue re- 
sponded to the call in 1914. 

The widow of one of these soldiers 
gave a 100-franc note from her modest 
‘pension, another’ widow sent 5,000, 
while the list of contributors embraced | 
bankers, laborers, and humble func-f 
tionaries, Many merchants gave their 
profits for at least a day. Altogether 
the day’s receipts totaled about 2,000,- 
000 francs. Approximate figures of 
the entire amount received thus far 
show that it is in the neighborhood of 
forty or fifty million francs. 

The primary object of the fund is to 
reduce the short-term bonds, so that 
they will no longer menace the Treas- 
ury. Eventually the fund will be 
used to retire interallied war debts, as 
well as domestic loans.

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DOUBTS BABIES DIED 
OF WHISKY PACIFIER 


Brooklyn Medical’ Examiner Finds 
No Traces of Disease—Analysis 
For Poison to Be Made. 


Dr. M. B. Martin, Medical Examiner 
in Brooklyn, performed autopsies yes- 
terday upon the bodies of two children 
who died on Thursday in the Brooklyn 
Maternity Hospital, and announced 
that he thought it extremely unlikely 
that the babies had died from a mix- 
ture of whisky and water and sugar 
given to them at the hospital. How- 
ever, chemical analysis will be made 
for traces of any poisonous element. 

The. children were a five-day-old 
daughter of Mrs. Nathan Cooper of 
276 South First Street, and a'‘son, eight 
days old, of Mrs. Max Rosenzweig ofs 
170 Clymer Street, both of Brooklyn. 
Miss Lillian Reynolds, a nurse at the 
hospital, said she had given the mix- 
ture to the children as a pacifier, at 
the suggestion of Rabbi Gustav Spund 
of 322 East Third S ttan. 

Dr., George Ruger of the District At- 
torney's office was present at the 
autopsies performed in the morgue at 
King’s County- Hospital. Dr. Martin 
found no traces of disease in 
bodies. He did find, he said, that 
hypodermic’ injections, 
adrenalin, had been given to both chil- 
dren, bran over the heart, possibly to 
stimulate the heart action when death 
was po Regal The hospital kept no 
record of medication, he said.

A conference over the milk supply 
for: the sick and ~ dependent ‘children

“The eity has about 
50,000 sick persons ard. children to 
take care of and their milk ought to be 
of the highest purity. While we de- 
mand 3 per cent. of butter fat in milk 
for the city at large, our requirement 
for the institutions is'34% per cent. I 
have roughly estimated, and shall cor- 
rect ~~ os Monday, that the city 
buys about 22,000,000 quarts of milk a 
year for its sick and the children it 
cares for.. There is no adequate sys- 
tem of inspection, sampling and test- 
ing of this milk and cream. In the 
past the duty had developed upon the 
respective hospitals. ‘ 
“Controller Charles W. Berry has re- 
cently written me, expressing great 
concern, that the milk for the sick 
“wards was not tested to be sure it was 
chemically and bacteriologically pure. 
It was agreed at our conference that 
the Department of Purchase will have 
to prepare specifications for .contract- 
ors and dealers. If the Commissioner 
of Health certifies the grade and qual+ 
ity has not been as required it is pro- 
posed that the contracts may be abro- 
gated by him, by the Commissioner 
of Charities, the Commissioner of Cor- 
rections or by the authorities at Belle- 
vue and its allied hospitals.

The membership requirement now 
consists of a declaration to work for, 
believe in and abide by the rules of 
the Y. W. C. A. The amendment makes 
the new membership rule - optional 
with each individual association. 

The strength of the proponents of the 
amendment indicates that the proposed 
amendment to the amendment requir- 
ing the declaration of belief in Jesus 
Christ probably will be tabled. 

A telegram was received late this 
afternoon from Dr. Ella Boole, Na- 
tional President of the W. C. T. U., 
asking that a resolution be placed 
before the convention urging rigid en- 
forcement of the prohibition law. 

Twenty speakers, including several 
from foreign countries, spoke for and 
against the plan to let down the bars 
of membership to permit others than 
those of Protestant evangelical faiths 
to vote and hold office in the asso- 
ciation. 


Japanese Delegate Opposed. 
Two of the speakers were Miss.Char- 
lotte Niven of London, General Sec- 


retary of the World Y. W. C. A., and 
Miss Michi Kawii of Japan, the first

WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., April 24.— 
‘As an aftermath to an editorial called 
“The Morale of the School—Is It 
Breaking Down?” published last Feb- 
ruary by The Orange, student paper 
of the White Plains High School, five 
members of the Faculty will be dropped 
from the rolls, it was learned today. 
The editorial charged that the student 
body was demoralized. The five teach- 
ers will‘leave at the end of this scho- 
lastic year, not having received re- 

appointment slips for the next one. 
The five ‘are Matthew HE. Lynaugh, 
head of the Commercial Department 
for six years; Brainard Woodward, 
teacher of history and economics for 
eight years; Winfield Kimball, physics 


instructor for two years; Glenn Kelly, 
instructor in French for seven years, 
and William O. Stearns of the English 
department, in his third year here. 
They have been leaders among the 
Faculty in school activities and mn the 
affairs of White Plains. 


Superintendent Explains. 


John W. Lumbard, Superintendent of 
Schools, gave the only explanation. 
“In most cases,’ he said, ‘‘the teach- 


ing has not been all that it ought to 
be, and there is an accumulation of 
other reasons.”’ 

Mr. Lumbard said that the appoint- 
ments for next year had been. made 
on his recommendation. Mr. Lumbard 
and W. Lynn Houseman, Principal of 
the school, Said any further statements 
should come from the Board of Edu- 
cation, which has authority to make 
appointments... Members of that body 
refused to discuss the case. 

The five teachers in quéstion are said 
to have held a conference with Princi- 
pal Houseman shortly after the pub- 
lication of the editorial that has caused 
all the trouble. They are said to have 
told him that he should take the blame 
for its publication from Miss Emily 
‘Curtis Robbins, the school publication 
censor. Friends of -the five teachers 
said today that their insistence that 
Mr. Houseman take the blame was 
one’ reason for their ousting. Mr. 
Houseman declined to answer this 
charge. 

Messsr. Lynaugh, Woodward and 
Kelly, all of whom have been -teachers 
here for six years or more, said they 
intended to fight ‘to hold their posts. 
They pointed out that the law of 
tenure of office holds that no teacher 
may be discharged after serving three 
years unless definite charges are 
proved against them. 


Students Talk of Strike. 


Richard M. Craig, President of the 
senior. class, called a class meeting 
today to discuss the dismissal of the 


teachers. Walter Breede-Jr., editor- 
in-chief of The Orange and writer of 
the editorial, espoused their cause. 

Some members of the class advo- 

cated a walk-out or student strike, ef- 
fective at Monday’s session, as a pro- 
‘test against the teachers’ dismissal, 
but class leaders counseled against any 
such demonstration at present.

“With the power of discretion exist- 
ing in that regard, if it is lawfully 
exercised, is not abused and does not 
amount to permitting irregular at- 
tendance in the fair meaning of that 
term, it is not for the petitioner nor 
the Court to substitute their notions 
for those of the authorities who are 
vested by law with such power.

“Such action, in a proper case, cap 
only be taken by the Commissioner 
‘after due notice’ to the city or dis- 
trict, and that implies that the power 
of the Commissioner to order action or 
to_penalize for inaction is one to. be 
exercised after the city or district has 
had opportunity to be heard. This pro- 
ceeding seeks to compel a wholesale 
order by the Commissioner without 
notice and without hearing. : 


Gives View on Intent of Law. 


; “In the performance of tHe duty of 
supervision of enforcement of compul- 
sory education the Commissioner must 
act not only according to the pro- 
cedure of the law,.but must, as to the 
fact of violation and the character of 
violation, exercise a judgment under 
the law. 

“The intent and purpose of the Com- 

pulsory Education law was to require 
instruction in the specific subjects for 
a school term of minimum schoo! days, 
and enforce attendance, subject’ to the 
exceptions of the law, during tHe time 
schools shall be in session.

Americans Report He Is Trying to 
Improve Mexicans’ Lot and 
Holds Priests Obstacles, 


EL PASO, Texas, April 24 (4).—Edu- 
cational and not religious motives are 
responsible for Mexico’s attitude 
toward religious institutions, a com- 
mittee of seventeen investigators re- 
ported here today on its return from 
Mexico City, where it had studied con- 
ditions in the southern republic. 

The committee, which included a

The committee recommended that 
the United States pursue a “hands 
off policy’’ until the Calles Govern- 
ment has had an opportunity to put its 
plan into operation. 

“President Calles assured us that the 
Government meant to be fair to all 
churches, both Catholic and -Protes- 
tant,” the Rey. Dr. Frank Hampton 
Fox of El Paso, one of the committee, 
said. “Protestants have uniformly con- 
formed to the law. They have no trou- 
ble. He does not intend to he beaten 
by the Catholic church.” 

Albert Coyle of Cleveland, a repre- 
sentative the Labor Press, quoted 
President Calles as saying: ‘“‘The pres- 
ent Government is doing an intense 
educational work in its attempt to im- 
prove the material, the spiritual and 
the economic position of the people, 
and the priests are the greatest ob- 
stacles.

At the morning session, General 
Lincoln C. Andrews, Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Treasury in charge of pro- 
hibition enforcement, was for a fourth 


time a witness before the commitee. 
This time he came forward to correct 
the impression that has gone to the 
country that he favors a change inthe 
‘Jaw so as to permit light beers. :

News Article Submitted by Reed. 

At this point news stories from the 
Yale News were introduced by Senator 
Reed as evidence. An article of April 
19, under the heading “News will poll 
referendum tomorrow to determine 
sentiment on prohibition,” read: 

“A university-wide referendum on 
the present prohibition question will 
be conducted tomorrow by The /News. 
Members of all departments will be 
given an opportunity of voting on four 
possible alternatives of the issue. The 
investigation new being conducted in 
Washington. has brought the contro- 
versy to a head and a direct poll will 
ye significant in showing the popular 
feeling on the whole question. Pro- 
fessor Fisher’s remarks in the Senate 
Saturday regarding the attitude toward 
prohibition in the university, and the 
recent denunciation of The News be- 
fore the.same body by Senator Jones 
of Washington has brought the posi- 
tion of Yale on this question to public 
notice. 

“This vote will show conclusively the 
attitude of the university toward the 
present prohibition law and its views 
as to the proper legislation, if any, to 
be followed in the future. 

“Ballots -will contain four alterna- 
tives on which to vote, they are: 

"1, Enforcement of the present law. 

“2. Modification to rmit manufac- 
ture and sale of light wines and beer. 

“3. Government control of manufac- 
ture and sale of liquor. oar 

“4, Repeal of all prohibition legisla- 
tion. / 

“In addition to the above alternatives 
the ballots. will also ask: . 

“Do you-think prohibition has de- 
creased the amount of drinking in the 
university? 7 

“This last clause will be significant 
in showing the effectiveness of the 
Bighteenth Amendment and the Vol- 
stead act in the past. 

“An effort will be made to obtain a 
100 per cent. vote in order that the re- 
sult will represent the opinion of the 
entire university. To facilitate this 
ballots will be placed in Yale Station, 
Byers Hall, Henrie Hall, Sprague Hall, 

e Hall, Sterling Hall of Medicine 
and the School of Fine Arts. Voting at 
these polls will open in the morning 
at 8 and continue until 5. 

“Voting by members of the Sheffield 
Scientific School :will be aided by the 
distribution and collection of ballots 
in the Sheff Houses. The Faculty 
vote will be conducted through the 
mail. Postals will be sent out this 
morning to-every member of the Fac- 
ulty in the university. They should 
be filled out ‘and mailed immediately, 
so as to reach the news office by to- 
morrow evening at 5. All votes will 
have to be in by that time so that 
announcement ‘may be made the fol- 
lowing morning.” 


Four to One Against Dry Law. 


Senator Reed then introduced an ar- 
ticle from The Yale News of April 21, 
telling of the result of the ballot, 


which read as follows: 

“Balloting on the prohibition refer- 
endum conducted by The News yes- 
terday resulted in a more than 4-to-l 
yote in favor of a change in the pres- 
ent Jaws. Nearly a 3-to-1 majority 
believes that prohibition has not de- 
creased the amount of drinking in the 
university. A few less. than 700 did 
not directly answer the question on 
this point because of unfamiliarity 
with previous conditions, but a large 
percentage of this number stated their 
belief that the amount of drinking is 
not decreasing at present. 

“Students showed their overwhelm- 
ing desire for a change from present 
legislation by casting 1,837 votes in 
favor of the last three alternatives, as 
against 446 for enforcement of the 
present law. The Faculty results 
show 196 votes for some change and 
59 for enforcement. 

"Over 41 per cent. of. the entire 
student vote favored a change to Gov- 
ernment control of manufacture and 
sale of liquors. Most of the reasons 
given cited the success of this plan as 
now operating in certain provinces of 
Canada. Further explanations showed 
the opinions that this system would do 
away with bad liquor and the boot- 
legger menace, and at the same time 
éncourage moderation in the use of 
hard liquor. . 

“The alternative receiving the next 
highest student vote was modification 
of the present law to permit manufac- 
ture and sale of light wines and beer. 
Votes totaling 546 favored this chaice. 
This is significant in view of the fact 
that the referendum conducted by The 
News in January, 1924, showed 47 per 
cent. of the students favoring this ac- 
tion. The alternative of Government 
control was not included in the refer- 
endum of that year. : 

“Faculty voting did not agree, how- 
ever, with that of the students in this 
regard. Opinion favored modification 
to permit light wines and beer, thus 
adopting the students’ second choice. 
Results showed 122 votes were cast in 
favor of this modification. 


Vote for Repeal Was Small. 


“Faculty and studénts agreed in 
making repeal of all prohibition legis- 
lation the least desirable of the four 
alternatives offered; only twenty-eight 
of the faculty votes favored this line 
of action or about 11% per cent. The 
student vote showed 14% per cent. were 
of this opinion. 

“These results correspond to those of 
the referendum conducted in 1924. Re- 
peal was at the end of the list then 
also. : : 

“Those upholding this choice, how- 
ever, stressed the apparent evil, of the 
present’ situation as compared to that 
existing before prohibition was insti- 
tuted. The question of individual 
rights was also stressed. 

“Members of the Law School upheld 
the opinion of the general student body 
by favoring Government control. Nine- 
ty-one votes were cast for this choice 
as against twenty-seven for enforce- 
ment of the present law. Modifica- 
tion was the second choice of this 

also, but total repeal found two 
to one favor over enforcement. 

“The Divinity School, however, went 
almoat solidly for enforcement. Only 
nine votes were cast against it and 
these were split between modification 
and Governinent control. Repeal was 
out of order at this institution.”

Moreover, 
the Faculty were almost evenly divided 
on this subject; only a little over 50 
per cent. of the Faculty voted that the 
effect of prohibition had not been to 
reduce the consumption of liquor. 

“Moreover, the general. members of 
the Faculty, even those who have been 
in-New Haven from 1919 to the pres- 
ent, and not qualified to know what 
the drinking among the students has 
been. 


Says He Consulted Records. 


“T myself a month ago was not qual- 
ified to know, and it was for that very 
reason I went to those who are quali- 
fied to know. I assume if you are 
after the facts you want to get those 
who are qualified to know what the 
facts are, and not to take the testi- 
mony of people 11 years old or of peo- 
ple who were not in a position to know. 

“Tf I wanted to know or you wanted 
to know whether the average grade of 
students at Yale was higher or lower 
today than in 1919, n> one would 
of putting it to. the vote of the stu- 
dents, because the students were not 


there in 1919, any of them, because}. 


they are not in a position to know. No 
one would think of. putting it to the 
vote of the Faculty in general without 
consulting the records. You ‘would 
make a beg.line for the records, wher- 
ever they exist, in the Dean’s office; 
and that.is exactly what I did in re- 
gard to prohibition when a month ago 
I undertook to find out,the truth on 
this subject. . i 
“And, gentlemen, I am just 
anxious to find the exact facts, not 
exaggerate them or to minimize them 
in any degree, as this committee. And 
in that spirit I asked the eight men 
who are best qualified to know because 
of their possession of the records as 
disciplinary officers of Yale, and their 
verdict, as I read it to you before, was 
practically unanimous that there had 
beén.a reduction. ‘ 
“Now, how do I explain, then, the 
fact that so many: of the students 
voted as“they did? I think the ex- 
planation. is simple. 
misled by this wet propaganda. How

does it happen that the Faculty voted | t 


as it did—about fifty-fifty, or, to be 
exact, 56 per cent. in favor of the same 
side that the students took? Partly 
for the same reason, partly because 
the vote was put in such a shape that 
they were asked to judge the effect of 
prohibition. They were not asked 
merely as to the fact as to whether 
there is less drinking after prohibition 
or before. 


Old Evils Are Forgotten. 


‘When I went after the facts that is 
the question I asked. I did not mix it 
up with any theory as to the cause of 
those facts. First I wanted to ascer- 


tain what the facts were: Is there or 
ig there not. le=s drinking at Yale to- 
day than there was before prohibition? 
But this: referendum did not ask 
whether there is less drinking today, 
but whether prohibition has reduced 
drinking. . That is a question of cause 
mixed up with the question of fact. 

“I want to say another reason why 
even the Faculty in general who are 
not close to the records may have been 
deceived in this matter. We all forget 
what is back of us, and that is the 
reason that prohibition, this whole 
problem of controlling the liquor habit, 
has oscillated back and forth. 

“First we see the tremendous evils of 
the saloon because they exist under 
our noses. We abolish the saloon by 
prohibition or something else, and then 
we see certain other evils that come 
in, and we forget the old ones; and if 
we now, make a change or go back to 
the evils of the saloon then we learn 
our lesson over again. But these les- 
sons are largely forgotten. 

“Now ‘the facts as I brought them 
out showed that those who had records 
believed as a consequence of those rec- 
ords that there was a mate~‘al reduc- 
tion in the drinking at Yale, which is 
not saying that the drinking at Yale 
had ever been any more than in any 
other of the great colleges, and I do 
not believe it has.”’ 


Quotes Professor Clark. 


“If I may, I would like to read again 
one of the eight statements to show 
that there if a material reduction 
from a competent witness,’ Mr. Fisher 
began, but Senator Reed interrupted 
with ‘“‘Well, let-us wait a minute. We 
have excluded these hearsay astate- 
ments.” 

It developed that the statement was 
by Charles C. Clark, a professor 
of Romance languages, and Dr. Fisher 
was permitted t6 read it. 

Professor Clark’s statement follows: 

“I am not a prohibitionist and have 
never been. I will admit to you, how- 
ever, that the effect of prohibition 
at Yale University has been good. 
I know whereof I speak, for I have 
been a member of the Committee on 
Discipline from: a time dating back 
may years before prohibition. 

“I know conditions intimately. ‘I do 
‘not pretend that the students are pro- 
hibitionists or are not drinking, but 
the e has been simply | revolu- 
tionary. In the old days otir commit- 
tee was constantly busy with cases in- 
volving intoxication and the disorders 
originating from it. Now we have 
practically no business of the kind at 
all to transact. Moreover, this is in 
spite of the fact that in the old days 
we rarely troubled ourselves about a 
case of mere intoxication if it had not 
resulted in some kind of public disor- 
der, wheréas now intoxication of it- 
self is regarded as calling for the se- 
verest penalty.” 

After concluding the reading of this 
statement, Professor Fisher said: 

“Since this discussion in New Haven,

This ended the Fisher examination, 
and Robert Corradini, Research 
Secretary of the World League of Al- 
coholism was called. He wished to sub- 
mit an exhaustive survey ‘of delin- 
quencies and drunkenness, but Sena- 
tor Reed, running rapidly over the 
bulky volume, remarked that a great 
part of it was merely comment. There 
was quite a discussion over the evi- 
dence, Bishop Cannon taking the 
ground that Mr. Corradini was recog- 
nized by all prohibition workers as an 
authority. Finally the document was

General Andrews, the last witness of 
the day and the final witness of the 
three weeks’ hearings, started on his 
statement just wifere he left off yes- 
terday. 

“I stopped,” he said, “at the men- 
tion of the need of changes in. laws, 
when I was in the midst of describing 
the seven changes we are asking of 
the Volstead act. I desire now to 
only just name them and pass right 
on. to industrial alcohol: 

“8. Counterfeiting of Governmént 
labels and papers used in the with- 
drawal of whiskys and so forth, like 


permits. 

“4, A change which: will make pos- 
sible prompt action in the case of con- 
fiscation of a vessel or a vehicle used 
in the bootleg industry. Today we 
have to await the result. of. criminal 
action before we may proceed with a 
civil action. 

“S, In the matter of search warrants, 
where houses are being used as distil- 
leries. ‘ 

“6. To make the prohibition law lo- 
calized in the District of Columbia. 

“7. A law to make perfectly clear 
our contention that the Commissioner. 
has authority to review annually all 
permits under title 2 and title 3. 

“Then, as to changes in the Nar- 
cotic law, and they are six in num- 
ber, they are solely and only to qualify 
points raised in court to the disad- 
vantage of the Govérnment. 


Search of Coastwise Vessels. 


“Then there are six changes in the 
law, or new laws, which are included 
in one bill: 


“1. To correct the situation which 
has arisen due to court decisions .un- 
der the treaties and to extend to the 
treaty limits laws of the United States, 
and also to make perfectly clear that 
the Coast Guard has e right to 
search an American vessel in the coast- 
wise trade when we think that she is. 
carrying liquor for commercial pur- 


poses. 
“2. As it stands today, the Collector 
of a port has got to grant a permit 


and high-speed boats that could be 
used for no other purpose than rum- 


discretion. 

“3. The privilege of bonding. I want 
to clarify that when we capture a rum- 
running boat we do not have to let it 
go right back into rum-running again, 
as we have to do today. ; 

“4..We have in the department near- 
ly 200 surplus Liberty motors left over 
from the war. We can exchange them 
for high-powered sea boats ready for 
wee. and that would be a great help 

Oo us. 

‘5. A reciprocal non-smuggling act 
which will enable us to make agree- 
ments with friendly nations by which 
we can assist each other in stopping 
the smuggling of contraband, not only 
liquor but narcotics and other similar 
situations. 

“6. A qualification of the law in the 
matter of what we feel was an un- 
fortunate decision of the Controller 
General, which limits us as to retired 
officers of the army, navy and coast 
guard to those retired for physical dis- 
ability. Those officers, on account of 
their long experience in taking care of 
the interests of the Government, are 
—e fitted for this kind of 
work. 


Three New Activities. 
“In addition we have before Congress 
a supplemental appropriation bill pro- 
viding for the organization of three 


new activities which experience has 
shown us will be very helpful, also the 
development into greater efficiency of 
three others. 

“There is also before Congress a 
bill for the organization of the United 
States Board.of Control, a civil service 
bil land a bill for increased penalties. 
These are all bills which will aid ma- 
terially in law enforcement. 

“There are also bills for increasing 
the number of Federal Judges, and a 
bill regulating the matter of extradi- 
tion in Federal cases, both of which 
will be particularly important to us 
in increased efficiency in the matter 
of getting results. . 

“That is a part of the picture I 
wanted to present, showing what the 
department feels can be done and 
should be done to make our work effec- 
tive and efficient. 

“I want to make another picture 
of what has resulted from what I 
spoke of the other day as the changes 
and developments in the department. 
That is, what have we got in the field 
as the result of our changes in organ- 
ization, and more particularly our 
changes in policy? 

“First, in the development of local 
law enforcement: I have received re- 
ports purposely from all my adminis- 
trators, brought right up to date, and 
in going over them I find in some dis- 
tricts theré have been marked strides 
made in the development of the local 
law enforcement, which we feel is so 
important to our work. 

“Then our policy of making large con- 
spiracy cases inst these operators 

y in several large 
cases, and othédrs are under way and 
will be brought to a head as rapidly 
as possible. : 

“And my information indicates that 
this is having a very marked effect on 
the activities of the big operators 
which have made 6 organized liquor 
traffic possible. 


Padlocks Prove Successful. 


“Again we have concentrated on the 
use of the padlock for law enforcement 
against distributers. We are using it 
more and more successfully, and Dis- 
trict Attorneys and enforcement of- 
ficers are coming to understand its 
power and effectiveness. ans 

“In some districts we are reaching 
the point where, as we anticipated, we 
are getting the aid -f the landlord, who 
has begun to realize it is bad business 
to rent a building for the use of a 
law violator. . : 

“The policy of close cooperation with 
District Attorneys that I spoke of, in 
which the two work together as may 
be said, is bringing endid results in 
many districts and its adoption and 
successful employment is gradually 
spreading over the country.

Q.—Do you believe that a man who is not 
in sympathy with the law can make a suc- 
cess of enforcing the law?

“Which class of men,’’ Senator Har- 
reld asked, ‘“‘is it that, you think are 
not favorable to the law but that 
could make a success—a man who fa- 
vored general enforcement of all 
laws?’”’ 

“The man who has got a sense of 
duty to his country, a man of sound 
common sense. and integrity and pos- 
sessing executive ability,’”’ was the re- 
ply.

Asked About Views on Beer. 


It was here that Senator Harreld de- 
veloped General Andrews’s amplifica- 
tion of his recent statement that legal- 
izing beer would aid prohibition en- 
forcement. 

‘When you were on the stand a few 
days ago,” said Senafor Harreld, ‘‘you 
were asked some hypothetical ques- 
tions concerning the effect upon law 
enforcement of the manufacture and 
distribution of beer, non-intoxicating in 
fact, to the average person. I wish to 
ask you, not as a hypothetical matter, 
but as a practical matter, whether you 
think it is. possible to legalize the 
manufacture and distribution of such 
beer, non-intoxicating in fact to the 
average person, without increasing the 
difficulties of the enforcement of the 
prohibition law? 

“The other day,” Senator Harreld 
continued, ‘‘the question propounded 
was to the effect whether you thought 
it was not better to have light wines 
and beer—if it would not make ijt easier 
for you to enforce the law if you had 
light wines and beer than it would 
be to have these distilleries and boot- 
leggers at "wad 

“That was not the question I asked,” 
Senator Reed interrupted. 

“General Andrews, you' remember the 
question?” Senator Harreld proceeded. 

‘“‘Whether it is possible to legalize a 
non-intoxicating in fact beverage to 
the average person without increasing 
difficulties of enforcement of the pro- 
hibition law,” said General Andrews, 
reading from the memorandum. 

“The reason I asked that meng 
Senator Harreld said, “is that it is 
pretty. generally misunderstood as to 
what your answer meant as you made 
it the other day, and I wanted to give 
you an opportunity to explain that 
answer so that the public would not 
be ectly at sea about what you 
really meant when you said in answer 
to that hypothetical question it would 
be easier’ to enforce the law.” 

“I had in my ‘mind,’ General An- 
drews replied, “the home consumption 
of a non-intoxicating cereal beverage, 
beer, or its consumption in a bona fide 
hotel. Now, that is it exactly. I said 
the question of distribution was vital, 
but I said that the sale of such beer 
would be disastrous. And I ‘was sin- 
cere in my thought that nobody knows

WHEELER SPEAKS FOR DRYS. 


Wayne B. Wheeler, general counsel 
of the Anti-Saloon League of America, 
began his summing up for the drys 
when the afternoon session was called . 


to order. In opening his argument Mr. 
Wheeler said: / 

“This hearing has proved two things » 
—the wets want booze with a kick in 
it, but they are not united either in 
their method for getting it or their 
reasons for it. The drys want prohi- 
bition and want it more effective. 
Senator Bruce and possibly/one or two 
others advocated the re of the 
Eighteenth Amendment. n 
Vare was unwi to favor repeal, 
but urged the adoption of a non-intoxi- 
cating-in-fact definition. 

“United States District Attorney 
Buckner and representatives of the 
American Federation of Labor advo- 
cated 2.75 per cent. beer, while the 
distinguished Senator who introduced 
the 2.75 per cent. beer bill indicated 
that he did not desire to press it be- 
cause there was some doubt as to its 
validity and he now favored a bill 
defining the term ‘non-intoxicating-in- 
fact.’ 

“Other 
Volstead act because liquor was being 
.consumed in the home in the presence 
of children, while, on the other hand, 
Senator Bruce’s proposal and others 
would drive the beverage liquor traffic 
into the homes. Bill 3188, by Senator 
Hdge, ipo gprrainn 5 provides that liquor 
cannot consumed on the premises 
where sold; Even Judge Talley and 
District Attorney Buckner could not.

“CODMAN SUMS UP FOR WETS. | 
Julien Codman then summed/up for 
the wets. 
“Those who maintain that the pres-

Contends Drunkenness Grows. 


“I shall not attempt, I have no time, 
to review in detail the evidence which 
has been laid before you. It is still 
fresh in your minds, but I think I 
may claim, without chance of serious 
dispute, that we have established the 
following facts:

The evidence of this 
is conclusive as contained in the sur- 
vey ofthe Moderation League, which 
I ihtrof@uced in evidence, reinforced 
by the .statisticidn who compiled it 
and the testimony of other witnesses. 

“As you recollect, Mr. Shirk com- 
municated with the Police Department 
of every city or town, in the United 
States having a population of 5,000 or 
more, and, as a result, produced tables 
showing arrests.for drunkenness for 
eleven years from 1914 to 1924 for 350 
cities, and complete for 1920 to 1924 
in 457 cities. These cities represent 
every State in the Union and give us 
the only comprehensive survey in re- 
gard to drunkenness which has been 
made in this country. 

“As shown by the diagram on the 
first page, arrests for drunkeiness 
reached its peak in 1916, which was 
the year before we entered the, Euro- 
pean war. On our-entry into the 
war in 7 and the coming into force 
pot war-time prohibition, ‘drunkenness, 
decreased at an enormously rapid rate 

d continued steadily to fal) until 

third month of the ron 1920. 

“It is a notable fact that during this’ 
period beer of a low alcoholic content 
was available throughout the country; 
generally speaking, and it was not un- 
til the Volstead act went into effect 
in 1920 that we see a change for the 
worse occur. From that period until 
1924 we see a tremendous rise in 
drunkenness, and the figures for 1925, 
so far as they have been collected, 
show that the tendency is the same. 


Wide Violations of Law. 


“The evidence shows clearly that 
the character of the drinking has 
greatly changed for the worse. Alcohol 4 
in -its waried forms: of split-whisky, 
split-gin and moonshine are now 
drunk by our people in place of the 
beer of earlier days. It was a reyela- 
tion to-me when Bishop. Darlington of 
Pittsburgh sériously testified that beer 
Grin was worse for the citizens 
than drinking. Of.course Dr. 
Darlington is entitled to hold such an 
opinion even if he shares it with no 
other living man. 
that corruption exists upon a scale so 
colossal that it makes me tremble for 
the security of our. institutions. In 
my opinion the reasons why conditions 
such as above described exist in this 
country. is because the law has not 
public sanction and is constantly vio- 
lated witheut compunction by almost 
every class in the community.

CABLE BETWEEN FORTS 
Diwers Will Examine F i Line 
Fouled: by the- Anchor of 
Mauretania. 


The Government cable connecting 
Fort Hamilton on the Brooklyn shore 
and Fort Wadsworth on Staten Island, 
| was put out of use by the anchor of 
the Cunarder Mauretania, which fouled 
the cable on Friday morning when the 
steamer dropped anchor off Quaran- 
tine. The cable was determined defi- 
nitely to be out of service yesterday, 
by army engineers, who conducted :a 
test from the Fort. Wadsworth side. 

Whether the. cable was snapped,’ as 
was reported by some of -the cyew oi 
the Mauretania, or not, will be geter- 
mined this morning when deep sea 
divers are sent down to examine the 
line. Not until they have made their 
report will it be known whether or not 
a new section of cable .will have to 
be. installed. 

The cable, damaged when the Maure- 
tania tried to disengage it from both 
flukes of her big anchor by “‘crabbing’’ 
or easing from one side of the Narrows 
to the other, is used for controlling 
the fire of big guns of both Forts 
Wadsworth and Hamilton, and also is 
used fer purposes of comnflnication. 
The ddmage to the line in peace time 
is not regarded as serious by, army 
authorities, but they said that a like 
mishap in time of national emergency 
might have been fraught with the 
most serious consequences. 

Some’ of the officers at Fort Wads- 
worth were emphatic in their criticism 
of merchant vessels which frequently 
drope anchor over the cable crossing. 
They say the masters of many big lin- 
ers have repeatedly ignored the two 
large Government signs on the Brook- 
lyn and Staten Island shores which 
plainly warn navigators of the-presence 
of the cable. The signs read:, ‘‘Do not 
anchor here. Government Cable.” ‘The 
letters of the signs are over 6 feet high.

Magiatrate Harry A. Gordon in the 
Tombs Court ignored the recently 
enacted Baumes bail law and admitted 
an ex-convict to $10,000 bail yesterday, 
pending examination on a charge that 
he. had narcotics in. his possession 
when detectives. raided his home early 
in the morning.

Under the Baumes bail law, which 
was signed by Governor Smith on 
April 19, Magistrates, according to an

Mancuso of General Sessions, cannot 
accept bail in cases of murder, as- 
saults which may result fatally or 
when the prisoner is a habitual crim- 
inal or has been arrested more than 
once for certain misdemeanors, includ- 
ing possessing or selling narcotics.

Chapter 421—did not repeal the old In- 
ferior Criminal Courts act, as he had 
advised the day before in a communi- 
cation .to them. The telegrams were 
the outcome of a conference on Friday 
afternoon of five General Sessions 
Judges in the chambers of Judge Man- 
cuso in the Criminal Courts Building. . 
These Judges contended that the new 
laws did not affect the bail powers of 
the Magistrates in all felony cases not 
specifically mentioned in them.

Supreme Court Justice Phoenix In- 
graham during the day accepted bail 
in three cases in which Magistrates 
had. refused to act.

Previously he had been re- 
leased in $10,000 bail. by Magistrate 
Abraham Rosenbluth, but ean he was 
arraigned on Friday ‘before Magistrate 
Goodman on the Sullivan law charge, 
the Magistrate refused to continue the 
bail and held Trop without bail on 
the allegation of the police that Trop 
had a previous criminal record. 

Trop’s lawyer argued that his client 
was entitled to be released because the 
original pail had been fixed before the 
Baumes bail law went into effect and 
that there was doubt whether the pre- 
vious offense in Canada charged 
against Trop would constitute a crime 
in.this State, as provided in the 
Baumes law.

Gives Prisoner Benefit of Doubt. 

“That is why I believe in giving the 
defendant the benefit of the doubt,” 
said the Court as he’ announced that 
he would release Trop on the $10,000 
bail originally provided in the Magis- 
trate’s court. 

Frank Feibush of 1,253 Boston Road, 
the Bronx, and Patrick J. Goodwin 
‘wre the other prisoners whom the 
Magistrate in the Homicide Court. re- 
fused to admit to bail: when they were 
arraigned in connection with the kill- 
ing of two children in different parts 
of the city by motor vehicles. Justice 
Ingraham accepted bail of $5,000 for 
each, pending examinations in the 
Homicide Court on the charges.

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A “DESPERATE SITUATION.” 


The phrase is that of Mayor, DEVER 
of Chicago. Testifying before the Sen- 
ate committee, he pointed to certain 

. assured evils which have flowed from 
the Volstead act. Be it remembered 
that he favors its enforcement, so long 
as it is the law.. Let it not be forgotten, 
either, that before he became Mayor he 
had been‘a ‘Judge. He is a man who 
weighs his words, and speaks on the 
basis only of what he believes to be the 
ascertained fact.: For his own part, he 
frankly admitted that he had in his 
pocket no ready-made and infallible 
remedy. It was for Congress to see what 
could be done: 

Two alternative policies lie open to it, 
One is modification of the statute, 8 
change of the “ demonstrated falsehood ” 
of its definition of intoxicating liquor, 
and a release to the States of a larger 
measure.of control over the interpreta- 
tidh of the Eighteenth Amendment. The 
other course is to heap one Draconian 
statute upon another. Make the pos- 
session of an alcoholic. beverage or the 
ownership of a private still (except in 
a farmhouse) a felony. Run up the 
expenses of the prohibition unit to $100,- 
000,000 a year. Stiffen the law in every 
way, and fill the land with new swarms 
of Federal officials to execute it. Mayor 
Dever admitted the possibility of. such 
tactics, but-heobserved to. the Sénate 
committee: “There is a time when the 
“people will revolt. even against legal 
“methods -if they become too oppres- 
* sive.” 








Such appeals and warnings are really: 


‘the most significant thing that came 
out of the prohibition hearings at Wash- 
ington. There was a maze of contra- 
dictory evidence. | Witnesses violently 
refuted witnesses. Not even on the 
simple fact of crime, as affected favor- 
ably or unfavorably by prohibition, was 
there agreement. In general, the hear- 
_ ings were less ofa judicial inquiry than 
the opening of @ public forum where 
one set of beliefs was vehemently as- 
serted_in opposition to another. But-one 
thing that could not be reduced to writ- 

‘ ing or put tangibly into the testimony 
‘was deeply impressed on all those pres- 
ent, and through the press reports 
carried to every part. of the country. 
‘This is that the prohibition issue has 
become very much alive and threatening 
in our -politics, . Rightly or wrongly, 
powerful forces of discontent and resent- 


- ment have been roused, and it is certain 


that they are going to find expression 
in the’elections this year and in 1928. 
Mayor Dever holds this to be unfor- 
tunate. He thinks that if candidates 
for office are put up simply because 
they are Wet' or Dry, the effect cannot

MILITARY AVIATION. 


The programs for the expansion of 
the aviation branches of our army and 
navy call for the expenditure of $235,- 
000,000 during the next five years. The 
reason is to be found in Europe. France 
is the key to the international military 
aviation situation, but she considers her 
great air force justified. Her present 
dominance of the air is spurring Eng- 
land to vast expenditure in the effort 


to attain something approaching parity 


with her neighbor across the Channel. 

At the end of the war England had 
enormous power in the air, a personnel 
of $00,000 devoted to this branch of 
fighting alone. But she thought that 
war and excessive preparation for it 
were over. So she did heroic. work in 
scrapping and reducing her aviation 
arm. Thén England awoke to the fact 
that France was -overwhelmingly su- 
perior in the air; for: France had not 
reduced to anything like the degree that 
England had. “ Aviation and tanks” 
was the French program for 1919 and 
aviation and tanks it has remained: 
This is why England will spend $80,000,- 
900 on military aviation this year.. 

She now has a personnel of 35,000, 
possibly a trifle larger than that of 
France. She plans 600 first-line planes 
for home defence and 600 in reserve. 
Our around-the-world fliers - reported 
that they found in the Middle and Far 
East a British Air Force equal to the 
total air force of our own army. ‘Ar- 
mored airdromes have been constructed 
around London and raid-proof zones to 
protect other important centres. Great 
improvement has been made in wireless 
telephony between planes, and between 
planes and the g .und. Control of pilot- 
less planes. by radio has been steadily 
extended. 

England has one type of seaplane 
which has two 1,000-horsepower engines 
and. which, when loaded, weighs fifteen 
tons. She has another seaplane «which 
has three 700-horsepower engines and 
which will accommodate thirty men. She 
is building fifteen planes. eagh of which 
will: carry more than twenty soldiers, 
their equipment, and bombs and gases 
if desired. In Iraq, not long since, Brit- 
ish troops were transported by air “ to 
quell a disturbance,” in eight hours, 
while any other means of transport in 
this emergency would have required four 
and a half days. 

Two dirigibles, of 5 ,000; 000 cubic feet, 
are being constructed in England, one 
by the Government, one by a private 
company. They are designed primarily 
for determining the practicability of 
commercial air service to Egypt, India } 
and Australia. It is expected that they 
will arrive at Australia in eleven days 
as against the six weeks required by 
steamships at present. But their mili- 
tary value will also be carefully studied. 
Their designs show a breaking away 
from the wartime Zeppelin. One fea- 
ture evolved by English engineers is the | 
-detachable machinery car: With the 
ship moored to a mast, the car may be 
detached as is a locomotive from a rail- 
way train, and with reserve engine units 
at bases possible delays due to engine 
trouble may be largely overcome. 

' The. two. dirigibles_ included in our 
naval aviation program will be even 
larger than England’s, ‘and they will be 
frankly military in character. They 
will mount seven of the new. Browning 
50-calibrg machine guns and = several 
smaller machine guns as well, But an- 
other war will be required to determine

tions for holding the plebiscite. 


The war of -1879-83 cost Bolivia her 
seacoast, including the nitrate province 
of Antofagasta, and the province of 
Tarapaca was taken by the victor from 
Peru. “Thus Chile,” says Mr. Hist, 
“obtained absolute possession of practi- 
“cally the whole of the rich nitrate 
“region, and has ever since @njoyed a’ 
“ source of inexhatstible wealth.” While 
it may be doubted whether the nitrates 
will go on forever, it is true that for a 
ong. time two-thirds of the value of 
Chile’s exports came from them, It was 
not until Bolivia began to develop her 
nitrate region that the dispute about the 
boundary line began, Chile claimed 23 
degrees south, which would give her most 
of. Antofagasta, and Bolivia 25 degrees. 
A treaty made in ‘1866 fixed the line at 
24 degrees. Afterward the two nations 
began to quarrel about the workings of 
concessions. “War followed the imposi- 
tion of an export duty on nitrate by 
Bolivia. Peru was drawn into the con- 
flict by her refusal to abrogate the 
defensive treaty of 1878 with Bolivia’ 


,Chile quickly occupied Antofagasta. Sir 


CLEMENTS MARKHAM has said: “ The pre-

Peru.bélieves that 
she was despoiled, and that Chile in the 
forty-five years since the war has con- 
stantly outwitted her, The Chilean view 
is that of the 40,000 inhabitants of 
Tacna and Arica the majority entitled 
ta vote does not,,want to live under the 
flag of Peru.

At the bar of theatrical] jysticd the 
burden of proof has always been on the 
actor. The spectator pays the price of 
admission, takes his .segt, and passes, 
judgment on the play. ‘It is the actor’s 
business. to create for him whatever of 
iHusion the theat¥e” has “to offer. “The 
audience usually feels that ‘buying a 
ticket has ended its responsibility, and 
that the onus of provi entertainment 
rests with the actors.” Let them mouth 
their lines while their ‘Masters sit in 
judgment. 

Exeeption to this: general theory of the 
division of theatrical labor is taken by’ a 
writer in Le Temps. He is: provoked to 
write of “ L’Art d’Etre Spectateur” by a 
recent-occurrence in a Paris théatre. A 
Parisian, attracted. by prodigious ad- 
vertisements, went to see a faker who 
was ‘plying the gentle art of mind read: 
ing. Questioning the performer’s ability, 
he offered himself as a subject and 
proved most difficult. To protect his 
réputation, the faker declared that there 
was not an idea in the man’s mind, and 
the enraged spectater angrily rushed to 
the box office to get his 80 francs back. 
On this the comment is that it is unfair 
to demand of mummers an horiesty which 
is not expected of business men. Every- 
body indulges in a certain amount of 
bluffing, exaggerating, romancing, ad- 
vertising. Every merchant has the finest 
cloth, every druggist the most efficacious 
pills. So the disappointed spectator in 
the theatre is not being cheated, but is 
cheating himself, spoiling his, own fun. 
His collaboration, or at least his good- 
natured acquiescence, is required.

‘Thése things, however, are detail. The 
ultimate liquidation of the international 
war debts, it is by this time evident, will 
be attained, not by the cancellation method, 
nor by the flooding of the American mare 
ket with European goods, nor by any other 
device revealed to the statesmen and the 
economists, but along the lines some time 
ago traced in this column. The war debts 
will be paid by the American peoplé acting 
through the American Summer tourist. 
Half a million of him are expected to visit 
Europe this Summer. An average per 
capita expenditure of $400 on the other 
side is a moderate estimate. Two hundred 
million dollats is fairly close to the total 
of annual interest we shall be getting for 
some years on the ten billions which Europe 
owes us.

“FROM A WORSE DROP 


AND OF COTTON GOODS 


|| Agricalturel Department Thinks 
the Two Are Not adjusted 
; to One Another.

Reviewing the situation and outlook 
for cotton, the weekly bulletin of the 
Department ‘of: Agriculture states that 
the present seagon “has been charac- 
terized not only ‘by abundant supplies, 
but also by a relative scarcity of 
cotton of higher grade, falling prices. 
and consequent holding .off. by the 
trade. Not only has the movement: of 
the price of cotton been downward 
this season, but fluctuations have been 
wider than usual. The decline in, the 
price of cotton did not result in the 
expected increase in mill activity, and 
this' condition was due to a4 great ex- 
tent to the fact that the mills'held off, 
waiting for the price of cotton to reach 
the bottom, Although prices have re- 
cently become more stabilized, the ex- 
pected situation of the trade as a re- 


sult of a stéadier market thus far has 
failed to materialize. 

“The chief difficulty in the way of a 
revival of demand by the milis is the 
keontinued wide margin throughout the 
world between the prices of raw cotton 
and finished goods. The purchasing 
power of the world’s consumers of 
cotton goods has not been sufficiently 
great to absorb the stocks of. cotton 
goods at prevailing prices. The prices 
of cotton goods and yarn have not re- 
sponded in proportion to the fall in the 
price of raw. cotton.. On the contrary, 
the margin has been increasing. A 
further decrease in the. price of cotton 
goods, bringing it to a normal rela- 
tionship with the price of cotton, 
fo stimulate increased consump- 

tion

Advices: from_ Southern mill i 
indicate that orders placed some time 
ago have been mostly filled and the 
volume of forward - business is re- 
stricted by the relation between near 
and distant positions in the contract 
market. . 

There is a spread of a cent and a 
half ‘to a cent and three-quarters ie 
tween May and new crop positions 
which unsettles confidence as to the 
stability of present goods prices. As. 
long. as cotton for Fall delivery is so 
much cheaper than spot cotton, op- 
erators are more disposed to restrict 
production than maintain a full mill 
output.

EXPECT MOTOR LAW DELAY. 


Railroad Men Doubt Congress Will 
Pass Bus and Truck Bill Now. 


The possibility of Cangress passing 
a bili in the present session to regulate 
motor buses and trucks is regarded by. 
railroad men as unlikely. Additional 
State legislation is also believed to be 
virtually impossible this year, since the 
nine or ten States which do -not have. 


laws regulating the operation of tbcir 
highway carriers almost without. ex- 
ception have no sessions s¢heduled for 
their Legislatures. 

The passage of legislation providing 
for the regulation of buses and trucks 
engaged in interstate service is, of 
course,-a matter for Congressional 
action.- The enactment of such legis- 
lation in this session of Congress had 

seemed possible after the introduction 
of a bill for that purpose by Senator 
Cummins. on behalf of the National 
Association of Railroad and Public 
Uttlity pier cgpovnen 

Consterable. opposition to the bill, 
however, eloped at the recent 
hearing bef: the Senate Committee 
on Interstate Commerce, and the hear- 
ing Was adjourned temporarily on 
March 29 so that the committee might 
consider in executive session whether 
or not there. was sufficient chance for 
legislation on the subject at this ses- 
sion of Congress to make it worth 
while to continue the hearings. With 
the possibility of bus and truck legis- 
lation remote, railroad men believe an 
opportunity is afforded. for the con- 
sideration of the exact kind of regu- 
lation which will afford protection to 
existing capriers from unnecessary 
competition and at the same time pre- 
mote the rendering of really needed 
highway service. 

A movement is now under way which 
has as its purpose a meeting of rail- 
road and motor operators to thrash oyt 
the various controversial questions.

LAND OWNERS STRIKE. 


A Passive One That Has Been Gen- 
erally Ignored. 

Discussing the coal strike and its 
effects The Christian Science Monitor 
says: “There is another kind of strike, 
purely; a passive one, that has been 
gen ly ignored, and has evoked little 
or no hostile criticism by the press. 

“This is the strjke.ef owners of idle 
valuable lands, who withhold them 
from use in the expectation that they 
will be aole to obtain a higher price 
than their present value. . 

Most owners; vf this sort of property 
will indignantly deny that they are 
“on strike.’’ yet the situatien is es- 
sentially the same as that of the 
striking coal miners. 

“They have something that others 
need, but they prefer to let the land 
lie idle, as the coal miners prefer to ga 
idle, rather than agree to the terms

SAFETY IN STREETS. 


Court Holds City Liable for Faulty 
Shed Construction. 

The rule of law that a city is charged 
with the duty to keep and maintain 
its streets in a’ reasonably safe con- 
dition for the use of the public was 
applied by.

Much eid tcndilins has been 
given’ by factors in the woolen trade 
recently to underlying reasons for con- 
ditions: Which ‘have produced only. one 
good year out of the six that have 
passed since 1920. There are many 
angles: to the questions whith studies 
of the industry -have: produced, but in 
‘the main they centre around two. pro- 
positions: Is the industry over-pro- 
duced, or is it undersold? There are 
those. who believe the former is the 
case, while others hold that the slack 
in the trade could be taken up by. only 
a relatively small increase in the de- 
mand. 

“For sortie time past, ‘plans have been 
under consideration by a’ committee 
headed by Allen’ R.. Mitchell Jr. of ttie 
Shackamaxon Mill of Philadelphia, 
which have as their aim the better 
selling of ¥ goods to the consumer 


-| or; in. other words; taking’ the’ market, 


out of ‘a Condition in: which it is ‘tun- 
dersold.”’ ‘This tfee has “been 
proceeding very carefully in order to 
mp out a campaign that would work 
along tested principles, and the avoid- 
ance of unsound ‘tactics which might 
deyelop.in a -broad scale endeavor. such 
as the committee has in mind. - 
“We are ‘not quite ready to go into 
full details as yet. regarding our plans,’! 
said Mr. Mitchell:.yesterdey, ‘‘but. it 
can be said that our undertaking will 
be primarily dirécted to the stimulation 
of consumer interest in woolen goods 
and ‘the increase of consumer knowi- 


edge in the unexcelled qualities of wool 
when used. for clothing. Let. me say 
at the start’ that. the underlying con- 
ception of the plans is in full 
ment with the views recently expressed 
by George T. Willingmire, wool. spe- 
Clalit’ of the Department of u1- 
ture, to the ‘effect that what tHe in- 
is to. ‘sell* wool to the 
consumer. 


“Fundamentally,. our plan’. would 
have three natural divisions, with the 
work to bé accomplished being cohcen- 
trated along these logical lines. The 
divisions are :‘the education of the con- 
sumer a8 to the value and the use of 
wool-in clothing as.opposed to the sub- 
stitutes that are making... headway, 
Peomiasty in the .womien’s wear field; 

furtherance of a clothes-conscious- 
ness or dress-up movement and, third- 
ly, the céntring. of Pe eee ik on. the 
qualities of goods made in this country 
as against the tradition that imported 
goeds are better. 

“Our plaris ad contemplated will: 
cover woolens for both the men’s and 
women’s wear trades. It is in the lat- 
ter that the use -of “substitutes has 
progressed at an alarming rate and 
action is necessary to check this ad-| 
verse development to the woolen indus- 
try of the country. The movement is 
having. active support and study by 
all factors in the industry from the 
raw wool’ dealers and the spinners to 
the weavers. Committees representing 
all of. the five associations in these 
fields. are cooperating .on the final 
ene, ‘which psy _be anhouriced 

ortly. 

Réparding the first-of the divisions

“In any event, it neil resulted ‘in ‘the

It is 
not difficult to conceive the savings, 
earnings ne borrowings of several 
hundred small investors put into @ 
single. development controlled by four 
or five-men, even fewer. Florida alone 
has cupplied numerous ‘samples of. this 
during the past year. or two. 

“Let us suppose, for instance, that 
in a certain real. estate development | ae 
$5,000,000. has. been. invested by small 
parcel purchasers of land. titimately 
this $5,000, may grow to $10,000,000, 
through enhanced values, but with 
that we have no immediate concerrz 
We are concerned, however, with 
fact that $5,000,000 tied up in this ‘il- 
lustrative .development’ means that 
about $2,500,000 worth. of hats, shoes, 
‘garments, &c.,: are not being: bought 
by these land purchasers Because they 
havenothing. left with. which ' to buy 
them. I put the resultant lost . sales 
‘at $2,500,000 because‘ I.-want: to “make 
a liberal. allowance for money -that 
would doubtless have stayed in savings 
banks and in other investments if it 
had not béen put into land. In short, 
$2,500,000 that otherwise would have 
been put into wearing apparel, varidus 
home'comforts and what not, was. put 
into land.

The potato market continued to hold 
the centre of interest last week, while 
the price of new crop potatoes grad- 
vally went up, and the prices of old 
crop potatoes slowly fell, according to 
the weekly review of local food mar- 
kets made public yesterday by Dr. Ar- 
thur HE, Albrecht, New York Director 
‘of the State Department of Farms and 
Markets. The review, among other 
things, says: 

*On Friday No. 1 Spaulding Rose po- 
tatoes‘sold at $14 per barrel. Old crop 
potatoes were 50 cents lower per bag 
than the previous week-end. Receipts 
were light, but heavy supplies were 
available from previous arrivals. 

“Spinach from Virginia. continued 
plentiful. and sold at from $1 to $2.25 
per barrel of about sixty pounds. At 
retail many stores sold spinach at 
three pounds for 25 cents. 

“Florida green beans also were plen- 
tiful, but the quality was ordinary and 
poor, gud accordingly low prices pre- 
vailed ‘on the wholesale market. Most 
of the sales were made at $1.50 to $2.50 
per 28-quart hamper. Fancy stock, 
however, sold at $3.50 to $4.50. South- 
érn cabbage also was plentiful. Peas 
from California sold at $4.25 to $4.75 
per bushel. At retail peas generally 
sold at 25 cents per pound. 

“Cauliflower prices were high owing 
to limited\.supplies. California crates 
containing nine to thirteen heads sold 
at $3.75 to $4 per crate. Long Island 
hothouse cauliflower sold at $3 to $4

Case of Sir Jonah Berrington. 


‘ ‘The only other instance in the rela- 


'tivély modern history of Great Britain 
is that of Sir Jonah Barrington, Judge 
of the Admiralty Court of Ireland. In 
1828, after an inquiry by a Judiciary 


at Westminster at which the accused 
and his witnesses. were heard, the 
lower chamber resolved that he had 
been guilty of misconduct, corruption 
and malfeasance in his office, 
after hearing counsel in his behalf, 
vpted-‘an address to ‘the Crown de- 
manding his removal gnd requesting 
the concurrence of the House of Lords 
to which all the documents in the case 
were. communicated. Ultimately the 
Lords voted in favor of the address of 
the Commons to the Crown, and the 
latter was thus enabled to remove the 
Judge. 

There have been several instances 
both here and abroad of cases of im- 
peachment against statesmen and 
officials. For the power of the Ipwer 
house of Congress, like that of the 
Commons at Westminster, enables 
these lower houses to bring cases of 
impeachment against any citizen, no 
matter what his rank. y

As Mrs. Jose- 
phine Peary says in a “Foreword,”

husband but ‘because his own four- 
year sojourn in the Arctic enables 
him to understand better than most 
the difficulties and annoyances con- 
nected with any work of exploration 
in those regions.”’ Mrs. Peary, de- 
voted wife who accompanied her hero 
on more than one of his expeditions, 
understands them, too, ‘‘better than 
most.’’ Both husband and wife were 
fine types of. Americans. ‘‘Jo,"' a3 
the Admiral called the companion of 
his hopes and endeavors, was worthy 
of so great a soul, a beautiful, prac- 
tical, resolute woman, to whom he 
constantly owed inspiration, encour- 
agement and valor itself. At page

LL these things that Tomlinson 
did before him, and urged in 


young Yale man when he was at col- 
lege used to high-hat his professors. 
He does not now from the apex of 
the first quarter of the twentieth cen- 
tury refrain from that certain lofti- 
ness toward the giants of the last 
decade of the nineteenth, whereof the 
color note to his perceiving eye is 
prevalently pink trying to be purple. 
The resultant, according to James 
McNeill Whistler—one of the age’s 
own giant’s lamentably given to pon- 
conformity and gibes—is mauve. 
Hence ‘“The Mauve Decade.” And 
yet that decade began with the bia- 
tancy of the World's Fair in Chicago | 
(from which our modern hothouse 
culture dates itself) and ended with 
the blare of the Dewey parade— 
which was the last gesture of full- 
dress warfare before the age of khaki 
and confessed cooties. 

Mr. Beer weites it down just so, 
and still calls it mauve. For, though 
he does lack reverence, he so little 
lacks courage that he might have 
dispensed with the lofty gesture of 
patronage toward those whom the 
world will insist on calling his bet- 
ters, in spite of bis own obvious and 
even resplendent excellencies. And 
he is so well furnished with discern- 
ment, fortified with knowledge pains- 
takingly acquired, that he might 
have been more generously patient 
with the limitations of the giants of 
a less flluminated age. That is, he 
might—but then his own age is still , 
the age of paradox, invented in its 
own first decade by Mr. Shaw and 
Mr. Chesterton. That age has aa 
so pelted with print that it is an 
axiom that it must be shocked into! 
attention. 

Therefore the whilom man with the ' ' 
big stick is now revealed as a “figure 
of warm clay with female tact.’’ Rud- ; 
yard Kipling, under ‘‘the stir and | 
chromatic rippling of the gen- 
eral narrative’ (in ‘‘Kim’’) ‘“‘is just | 
Dick, the boy detective, inevitably | 
successful from first to. last.” And. 
*‘duleet Henry Adams’’ has become | 
one who ‘‘may one day amuse us 
by showing how a man painfully de- 
prived of a charming wife beging to 
discover the sexiessness of American 
literature, and then becomes the 
chivalrous rhapsodist of the me- 
dieval virgin.’’ Not surprisingly, this

In fact, the clear- 
eyed, arrogant young man educated 
at New Haven not altogether in con- 
tempt of professors—for William 
Sumner “a cold, ponderous, groper’’ 
—impresses even Beer—this clear- 
eyed young man has made. a most 
valuable contribution to the record 
of facts and the perspective of per- 
sons in the period, reaching back to 
the days of Emerson and Alcott, of 
the creation of the modern Ameri- 
can man and especially the modern 
American woman, as she is only now 
ceasing to be able to recognize her- 
self.

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About Books, ore or Less: Praise of Folly

S a swift glance down the page 
will show, it is the intention 
to have the present paper con- 
sist chiefly of quotations. 

That is not a common practice 
among reviewers, who are natu- 
rally reluctant to incur the suspicion 
of earning their pay too easily. 
Thereby the public is the loser. 
Every reader of book reviews has 
had the experience in the full sweep 
of his enjoyment of being brought 
up sharp against a descending cur- 
tain: “We must, however, refrain 
from further citation.” But why re- 
frain, if the quoted author is sure 
to-bé much more amusing and in- 
structive than the quoting reporter? 
Imagine a man coming back from 
Yucatan with the manuscript of a 
hitherto unknown Maya Bible and 
saying, after a few brief excerpts, 
“But I must refrain from further 
citation.” Imagine an Eskimo on a 
. dog-sledge coming back from. the 
‘Pole with a written message from 
Amundsen, Byrd or Wilkins and say- 
ing, ‘But I must resist the tempta- 
tion to quote further.’’ This silly 
_ trade practice of using one’s own 
poor words where a better man’s 
much better words will do is in need 


-.0f radical revision. 


In the present instance, involving 
Hanbury Hankin’s ‘“‘Common Sense 
_ and Its Cultivation’’ (E. P. Dutton 
& Co.) there is an additional reason 
and a compelling reason for subor- 
dinating the comment to the text. 
’ And that would be the pressing need 
under which the present reviewer 
finds himself of asking the reader to 
help him make up his mind about 
Mr. Hankin’s book. Here again we 
encounter too rigid a trade practice. 

y should it always be the duty of 

a reviewer to tell his public what a 
new book is about? Not infrequently 
* the public might be in a position to 
tell the reviewer. Why should the 
reviewer always take it upon himself 
to inform the public of just how good 

a book he has run across? Often 

the public might enlighten the re- 

viewer on the subject, or at jeast 
remove troublesome doubts in the 
mind of the reviewer. Thus in the 
case of “Common Sense and Its Cul- 
tivation” the present reviewer is 
strongly inclined to hold that he has 
stumbled across a magnificent exer- 
cise in irony, a piece of social crit- 
» icism which for wit and bite and 
. Bweep of the imagination need not 
oma from comparison on ever so 
pages with our old friend, 
and Butler himself. There are 
passages in Mr. Hankin's book along 
the margin of which the present re- 
viewer has penciled ejaculations like 
“Superb!’’ and “Splendid!"’

The ver- 
dicts of common sense. are deter- 
mined in the subconscious on the 
basis of data once acquired by the 
conscious reason, but stored away, so 
to speak, in the cellar. In the emer- 
gency the hoarded data leap to the 
surface in the form of a judgment, 
an intuition, common sense. The 
theory is‘neither very new, as has 
been suggested, nor very abstruse. 
It would be William James's expla- 
nation of habit as something once 
consciously practiced but long ago 
relegated to the subconscious for au- 

. tomatic exploitation. If every one 
had to plan his steps in walking, his 
strokes in shaving, his fingers on 
the keys of the typewriter—Mr. 
*. Hankin carries the idea into the 
mental sphere. Common sense is the 
habit of getting at the truth without 


Observe now how important is the 
‘péle of common sense, thus defined, 
in the life of man. Se ee 
ness man and his “hunch’’: 


If such processes had to he 
treated by formal reasoning his 
Progress would be slow ‘and la- 
borious. Vast amounts of data and 
highly involved arguments would 
‘be required. Any one who knows 
business men will admit grounds 
for doubting whether they are ca- 
pable of 
ments. Usually the business man

shows an instinctive dislike for a 
reasoned argument. 
There is the politician: 

Our fellow-men are far more 
complicated than test-tubes. Nev- 
ertheless, administrators, states- 
men and men of business often de- 
cide about them with great rapid- 
ity and in the absence of sufficient 
data for the employment of formal 
reason. 


There is the bearer of the white 
man’s burden: 

The reasoned views on any point 
in the government of a crown col- 
ony, for example, are put before. 
him together with the comments of 
the permanent officials of the of- 
fice. If he is a normal individual 
it is almost imposible for him to 
reason adequately on the subject. 
He is therefore obliged ‘to employ 
his subconscious judgment. 

There are juries: 

The members of the jury came 
at once to a unanimous conclusion 
that the prisoner was guilty. They 
did so relying on common sense 
and not on any attempt at ade- 
quate reasoning. On the second 

of my serving on a jury, 
profiting by my previous experi- 
ence, and being then aware of the 
value of forgetting, I made no 
effort to remember the evidence 
and found no more difficulty than 
did the other jurymen in forming 
an opinion. % 
There is the journalist, who no- 
toriously writes ever so much faster 





than the scholar or the expert. Why? 
Because the expert is troubled by 
too many facts present to the con- 
sciousness, whereas the newspaper 
map is not so bothered: 


His conscious reason has little 
or no occasion to hesitate between 
alternatives. If this explanation 
is correct, one would expect that 
much practice in exercise in for- 
mal reasoning, though useful to 
the scholar and to the expert, 
might be detrimental to the jour- . 
nalist. 


. 


T this point one begins to 
‘cherish suspicions. Is Mr. 
Hankin possibly spodfing? Is 

his insistence on the close depen- 
dence of common sense on the 
absence of reason a way of sug- 
gesting how rarely reason func- 
tions in the affairs of mankind? 
Coming back to the business man, 
there is the story—and incidentally 
the book is saturated with story, 
case and illustration—of the British 
boot manufacturer who found his 
South African trade rapidly going 
over to the Germans. He went to 
South. Africa, visited the retail deal- 
ers, and learned what his own rep- 
resentative had told him in letters 
home. The German boots were in- 
ferior to the British, but they sup- 
plied a little detail in style which 
the British manufacturer had refused 
to concede. He went back to Eng- 
land, made the necessary change, 
and won back his trade. This, says 
Mr. Hankin, seems a very expensive 





way of doing business, sending out 
a representative to South Africa and 
refusing to be guided by his report. 
But he understands how it happened: 
e representative, in writing 
home to his firm, necessarily used 
logical reasoning. The partners of 
the firm were accustomed to com- 
mon sense and could not appreci- 
ate such reasoning. It was un- 
familiar to them. Perhaps it re- 
minded them vaguely of the sort 
of patter used by promoters of 
wildcat schemes who attempt to, 
support by reason what is not 
amenable to common sense. 


Here one suspects satire of British 
business methods and British com- 
mon sense; especially when taken in 
conjunction with another phase of 
German business methods. Having 
shown that German business men 
during the war were lacking in in- 
itiative and adaptability, the author

N this manner we come to educa- 

tion. Since common sense is the 

product of subconscious activity 
and is hampered by conscious knowl- 
edge and formal reasoning, it fol- 
lows that the education which best 
Prepares one for life must stress the 
art of forgetting.

This loads 
up the conscious mind with data 
that are inimical to the exercise of 
that common sense which operates 
so effectively as we have seen, 
among men of business, jurymen,’ 
statesmen, colonial administrators 
and journalists.. Mr. Lioyd. George 
is credited with an instinctive power 
for seizing on the crucial point in 
any matter brought to his attention. 
But— 

The implication that his mind 
works by recognizing the impor- 
tant points and overlooking those 
that are unimportant is no doubt 
wrong. What happens is that all 
the different points are dealt with, 
not by his consciousness, but by 
his subsconec'-ns mind. 


Is this being kind to Lloyd George? 
One wonders. It is not being kind 
to the classical education to insist 
that its subject matter and methods 
‘are-properly dull and that its aim 
should be to make the pupil ‘‘do 
with energy what he dors not do 
with interest; if it were interesting 
it would stick too long in conscious- 
ness." Mr. Hankin wants us to 
take seriously the case of the Mar- 
waris of India, who are the premier 
business men of that country by 
virtue of an extraordinary intuition 
and common sense developed largely 
through the study of multiplication 
tables like the following: ‘‘Four and 
a half times one and a half are six 
and three quarters; four and a half

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WARRIORS IN UNDRESS. By F.

ROM the dcdication, “To a 
‘Polished Female Friend,’"’ to 
the final dictum that “‘demo- 
crats * * * are not as a rule 
bald._ Often, indeed, they are 

horridly hirsute,’’ there is hardly a 
page or a line of “Warriors in Un- 
dress’’ which is not supremely quot- 
able. Lightened with a rollicking and 
occasionally indelicate humor (al- 
ways couched in a discreetly allusive 
manner where the principle of max- 
ima reverentia is invclved), informed 
with a genial, scholarly wisdom 
which is best described as mellow, 
his book of essays avoids the smell 
of the pedant’s lamp and the woolly 
fluff of the industrious bookworm. 
For the librarians of the British War 
Office has here set himeeif the con- 
genial task of sketching a few in- 
formal portraits of some eighteenth 
and nineteenth century Generals, 
with a witty and remorseless eye to 
their frailty for wine and women and 
a high-hearted sense of the ridicu- 
lous. These soldiers in shirtsleeves 
range from Wellington to Lord Rag- 
lan, from the Baron von Steuben to 
Garibaldi, and have produced a se- 
ries of humorous footnotes to mili- 
tary history which are not only hilar- 
tous, colloquial and urbane, but val- 
uable contributions to history itself. 
Mr. Hudileston has taken a firm and 
final stand on the humanity of his 
characters.. However the principles 
of tactics may change, ‘’a court-mar- 
tial may be able to control an army 
of soldiers, but it cannot control the 
beatings of a woman’s heart,” nor— 
apparently—of a General's.

Of Mr. Hudleston’s subjects, prob- 
ably Frederick Augustus, Duke of 
York and Albany, “The Soldier’s 
Friend,” provides the most. just 
blend of character and achievement. 
The portraits of Garibaldi and Wel- 
lington do not merely undress the 
fiery professional patriot and the 
haughty aristocrat whom George IV, 
in a moment of inspired mockery, 
dubbed “King Arthur’; they skin 
them alive. From the viewpoint of 
sheer humor, his account of the Cri- 
mean War is probably the most en- 
chanting essay which has been writ- 
ten on this subject. His later chap- 
ters, on Baron von Steuben, soldiers 
of fortune, the ‘‘Compleat General,’’ 
military maxims, the library of the 
War Office, and “What they fought 
each other for,” are crammed with 
gossip and allusion, sparkle with 
humor, but lack some of the bril- 
liant cohesion of the first four es- 
says. 





Wellington's snobbery and ingrati- 
tude are displayed in all their ghast- 
ly nudity. His generalship is con- 
ceded, but on the persona! side his 
relations ‘to his brother-officers and 
subordinates reveal him as a cold- 
blooded careerist, whose ‘“‘giowing 
episodes’’ with such ladies as Lady 
Frances Webster,, Mrs. Arbuthnot 
and the fiery Miss Jenkins serve only 
to throw his callous selfishness into 
relief.

At 
an early age, George III, as Elector 
of Hanover, named him Bishop of 
Osnaburg, which induced a wag to 
dedicate a volume of essays ‘‘to the 
Right Reverend Father in God, of 3 
yéars old, His Royal Highness Prince 
Frederick.’" On his marriage to 
Frederica Charlotte Ulrica Cather- 
ine, Princess Royal of Russia, it was 
remarked by a cynic that it was ‘‘a 
good match for the daughter of Mul- 
ler the musician.’’ The Duke's mili- 
tary career began with the ill-fated 
Holland expedition of 1794. He was

Miss Walton in ‘‘Dawn Boy,’’ con- 
fining herself to material drawn 
from the Navajo and Blackfoot 
tribes, has achieved the unity of 
effect due to one interpreter work- 
ing within a narrow compass; for 
her poems are not translations but 
interpretations—not a contribution 
to anthropology, but to English 
verse. ‘‘American Indian Love Lyr- 
ies," on the other hand, contains 
what we may term the raw material 
with which contemporary writers 
desirous of elaborating upon or 
otherwise utilizing Indian themes 

. “Dawn Boy’’ is an ex- 
ample of such utilization; though 
Miss Walton’s familiarity with the 
tribes of which she treats has en- 
abled her to make her own selections 
from the Indian originals. 

This does not mean, of course, that 
there is not much poetry, in every 
sense of the word, in the volume of 
translations. It would be hard for 
@ working-over to improve on the 
passionate simplicity of the Papago 
Love Song, for instance:

‘“‘When he [General Simpson] 
telegraphed that he must wait to 
know the intentions and plans of 
the Russians, the Queen was 
tempted to advise a reference to St. 
Petersburg for them!'’ This is one 
of the quaintest and most Humor- 
ous comments to be found in mili- 
tary history. 

In similar vein Mr. Hudleston dis- 
poses of Garibaldi’s intervention in 
the Franco-Prussian War with an 
army of 50,000 voluntéers of the 
Universal Republic (for whom he 
drew the pay and rations of 70,000, 
and whom he ordered to take to the 
woods if the Prussians turned up in 
force). The battle cry of this army 
was: ‘‘We eat well, we drink well, 
France pays well, and everything's 
all right.” Their favorite chant 


To which Garibaldi would reply— 
like a prima donna taking a curtain 
call—with the irrelevant § salute: 
“Hail, my children! Hurrah for the 
Universal Republic! To hell with 
the Pope!"* Possibly no incident in 
military warfare quite compares with

Captain Felix Riesenberg's Threescore Vignettes Are Salty and 
Human Pictures of Sea Life 


VIGNETTES OF THE SEA. By

HE name of Captain Felix 

Riesenberg is well known 
: along the Manhattan water- 

front. Amd it is well known 

in many ports of both the 
New and Old World; for Captain 
Riesenberg, as commanding officer 
of the nautical schoolship New- 
port has taken his trim vessel and 
into more har- 
bors than it would do to stop to 
enumerate. Nor is it only in these 
‘physical harbors, ports to be picked 
out on the charts and found named 
in the geographies, that he is known. 
There are other harbors—harbors of 
the mind, where memory and imagi- 
mation combine to build up the 
scene, though one may stray not a 
yard’s length from one's fireside— 
and there his name is known also. 
For Captain Riesenberg in his spare 
moments is an author in his modest 
way (we fail to see why he should 
be so modest about it), and his books 
will be found adorning the shelves 
.of many a man who has never been 
within sight of salt water. And 
now there is one more to add to the 
list: ‘‘Vignettes of the Sea,’’ a gen- 
erous volume of more than 300 
pages and well over threescore 
titles. Moreover, the book is fre- 
quently adorned with wood-cuts of 
fascinating variety done by W. 
Fletcher White. There is also a 
frontispiece, the -clipper-ship Alba- 
tross, bearing down on the reader 
under bellying sails, a reproduction 
of the painting by Charles R. Pat- 
terson. Christopher Morley, who, 
like the present . writer, is one 
.of our land-going sailors, contributes 
the introduction. 

Captain Riesenberg made an excel- 
lent selection in his title, for his sev- 
eral sketches are vignettes, with all 
that the word implies and d d 
The author has not attempted in 
these pages the vast sweeping con- 
tours of the sea; he does not seek 
to reproduce the majesty and the 
awfulness of storms, or to lure one 
with the mystery of the deeps. Not 
that these are not, in varying de- 
gree, made apparent to the reader, 
but it is by indirection rather than 
by direct portraiture. They are ad- 
umbrated as a background, felt but 
mot ocularly perceived. Instead, 
Captain Riesenberg has selected here 
and there, now at sea and now 
ashore, the momentary incident, the 
half-negiected phase of sea-going 
and with quick strokes and great 
economy whipped off sketches more 
than one of which will be memorable.

And 
if the American author does not fol- 
low his English predecessor in ren- 
dering for us the stories which have 
had their beginning or their ending— 
perhaps both their beginning and 
their ending—on those pavements, it 
is not because ,he has not perceivec 
that the stories are there. But let us 
quote Captain Riesenherg. 


Sands Street {he writes] where 
the sands of time run late at night 
in a trickle .of glittering promise, 
where jack tar sailormen in wide- 
bottomed pants have long stamped 
cityward, bound on liberty, from

century Professor Glenn W. | 

Herrick of Cornell University | 
has been engaged in an. intensive 
study of the habits of injurious in- 
sects.and of the means of controlling 
them. During that period he has 
seen the science of economic ento- 
mology make phenomenal strides 
through the researches of individual 
workers in all parts of the country 
and through the support given it by 
Federal and State agencies. Inven- 
tion has aided in the perfection of 
spraying machines and power dus- 
ters and effective mixtures for the 
destruction of insect pests have been 
placed within the reach of every 
agriculturist. 








This volume covers the whole ter- 
ritory of the United States. The in- 
sects injurious to fruits, vegetables, 
poultry, grain, greenhouse plants 


|and to the houseliold are first de- 


scribed for purposes of identification. 
Then follow paragraphs for each 
species of insect on the injury it 
does, the length of time it is active 
and measures for its control and de- 
struction. Abundant photographs 
and line-cuts aid the process of iden- 
tification. There are some one hun- 
dred maps for the distribution of the 
insects for which the know data are 
fairly clear and reliable; these indi- 
cate the areas where the pests may 
become active at any time.

Cameron Rogers Writes a se 
Biography in the New 
Fictional Manner

T: is the purpose of Cameron Rog- 
ers to humanize Walt Whitman 
in “The Magnificent Idler’’ 
and to a degree he does s0, 
drawing a portrait in the ‘‘new’’ 
biographical manner that, at least, 
gives a vivid picture of the objec- 
tive man, and, so far as the early 
years go, a fairly deep one. The 


and dubieties that perplex the ‘Whit- 
man student. The life of the boy on 
Long Island, of the young journal- 
ist in the small towns, the school 
teacher and the newspaper man of 
Brooklyn and New York may have 
its blank spots, but the major urges 
are plain enough. Upon these Cam- 
eron Rogers builds with some narra- 
tive skill and a sympathetic appre- 
hension that is warranted by the 
facts. It is the time that follows, 
the mysterious months in New Or- 
leans and the evolution of Walt into 
the man who created ‘Leaves of 
Grass’’ that is not so plain, not so 
easily read and which requires the 
comprehension of a keenly analytic 
mind. Mr. Rogers does not quite 
come up to scratch here. He is 
pleasing, but tentative, and al- 
though his facts are accurate 
enough, it is to be wondered if the 
real Walt has been captured. Per- 
haps Mr. Rogers’s sympathetic in- 
terest causes him to accept things 
too tacitly at their face value and, 
perhaps again, the countless studies 
of Whitman have muddled the read- 
er so that he cannot accept without 
question a simplified portrayal. 

The New Orleans sojourn v‘“ll 
probably always remain a mystery, 
as will Whitman's surprising and 
unsustained assertion that he was 
the father of six ¢ en. It is 
quite possible that Walt did go to 
New Orleans and involve himself in 
a passionate love affair with a beau- 
tiful Creole belle, but if 1s aiso equal- 
ly that Walt, manifestly 
fond of “tall talk’’ at times, let his 


imagination run away with him. 
The problem will never be made 
clear now that the years must have 
erased any proof that existed. Piec- 
ing together a few disjointed lines 
out of ‘‘Leaves of Grass’’ and com- 
bining them with a few vague ut- 
terances on Walt’s part does not 
constitute evidence. There is, of 
course, a valid reason for Whitman 
disciples to wish to believe that Walt 
was once a father, that he was 
shaken by a great love affair with 
& woman, and that the latter part of 
his life was devoted to an assiduous 
concealment of it. But, somehow, it 
does not ring just right. Mr. Rogers 
has taken the few scattered utter- 


ances that exist and welded them. 


into a charming and romantic pic- 
ture, but it must be taken as a bit 
of romance, after all. Indeed, there 
is a deal of Walt that must be taken 
as sheer romance, for, while his 
great genius is , it is 
also evident that he liked to ‘‘act’’

Beauty and Strength in a Tale of the Pyrenees 


WILD HEART. By Isabelle Sandy. 
Translated from the French by 





ECAUSE of its departure from 
familiar standards, “Wild 
Heart,’’ translated from the 
French of Isabelle , au- 
thor of ‘‘Andora,”’ is likely 
not to be clearly appreciated. First 
of all let there be mention of what 
‘‘Wild Heart” is not. It is ndt a 
novel of sex, although it is a novel 
of love. It is not a narrative based 
on the war. It is not a story with 
any great amount of action. And it 
is not a vast canvas; on the con- 
trary, the scene is localized to as 
smali a point, speaking geographi- 
cally, as may be imagined. The lo- 
ecale is a mountain hamlet on the 
border between France and Spain. 
The village is itself in Spain, but 
there is a neutral stretch of-road- 
way, the result of an ancient treaty; 
and the neutrality of this bit of 
highway plays an important part in 
the tale. The inhabitants, of course 
Catholic, are intensely ; and 
they are ridden by peasant supersti- 
tion as by a nightmare. Not prom- 
ising material this, for a novelist, 
negating, as it does at the outset, 
almost all with which fiction has 
concerned itself of late years. For 
precisely that reason stress has been 
laid on the necessity of a new ap- 
proach if the very great beauty of 
this simple taJe is to become clear. 
And, indeed, it is a simple tale— 
simple to the point of naiveté.

Walt knew a lot of them), the visit 
to New England, and the last me}- 
low seasons starred with the friend- 
ship of Anne Gilchrist, of Harned, 
of Traubel, of Bucke. Curiously 
enough through all these biographical 
data, which are, on the whole, so ju- 
diciously put together that they may 
form a beguiling tale, there is but 
little reliance on ‘‘Leaves of Grass’’ 
itself as a spring from which to 
draw up the innate character of 
Walt. Mr. Rogers probably conceives 
that a biography deals with facts, 
but biography today is the picture 
of a soul as well as the outer ves- 
ture of a man and, therefore, there 
is not enough insistence on Walt’s 
mind, the color. of it, its reactions 
to life and life's responding reac- 
tions. The growth of this mind is 
thown in some detail throughout the 
first half of ‘The M»gnificent 
Idler,’’ but during the latter portion 
of the book the reader has the sus- 
picion of being hurried through a 
series of objective movements, 
whereas the real ‘‘stuff” of Walt 
Whitman lies beneath the surface. 
This personality should continually 
seep into the outward actions. 

It is in that part of the book con- 
cerned with the creation of the first 
**Leaves of Grass’’ that Mr. Rogers 
tries his hardest to get under the 
surface. There we see Walt sitting 
up night after night and day after 
day scribbling in his notebooks, 
striving to put those leviathans of 
unconservative thought into a form 
fit for them and failing, but getting 
nearer the goal all the time. Six 
times does Walt write this script 
over, flinging the first five away, 
and with the sixth he finds that 
unusual and personal utterance that 
we today associate with Whitman. 
**Leaves of Grass’’ is born and with 
it is born a new voice in American 
letters. a voice that is, perhaps, the 
primal autochthonous voice of .\mcr- 
ica speaking, an America of mush- 
room cities, wide prairies, forests, 
virile men and unending expanses. 
It is through this portion of the 
book that Mr. Rogers draws upon 
his imagination; and as an example 
of his work at its best a portion of 
this section may be quoted: 


He completed the first text of his 
book and departed with it to Orient 
Point on the northeastern shore of 
Long Island to read it in ita en- 
tirety.

An _ erratic 
housewife, married far too young to 
an uninteresting and unambitious 
man whom she loves through a sense 
of proprietorship, capriciously affec- 
tionate to her two small children, 
there is a saving something in Mol- 
lie’s spiritual make-up, either 
shrewdness, coldness or plain com- 
mon sense that saves her from the 
commoner catastrophies of life. She 
is the sort of woman whom men love 
devotedly without ever getting very 
much love in return, yet who pay 
their debt in dividends of domestic 
peace and material well-being, that, 
at the end of a long life, are per- 
ceived to be no bad ‘exchange. Left 
alone by her husband for months to- 
gether, and besieged anew by the 
lover who had really won her heart 
in girlhood, during a period when his 
absence has all the appearance of de- 
sertion, Mollie fights and wins her 
battle with no help save from her 
native integrity.

RELIGION AND THE TOWN 

ONE TREE. By A. M. Allen. 418 
Pp. Boston: Little, Brown 4 
Co. $2.50. 


OMING at this psychological 
moment, when religion is not 
the least of our preoccupations, 

Miss A. Allen’s book, *‘One 
Tree,” is both timely and telling. 
For it is primarily an admirably de- 
tached study of the creative force of 
Nonconformist religion in the com- 
munity life on an insignificant con- 
gregation in a small industrial town 
in the North of England. At first 
glance these people seem as remote 
in their spiritual and ‘intellectual 
orientation as they do in their in- 
dustrial conditions. 

The story is laid in a Lancashire of 
forty years ago, when many of these 
remote mill towns were in the period 
of transition from primitive into fully 

industrial Against 


organized centres. 

this gestating background Miss Allen 
has created One Tree Tabernacle and 
its people, who are a mixed group of 
the old and the new. In the Valley 
of Blackdip the mills are multiplying 
and eating apace into the greenery of 
their hills and the hardihood of their 
bodies. On the hilitap they -have 





built their house of dreams, and from 





this shrine of the spirit, this escape 
from the ugliness of the realities of 
the valley into the beauty of their 
aspiration~, all the ramifications of 
their lives lead. 

To the self-satisfied materialism of 
the present day, when industrialism 
is a fait accompli, when the spiritual 
cravings of the people have been 
sublimated in movies, comic strips 
and jazz, these people, on a superfi- 
cial acquaintance, will seem remote, 
unreal and altogether dull. But their 
problem, defined by their particular 
circumstances, is at bottom. the uni- 
versal problem of al] our kind—the 
escape from a brutal and non-moral 
universe into a world where our idea 
of an absolute reality is valid 

It is this envisaging of her mate- 
rial, this sure handling of her human 
values, that makes Miss Allen’s story 
a genuine contribution to the study 
of religion in the life of 4 community. 
Not for a moment is she occupied 
with controversial questions of belief, 
never does she condescend to a dis- 
cussion of the theology of the chapel 
or betray the slightest contempt for 
these people. She is neither their 
champion nor their judge, but.their 
expositor. With the craftsman’s rec- 
ognition of the limitations of his me- 
dium, she joins the real artist’s de- 
tachment. A rare insight into the 
secret of religion has taught her that 
religion is.a way of life, something 
infinitely more subtle and precious 
than its & posteriori intellectual for- 
mulations. Without Buddha, Con- 
fucius and Christ there would have 
been no St. Paul, no Origen and no 
theol " 

Only after she has blocked in her 
canvas, laid on her background and 
defined her composition does she 
begin to unfold the poignant tale of 
Mrs. Lizzie Ingram’s undoing by a 
philandering ‘‘missioner."”

rummaging among his papers after 





an old cupboard reserved for lum- 
ber, a ib of tebooks and 
manuscripts containing some half 
dozen collections ‘of sonnets and 
lyrics. She has now published a 
selection from them under the title 
“The Miracle of Love and Other 
Poems."* If one reflects upon the 
qualities of Clutton-Brock's prose, 
the wonder surely would have been 
if he-had not attempted to cast some 
of his meditations into poetic form. 
These poems are not likely to give 
him a place among the masters, but 
their quiet beauty, their serene 
melodiousness and their rounded ease 
and grace have already won for them 
high commendation. A _ series of 
thirty-three sonnets on the Shake- 
spearian model has particularly been 
hailed as a rare and striking literary 
achievement.

E had not to wait until Mau- 
rice Hewlett was gone in 
order to learn that he culti- 

vated the Muse in verse as well as 
in’ prose. There are, indeed, those 
who believe that ‘‘The Song of the 
Plow” will live when “The Forest 
Lovers"' is forgotten. But the re- 
cent publication of his ‘‘Letters” 
has made it known for the first time 
that his heart was always in his 
poetry rather than in his fiction. 
**I shall never be a poet," he wrote 
in 1908, ‘‘though I have never 
wanted to be anything else.” ‘I 
can't to this day,"’ he added, ‘‘write 
a novel, or anything at all, unless I 
conceive it and try to execute it as 
a poet would his poem.”” In another 
letter of the same date he said that 
poetry had beén from his childhood 
up a thing so extraordinarily solemn 
and sacred that he had always been 
diffident as to his having any power 
over it or because of it. He did 
not turn seriously to verse writing 
until he found that the fickle puoiic 
had ceased to welcome his work as 
a novelist. pore 

There is something pathetic and 
even tragic in the revelation made 
by this volume of the financial diffi- 
culties. with which Hewlett was 
faced in his later days by the decline 
jin the popularity of his romances.

VOLUME of Sainte-Beuve's 
**Notebooks’’ was published 

as early as 1876, by- his suc- 
retary, Jules Troubat, seven 

years after the death of the 
celebrated critic. And that was all. 
But now M. Victor Giraud has put 
out these relics in another volume. 
which he has called ‘‘My Poisons.’ 

e expression originated with 
Sainte-Beuve himself, although he 
would not have used it as a title; 
but there is no doubt that he desired 
the posthumous publication of these 
private notations, which he himself 
used in the writing of his articles— 
with m tions. ‘‘In the paint- 
ing of a number of my portraits of 
certain ** he wrote, ‘‘the poison 
contained in these notebooks became 
color through slight dilution.’’ 

Here we have these toxic sub- 
stances in the pure state. Enter- 
taining, because full of most caustic 
wit. But this wit is not to be 
praised, for it springs from malice 
and injustice. Fortunately we know 
the reasons for. this—we have the 
antidote. 

A survey of his work as a whole 
brings one to the seemingly self-evi- 
dent conclusion that Sainte-Beuve 
was primarily a critic. He made his 
début with a book on ‘‘French 
Poetry in the Sixteenth Century’’; 
then came five volumes of ‘‘Con- 
temporary Portraits.’’ three of ‘‘Lit- 
erary Portraits,’’ one of ‘‘Portraite 
of Women,"’ three of ‘‘First Mon- 
days,”’ fifteen of ‘‘Monday Chats,"’ 
thirteen of ‘‘New Mondays,"’ one on 
Virgil, one on Proudhon, two oo 
“Chateaubriand and His Literary 
Group,’’ and seven on Port Royal 
This is undeniable; but it. is also true 
that at the beginning of his career 
he published three volumes of 
poetry (now collected in one thick 
volume): ‘‘Joseph Delorme” (1829), 
**Consolations’’ 


there were ‘‘The Book of Love’’ (out 
of print, 1843) and a novel of re- 
ligious and mystic inspiration, ‘‘De- 
light’’ (1834). And those are the 
source of all the frouble.

AINTE-BEUVE wanted to be, 

and thought he was, a poet and 

revelist. In his youth he as- 
sociated much with the writers of 
the romantic school, especially with 
their leader, Victor Hugo, whom he 
met in 1827 and whose best friend 
he was for several years. We even 
know that he fell in love with Mme. 
Victor Hugo (Adé@le) and that he 
committed the grave fault of telling 
about this in his “‘Book of Love.”’ 
But from a purely literary point of 
view—whatever we may think of this 
amorous episode—it. is certain that 
Sainte-Beuve felt bitter jealousy. that 
yoon turned to actual hatred of all

wrticles, beginning, chronologically 
~peaking, with the one he devoted 
‘o the ‘‘Twilight Songs’’ of Victor 
Iugo (1835); and in his ‘‘Note- 
ooks’’ he vents his bitterness with 
rbsolutely no restraint. There he 
vortrays Victor Hugo as a Cyclops, 
1 Caliban posing as a Shakespeare, 
who is condemned after ‘‘Ruy Blas’’ 
1838), and so on. (Here I may 
-emafk that ‘‘Ruy Blas’’ still is 
xcoring triumphs at the Comédie 
Trancaise.) We learn that Lamar- 
‘ine ‘‘is only the most melodious, 
nost inspired, most sublime and 
nost charming of fools,’’ ‘‘the least 
‘rank, the most insincere of men,” 
‘a first-class charlatan,’’ and the 
‘tke; that Alfred de Musset. huris 
“perfumed filth,” such as ‘‘Three 
Steps of Rose Marbie,’’ at the public 
‘yet this famous poem is neither 
2erfumed nor filthy); that Michelet 
‘s ‘‘an ass who lacks both taste and 
talent’; that Balzac is ‘‘a dealer iny 
yecond-hand clothes,’’ the ‘‘Pigault- 
Cebrun of the Duchesses,'’ and that 
ye needed ‘‘a higher than 
this house in order to grow a few 
sparse, sickly flowers.’ Sainte- 
Beuve adds: ‘‘And now that there 
are no more flowers, and no more 
will come up, the dungheap. still 
rows and grows.’ -And much more 
in the same vein. 

- °° 

T was in the same way, though 

in more restrained terms, that 

” Sainte-Beuve judged his contem- 
poraries in. print. He belittled Vig- 
ny, Stendhal and Flaubert in similar 
fashion. One might: say that he 
failed entirely to understand the lit- 
erature of his day, or that he made 
it a point not to understand it. For 
not only is there not a word of truth. 





in what I have quoted, but Victor 


Hugo, all this notwithstanding, re- 
mains the greatest poet of France. 
the peer of Dante, Shakespeare and 
Goethe. Lamartine, Musset and 
Vigny are also great poets. Balzac, 
Stendhal and Flaubert are great nov- 
elists, and though Balzac occasionally 
is quite daring, his work has not the 
faintest odor of filth. However, we 
may ask ourselves‘ to what extent 
Sainte-Beuve is truthful, for we have 
proof, particularly in the “Journal 
of the Goncourts,’’ that in intimate 
conversation with friends he admired 
Hugo immensely. 

He surely was blinded by envy, but 
he had lucid intervals—from which, 
however, his readers profited but 
little. Yet I believe generally and 
without exception in the sincerity of 
his antipathies and that they are free 
of personal malice. Although, in his 
younger years, he passed for a ro- 
manticist, romanticism was contrary 
to the true, spirit of Sainte- 
Beuve, a born classicist. This is evi- 
dent in “‘Delight,’’ which is an ana- 
lytical novel and in his ‘‘Poems," 
where there is little imagination 
color or lyricism. The nature of his 
talent was actually hostile ‘to ro- 
manticism. To surmount this oppo- 
sition and to remain a fair critic, 
Sainte-Beuve would at least have 
had to content himself with the réle 
of an onlooker and could not have 
made use of his own creative activ- 
ities to the point of becoming a riva’ 
of the masters of the day. I have 
always thought that a critic should 
be a critic only, and that the opinions 
of producers about their competitors 
always are suspicious, even if they 
are pronounced in good faith. One 
cannot truly admire that which ie 
too different from what one does 
oneself. 

Sainte-Beuve gains back his ad- 
vantage and becomes the greatest 
critic of his century when he speaks 
of his dear classics and of all the 
‘authors of past ages. More than a 
critic, properly speaking, he is a lit- 
erary historian. And his great work 
on Port Royal is a masterpiece of its 
kind. Pau. Soupar.

As for the love story 
of Michael and Adrienne, the girl 
appears in person only at the very 
beginning of the book and at the 
very end. Yet whatever she loses in 
flesh-and-blood reality, she gains in 
romantic interest. She becomes in 
Michael’s mind something like the 
object of a knight’s romantic passion 
in the days of chivalry; and her 
death, is a consummation of that 
same romantic ideal. This undercur- 
rent of pathetic romance and beauty 
is a good contrast to the _ realistic 
disenchantments of war and revolu- 
tion which make up the greater part 
of the book. Miss Gilbreath’s style 
is capable of the same contrast. It 
still needs a little pruning in its 
profuse growth of images and adjec- 
tives, but it is often enough com- 
pact of beauty to be forgiven its ex- 
uberances. The promising author 
of “‘If Today Have No Tomorrow” 
should go far. 


CONSCIENTIOUS OBJECTORS 


MIRANDA MASTERS. By John 
270 pp. New York: Al- 


ITH “Miranda Masters’’ Mr. 

John Cournos would seem to 

be the first author who has 
attempted to make fictional capital 
out of the conscientious objector, or, 
as America phrased it, the draft 
dodger. The ‘‘conchy,”’ as he was 
familiarly and irreverently termed 
in England, was a rather sorry fig- 
ure. It was his lot to reflect credit 
neither upon his own order nor upon 
the men who tried to deal with the 
problem he presented in the trouble- 
some days that followed Aug. 30, 
1914.. Of his motives, it is safest to 
say that, like everything human, 
they were mixed, and, like every- 
thing unpopular, under suspicion. 
That they proceeded from a real ob- 
jection to any other bloodshed than 
his own was a theory the authorities 
were never ready to take. He might 
have been given a martyr’s treatment 
and held up to execration. Instead, 
the powers that be preferred to make 
a@ scarecrow of him and hold him up 
to caricature. Swollen nobodies who 
sat on ‘Territorial Tribunals’’ (Mr. 
Cournos does not exaggerate this 
phase in the least) loved to try and 
entangle him in a web of questions 
that left the onus on him of admit- 
ting himself either a dodger and liar 
or a poltroon destitute of the slight- 
est spark of manliness. Today, in 
the general post-war dissatisfaction, 
a sort of rehabilitation has over- 
taken him. He is recognized as not 
very much less patriotic than many 
young males of cannonable age who 
strutted.the purlieus of Pall Mall 
throughout the war in brass buttons 
that no lyddite would ever dim and 


4 khaki that no barbed wire would ever 
tear. 


A novel that would make the 
“conchy’’ a pathetic and not altd- 
gether unsympathetic figure is con- 
ceivable. Mr. Cournos has preferred 
so to deal with him and his kind that 
a backwash of the wartime odium 
rises as one reads on.

ROTHERLY love is giving way 
to progress even in Philadel- 
phia, which the author of this 
handbook calls the most American 
of all cities in the country.

made me feel there was a God.

‘it. I felt it."” Peary was an odd and 
silent youngster, given to much 
thinking, Living by the sea, he 
must have known the romantic in- 
fluence of it early. The streets of 
Longfellow's ‘‘beautiful town that is 
seated by the sea’’ he was familiar 
with, and no doubt he held in mem- 
ory as the years passed over his 
head “the black wharves and. the 
ships, and the sea-tides. tossing 
free.’ As a youth he went on long 
hikes in the hills to hunt and fish. 
At other times he cruised among 
the islands of Casco Bay. He set his 
heart upon outer Eagle Island, on 
whose ramparts the surges of the 
Atlantic never cease to beat. It was 
characteristic of Peary to say while 
still a boy: “Some day that island 
shal} be mine.’’

i true. It was his Summer home for 


many years. At the Portland High 
School he excelled in mathematics. 
In scholastic work he stood second 
on graduating day. Four years were 
spent at Bowdoin, taking civil en- 
gineering and the natural aciences. 
In athletic sports Peary was promi- 
nent. Leaving college he settled in 
Fryeburg on the Saco River, where 
Daniel Webster taught school, and 
there he tried county surveying. “I 
was more lonely at this time of my 
life,’ Peary said afterward, “than 
in any other days I ever lived 
through.” He found Fryeburg so 
dull that he was giad to accept a job 
in the Coast and Geodetic Survey in 
Washington that paid $10 a week. 
About this time he wrote to his 
mother, who was still living in 
South Portland: ‘‘I shall not be sat- 
isfied that I haye done my best un- 
til my name is known from one end 
of the world to the other.”’ 

Peary got into the navy by pass- 
ing an examination that was adver- 
tised in the newspapers. ‘‘I had 
always had a feeling for the navy,"’ 
he said when notified of his ap- 
pointment to the Corps of Civil En- 
gineers. To prepare for the exami- 
nation he had rented a small room 
for ten days and slaved over books 
and instruments.. There.were 200 
candidates. Peary was among the 
few survivors. He won his first 
service distinction on a contract for 
@ naval pier at Key West, taking 
the place of a man who had made 
a botch of the work. All through 
Peary’s career as a naval engineer, 
before he turned explorer, it will be 
found that he was energetic, con- 
scientious and thorough. His critics 
have always admitted that.

A plan to cross Greenland fell 
through because Nansen did it first. 
Nevertheless, in midwinter 1890-91, 
when Peary’s bank account showed 
@ balance of $8, he proposed to Sec- 
retary Benjamin F. Tracy a ‘‘proj- 
ect for reaching the northern ter- 
minus of Greenland via the Inland 
Ice:'" Peary was backed by scien- 
tific societies, dnd his application for 
eighteen months’ leave was ap- 
proved. Then began that series of 
explorations that in 1909 ended with 
the conquest of the Pole. Mrs, 
Peary sometimes went with him, 
and on one of the expeditions 
the snow daughter was. born. 
‘*Without the Eskimos Peary would 
never have reached the Pole,”” says 
Commander Green. made 
them his own by kindness mingled 
with firmness and by manhood that 
always impressed them, He learned 
to dress like the Eskimos, to -live 
off the country, to build snow igloos, 
to handle dogs and to drive sledges. 
r Green brings out the 
indomitable spirit of the man in 
failure and disaster. Such defiances 
as this were sometimes on Peary's 
lips: ‘‘The fates~and all hell are 
against me, but I'll conquer yet.’’ 
This to his wife when things looked 
blackest. If one method of approach 
to the Pole failed him, he tried an- 
other. The Government generously 
gave him leaves of absence, but 
sometimes he had to use ‘‘influence,’’ 
as when Charlies A. Moore of New 
York induced President McKinley to 
intervene in Peary’s favor. But the 
raising of money for the expeditions 
tried his soul. The Eskimos were 
right about him: “Peary never was 
tired.” His persistence wrung money 
even from the indifferent. That 
splendid organization the Peary 
Arctic Club was an inspiration. It did 
yeoman work for him. The author

was built in 1904 with the contribu- 
tions of admirers who had faith in 
him. “Peary’s story now speeds up,”* 
says’ Commander Green, although 
Peary was ‘‘forty-nine and a failure."’ 
Peary finally succeeded because he 
had reduced sledging to a. science, 
broken his expeditions up into small 
parties, rationed his men right, prac- 
ticed trail-breaking,’ was quick to 
learn from experience, and won the 
Eskimos by studying their welfare 
and using them intelligently. But he 
was always faithfully served by Cap- 
tain Robert Bartlett, Donald Mac- 
Millan, Matthew Henson and other 
able and courageous men of his crew.

BIG-HEARTED WESTERNERS 

WEST OF DODGE. By George W. 
Ogden. 305 pp. New York: Dodd, 
Mead & Co. $2. 


I “West of Dodge” Gearae We. 
Ogden writes of an out of doors 
that is distinctively American 
and of people who could not possibly 
flourish on any other soi! than that 
of the Western section of the United 
States. Its men are quick on the 
trigger, big-hearted, chivalrous in a 
rough, awkward way, and yet sin- 
gularly obtuse when it comes to 
fathoming the intricate workings of 
the feminine mind. The book has a 
breezy wholesomeness that holds the 
interest, even though the narrative 
is rather thin in spots. In this type 
of story rapid-fire action is ‘an es- 
sential, and when this is absent the 
reader is apt to feel cheated be- 
cause there is not a thrill on every 


page. 

“West of Dodge’’ begins and ends 
in thoroughly™lively fashion. But 
there is a connecting hyphen of do- 
nothingness. Characters who have 
no vital relation to the plot are over- 
meticulously described, physically 
and temperamentally, which elabo- 
rate pen pictures clutter up the tale 
and halt the quick march of events. 
This is the major fault of a book 
that otherwise is a rattling good 
Piece of fiction. 

The scene is laid in Damascus, a 
small town to the west of Dodge 
City, Kan., set down, 

in a land of emptiness; bald, bleak, 
swept by never-resting winds. In 

Summer the heat mounted to torrid 

intensity ; in Winter the storm 

with d strength 
upon a land that offered 1 no shelter 
of forest or wooded brake, except 
the thin line of cottonwoods and 
willows along the meandering Ar- 
kansas and its feeble, far-spaced 
tributary streams.

T is nearly twenty-four years since 
Judge Shute wrote ‘“‘The Real 
Diary of a Real Boy,”’ based on 

his-own experiences as a boy in Ex- 
eter, N. H. Since that time he has 
published several other books deal- 
ing with the adventures of the same 
group of boys. Of these, ‘’Plupy, 
Beany and Pewt, Contracters’’ is the 
most recent. Like the first book of 
the series, and the others also if we 
are not mistaken, it is written in 
diary form. The ‘“‘Plupy’’ of the 
book is Judge Shute himself, while 
‘“‘Beany’’ and ‘‘Pewt"’ are boyhood 
friends, all real persons, as we are 
assured in the last chapter in which 
are revealed the identities of most of 
the people who appear in the stories. 
Whether these three boys really had 
all the adventures related in this and 
the other books may be douvted. Life 
would be too short for three small 
boys to get into so.many different 
kinds of mischief. But whether or 
not the stories are true, they are cer- 
tainly very amusing, and they show 
an insight into bad-boy character 
that can:only be the result of a mis- 
spent youth. 

Not that these three boys were 
really bad at heart. They meant 
well, ‘but their judgment was faulty. 
Thus, when they caught alewives, or 
“‘elwifes,’’ as Plupy calls them, and 
stored them in barrels in Plupy's 
father’s woodshed, they meant no 
harm.* They planned to sell the fish 
and make a lot of money. It was 
not their fault that they hadn't 
enough money to buy salt with 
which to preserve the alewives, and 
besides, somébody had told them 
that sea sand would do just as well, 
and they had gone to a lot of trouble 
to get that. It is true that Plupy 
did not dsk permission to store the 
fish in the woodshed, but that was 
merely: because he didn’t want to 
bother his-mother. And when the 
fish began to make themselves man- 
ifest in the way that unsalted fish 
will, how was Plupy to know where 
the odor came from? And how was 
he to know what it was that at- 
tracted the hundreds of cats that 
suddenly began to overrun the place? 
Plupy learned one thing from his ex- 
perience, however. It was this:

The spelling is Plupy’s own. He 
was not a star scholar at the school

Each contrib- 
utes an article stating his own side 
of the case and then another reply- 
ing to the arguments of his oppo- 
nent. Professor William MacDonald 
of Yale considers the subject from 
the standpoint of the historian, 
showing: how prohibition is becoming 
the chief political issue of the day. 
Imogen B. Oakley, a leader in the 
General Federation of Women's 
Clubs, writes on naturalization, dis- 
closing a scandalous state of affairs 
in the workings of the ‘‘naturaliza- 
tion mill.’”

Sir Rob- 
ert Falconer, President of the Uni- 
versity of Toronto, shows how the 
relations between and the 
United States have steadily improved 
and must continue to-do so. Stanley 
8S. Sheip warns us that America is in 
danger of becoming a treeless coun- 
try, and shows how the danger may 
be averted.

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To the Latest Discoveries—First Clues Found, Just a Century Ago, in an English Cave 


Science, with growing zeal, ise searching 
into man’s past and seeking clues to man’s 
future. Every day, almost, brings its new 
light on man of prehistoric days and its 
prophecies of how man will develop in a 
world that moves at an ever-quickening 
pace. What was man? And what will man 
be? Thesc.are the questions put acith in- 
creasing insistence. 

An attempt to answer these questions has 
been made by Sir Arthur Keith, the eminent 
British anthropologist, in two articles which 
he has written for Tus New York Timms. 
The first, which he calls “Science Looking 
Backward,” appears today; the second, to 
which he has given the title “Bcience Look- 
ing Forward,” will be published in these 
columns nert Sunday. 


By SIR ARTHUR KEITH 
N a July morning of the year 1815 
Napoleon awoke on board the Belle- 
rophon to find himself off the south 
coast ef Devon, looking out on the 
limestone headland on which the modern 
town of Torquay is now embowered. 

The freshness of the scene compelled the 
ruined Emperor's admiration: What a beau- 
tiful country! he exclaimed. In 1815 retired 
Englishmen had not come in their thousands 
to spangie the seaward face of the bluff with 
terrace and pavilion and enjoy a climate 
which nursed the flowers of Autumn into the 
lap of Spring. All that met the Emperor's 
gaze was a cluster of fishermen’s ‘cottages on 
the shore, with the gray and hoary outline 
of Tor Abbey rising above them; green eln 
trees descended from the heights until their 
leaves caught the spray of the surf. Every- 
where, grass-clad ravines cut deeply into this 
bold headland. 

When the fallen Emperor had sailed away 
to play the last act of his own drama on Bt. 
Helena this green and pleasant corner,of 
England, on which his eyes had fallen; be- 
came the stage whereon there was opéned a 
drama even more fraught with significance 
for mankind than that in which he had 
Played the central figure. For it was here, 
just a century ago, that a young Roman 
Catholic priest> the Rev. John MacEnery. 
turned the searchlight of science upon man's 
remote and buried past. His discovery. as 
we shall see, cost him his life. P 


Eventful Cave-Hunting 

The family which occupied Tor Abbey af 
the time of the Emperor’s passing visit was 
faithful to the Roman Catholic Church and 
kept its private chaplain, an office which 
came to be held by the Rev. John MacEnery. 
In 1825 Father MacEnery, being then in his 
twenty-ninth year, was enticed by a com- 
panion to visit a cave which opened on the 
side of oné of the ravines behind Torquay, 
one which was then known as Kent's Hole, 
for to enter iis dark, damp and cold re- 


cesses visitors had to scramble through a 


narrow portal on hands and knees. . 
Father MacEnery’s companion had caught 
the craze of cave hunting which began to 
spread over Europe in the third decade of 
the nineteenth century. It was supposed to 
be a perfectly innocent form of amusement, 
for was not the pioneer of the movement in 
Engtand a worthy dignitary of her Church— 
the Rev. Dean Buckland? The Dean had de- 
cided opinions regarding the fossil teeth and 
bones found deep in the floors of such caves; 
they were those of animals which belonged 
te & past creation—one which the flood swept 
away; they were antediluvian, whereas man 
was postdiluvian; it was simply impossible, 
#0 the Dean believed, to find traces of man in 
the antediluvian strata of the caves, for the 
geod reason that. man did not exist when 
they were being formed. 

No doubt Father MacEnery and his com- 
parion shared the Dean's belief; they lighted

their candies and dug in the floor of Kent's 
Hole or cavern and were rewarded by the 
discovery of fossil teeth and bones which 
roused the curiosity of the young Catholic 
priest to the highest pitch. 

Such was the fascination of his new pur- 
suit that every day of the week, save one, 
saw the young chaplain hurrying along the 
short mile which jay between Tor Abbey 
and Kent’s Hole. He quitted the light and 
sunshine of the dale to breathe in candle-—- 
light the dank and musty atmosphere of the 
cavern, so coid and piercing that it pene- 
trated to the bone. .He had to work like a 
Ravvy to reach the thing he prised, for 
mature, as if jealous of her secrets, had 
sealed down her ‘‘former crcation’’ under a 
thick stratum of dense limestone rock or 
stalagmite.

The chaplain, by deft use of pick, hammer 


and chisel, forced his way through this bar- 
rier into the thick stratum of red earth which: 
lay beneath; in the stalagmite itself he found 
fossil teeth and bones, but it was the red 
earth Leneath which yielded him his richest 


rewards. Deep in this virgin red earth, by- — 


ing side by side with the bones of prediluvian 
animais, he found, with a shock of surprise, 
stone implements bearing unmistakable 
marks of human workmanship; this obser- 
vation he confirmed again and again; the 
young priest had made a momentous discov- 
ery; he had proved the existence of man in 
antediluvian times. 


The Dean Shook His Head 


This discovery was made in 1826, exactly 
a century ago. He laid his fossil) bones 
and stone implements before Dean Buckian4, 
giving details of the circumstances under — 
which each was found. The Dean shook his 
head; if the implements were found with the 
bones of extinct animals, as Father Mac- 
Enery assured him, then it was clear, he 
declared, that some unlucky accident had 
mixed the handiwork of man with the bones 
of prediluvian beast. How the records of

Food spe- 
cialists must prepare her carefully 
selected diet, ranging from feed for 
day-old chicks to fattening for elder- 
ly hens soon to go to market, Man- 
ufacturers must prepare incubators, 
trap nésts, feed hoppers and drink- 
ing fountains. Transportation must 
be arranged for the innumerable 
eggs that must be speeded through 
to the ultimate consumer. The vast 


efficiently manufactures a finished 
product for human consumption, 
from the raw-material consymed, 
than the hen. A little Leghorn 
hen, weighing around four pounds, 
if well bred and well, managed, 
will produce in a year a product 
in the form of eggs weighing from 
twenty-five to thirty pounds. The 
egg meat comes to us wrapped in 
; @ sealed container, the contents of 
! which are untouched by the hand 
H of man. Truly, the hen is a won- 
| derful machine. 
| But though the hen gives much, 
| mugh does she demand. A person 
| with a poultry. catalogue and a ge- 
nius for figures can conjure up beau- 
tiful golden dreams. But no more 
solemn truth was ever uttered than 
the warning, ‘Don't count your 
chickens before they are hatched— 
nor for some time afterward.” 
There’s many a slip ‘twixt the chick 
and the platter. 


Woe to the Deceiver! 


There is no more exacting farm 
stock than the hen. If one plays 
the game according to her stand- 
ards, she comes through with the 
dividend, -but woe to the man who 
tries to deceive her. She takes it for 
granted that her owner will love his 
work and love hard work and in- 
sists that he have a considerable 
amount of sense, judgment, pa- 
tience, instinct and intuition. If a 
person lacks any of these qualities, 
he had better become a statesman 
or a metropolitan banker and leave 
chicken-raising to others. 

When he treats his biddies as they 
demand, great is his reward. Ac- 
cording to some whose imaginations 
are vivid, the twitter of a flock of 
500 three-day-old chicks is ‘“‘like the 
music of the spheres."' And what 
sound is sweeter than the satisfied 
clucks of a flock of contented hens! 
But unless one is willing to treat her 
Royal Highness the Hen with due 
respect, provide her with a comfort- 
able home, proper ventilation, pure 
water and balanced rations, he will 
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merely to raise chickens, and it did 
not matter greatly whether they 
where White Leghorns or Plymouth 
Rocks. The modern’ poultryman is 
a fancier. . His chickens must have 
a pedigree, and. if they cannot prove 
that their ancestors came of vener- 
able stock they are likely to visit 
the frying pan. The .poultryman is 
no longer content with Rhode Island 
Reds, but must know all about Blue 
Andalusians and Black Minorcas, or 
perhaps Mottled Houdans ene’ Silver- 
gray Dorkings.

China ‘comes next 
with about 16 per cent., with the 
other countries trailing in the rear 
The American hen frequently sits on 
china eggs. She must also pay some 
deference to the China hen, for her 
Celestial sister is responsible for 
China’s being the chief exporter of 
eggs in the world. 





National Egg Day naturally em- 

phasizes. in the popular mind the 
egomneien of the golden omet 
ithe fluffy souffié and the plebeian 
scramble. But the egg is a versatile 
little thing. It is prominent in tan- 
ning circles, is used in bookbinding, 
in finishing glazed leather, as a siz- 
ing for paper and as a fixing agent 
for pigment colors. 

Certain localities set peculiar store 
by the color of the shell of the eggx 
they buy. Boston has had its aris- 
tocratic vision colored by the bean 
and demands brown eggs. On the 
other hand, New York City is partial 
to eggs with white shells and is 
willing to pay more for them. 


When one comes to statistics, no 
Picture is complete without the side- 
by-side story. and so it may as well 
be admitted that if one put all the 
eggs produced by the American 
biddy in a year in one huge market 
basket and then proceeded to lay 
them out end to end—well, they 
wouldn't stay that way long—but 
supposing they did, they would 
reach more than 260 times the dis- 
tance from New York to San Fran- 
cisco. By the time the weary statis- 
ticlan reached Pittsburgh the ever- 
faithful American hen would have 
produced enough additional eggs to 
breakfast the nation. 

The fact that 99 per cent. of all 
eggs produced in the United States 
are the yield of the hen makes her 
an all-important personage, but 
from certain other standpoints her 
feathered sisters of the poultry 
world deserve mention. 

For the same reason that chickens 
are becoming increasingly popular, 
turkeys, ducks and geese are becom- 
ing rarer. Chickens require only a 
limited: area for their range, while 
the wilder fowl need enough terri- 
tory to persuade themselves thu? 
they are getting back to nature. 
As land has become more valuable. 
the turkey has begun to go the wa} 
of the dodo.

Mansion—Objects of Historic Interest Are Not to Be Disturbed—Some Are Without Merit

RUE it is that the time-hon-| 
ored White House furnishings | 
are in for a censoring at the 
hands of an impressive com- 

mittee of authorities in good form, 
but the interior decorators are not 
yet mobilizing on the spring-green 
lawns around the Executive Man- 
sion, nor are vans hauling away any 
of the accumulated ‘‘treasures”’ that 
are thought to have made the offi- 
cial home of our Presidents a veri- 
table museum of the styles in house- 
hold art of the last century and a 
quarter. The censoring is going for- 
ward, but in an appropriately dis- 
creet manner. The traditions and 
the sentiment that cling around the 
house are to be respected. 

Nothing that happens in the old 
Colonial mansion beside Pennsyl- 
vania Avepue escapes the attention 
of Americans. Here have lived all 
of the Presidents of the United 
States save one. Here Grover Cleve- 
land married Frances Folsom. Here 
on Easter Monday the children of 
the capital gather to roll eggs on 
“America’s back yard.” Within is 
the famous East Room, the ‘‘na- 
tion’s parlor.” 


No Sudden Changes 


When it was rumored recently that 
Colonial furniture might soon be 
added to the White House, many a 
citizen conjured up a revolutionary 
picture. The home of the President 
was to be transformed magically ov- 
ernight. Genuine antiques were to 
appear, and the art of Chippendale, 
Sheraton and ‘the brothers Adam 
was to make the White -House a 
truly beautiful mansion. 

The fact that the transformation 
has not yet occurred need occasion 
no surprise. Art is long. To make 
the White House a thing of beauty 
and a joy forever cannot be accom- 
plished in a moment. 

Of the furnishings of the famous 
dwelling at the beginning of the 
present century, a distinguished 
architect said: ‘‘The furniture which 
had crept into the White House 
from time to time,- while possibly 
well made, was crude in the extreme, 
with poorly designed frames, no 
taste in color or material of covers, 
and no harmony between the decora- 
tions of the rooms and furniture.”’ 

Though some improvements have 
been made from time to time, there 
is general agreement that changes 
within the White House are still ur- 
gently needed. In the public rooms 


the visitor is'éppressed by the or- 
nate decorations, in striking contrast 
to the simple lines of the building 
itself. There is a bewildering abun- 
dance of furniture, curios and paint- 
ings. In the Blue Room is a clock 
given by Napoleon to Lafayette, by 
whom it was sent to the United 
States. In the East Room are two 
large blue vases presented by the 
French Government in 1898. Here 
also are three enormous crystal 


chandeliers, pointed to with pride by | 


those who glory in numbers as con- 
taining thousands of pieces of glass. 

Other objects of interest include 
the historic desk from H. M. 8. Res- 
olute, presented by Queen Victoria, 
the old walnut bed said to have be-

Room, the famous gold piano. Some

Some 
are otherwise. 


Some Gifts Are Embarassing 

| Presents to the White House some- 
| times cause embarrassment. An of- 
ficial gift, whether it be a polar bear 
or a mantel ornament, is usually ad- 
dressed to ‘“‘The President of the 
| United States.” The polar bear is 
|} sent to the Washington Zoo but the 
Fadi cageeneed may have to live on inti- 
mate terms with the other gift. 
| When his term ends, the question 
may ariae, ‘‘Who owns it, the indi- 


vidual or the nation?’’ Many a 
President has doubtless been giad to 
agree that certain works of art were 
intended -to be the property of the 
| United States. 

The appearance of the White 
House is the logical result of the 
experiences through which it has 
passed. In 126 years it has had 
twenty-eight different landlords. To 
not one was the lease given because 
of his artistic ability, although one 
or two, Jefferson, for example, had 
claim to taste in art. ‘When a Chief 
Executive had the. choice of concen- 
trating on an international treaty or 
a chandelier for the north bedroom, 
he usually discussed diplomacy and 
took whatever lighting fixtures the 
gods provided. 

The gods in the jcase consisted of 
frequently hostile Congressional 
committees, well-meaning private 
citizens and benevolent foreign po-

tentates. To the artistic downfall 
of the White House most of the na- 
tions of the world have contributed. 
A huge vase may be quite appro- 
priate to a Chinese temple, but out 
of harmony with the interior of a 
Colonial dwelling. 

In order to solve some of the dif- 
ficulties and to save the President 
the embarrassment of rejecting in- 
appropriate gifts, Congress resolved 
last year to authorize the officer in 
charge of public buildings and 
grounds, with the approval of the 
President, to appoint a temporary 
committee composed of one repre- 
sentative each of the American Fed- 
eration of Arts, the National Com- 
mission of Fine Arts, the National 
Academy of Design and the Ameri- 
can Institute of Architects and five 
members representing the public at 
large, the committee to have full 
power to select and pass on revisions 
of the White House furnishings. 


A Notable Committee 


The committee thus formed con- 
tains nine notable persons. Robert 
W. De Forest of New York is Pres- 
ident of the Metropolitan Museum 
of Art and of the American Feder- 
ation of Arts; William A. Delano 
of Long Island is a leading Ameri- 
can architect and an expert on in- 
terior furnishings, particularly of the 
Colonial period; Francis C. Jones of 
New York is an expert on paintings 
of the Colonial era; Charies A. Piatt 
of New York is an outstanding arch- 
itect of structures of the Colonial 
period; R. T. H. Halsey of Long 
Island, recognized as an expert on 
American furniture, is Chairman of 
the Committee of the Americar 
Decorative Arts at the Metropolitan 
Museum. 

Luke Vincent Lockwood of Con- 
necticut is author of one of the best- 
known works on American Colonial 
furniture; Mrs. Harold Pratt of New 
York, prominent in the Garden Club 
of America, is well versed in the col- 
lecting of Colonial furniture; Mra. 
Miles White Jr. of Baltimore is in- 
terested in American Colonial furni- 
ture and furnishings; Colonel Sher- 
wood A. Cheney is ranking aid to 
the President of the United States. 

One cannot hope to furnish a 
house of any kind with mere Con-

HOUGH Henry Ford does not 

admit it, every evidence 

points to the fact that at 

Sudbury, Mass., with the 
Wayside Inn as a nucleus, he is 
building up a microcosm of Colonial 
life where the industrially harried 
traveler of this speed-mad century 
can lose himself in the pastoral 
quiet of the day of the stage coach 
and the sleigh. 

The work is not complete, but al- 
ready there are signs indicating 
what Sudbury may be, say, five 
years from now. First, of course, 
sthere will be the inn, a comfortable 
and habitable museum of Colonial 
times. There is talk of a manor 
house in which Edsel Ford, Squire 
Ford, will live with hig family. The 
grist mill, built last year of stones 
dug up from the stone-fertile Sud- 
bury earth, already stands within a 
short distance of the inn. 

A short time ago Henry Ford 
bought a little red schoolhouse, the 
kind where young hopefuls of Colo- 
nial fathers learned their A B C's, 
and soon that will be added to the 
sights at Sudbury. A’ wool-carding 
mill and a blacksmith shop are also 
included in the picture. A gaté house 
and a coach house stand today as 
they did in the time of Washington 
and Lafayette. The stable is under- 
going repairs to demodernize it and 
bring it back to the period of the 
inn. Logs drawn on a siedge by a 
yoke of oxen add in no small mea- 
sure to the general effect of step- 
ping into yesterday. 

Even today, with things still in the 
early stages of ‘change, it is not 
difficult to get the feeliag of what 
Henry Ford is trying to do. The

Henry Ford Reverses Time’s Sweep in 
Recreating a Colonial Setting, In- 
- cluding Old Mill and Shop 


‘*Land, negroes, stock, &c., for sale.” 
Over the fireplace hangs a flintlock 
rifle and a powder horn, said to 
have been used in the Reveiutionary 
War by a volunteer from Sudbury. 
Pipe tongs, designed to capture a 
brand out of the burning to save a 
smoke, are conspicuous on the man- 
telpiece. 

In the centre of the room is an 
old table, scrubbed clean and white 
and showing unmistakable signs of 
wear. The ceiling is beamed and 
low. Many pictures hang on the 
walls. The one over the settle is in- 
teresting primarily because it bears 
the legend that it was engraved, 
printed and sold by Paul Revere, 
Boston. A man of many talents, 
Paul. The title of the picture is

They were mutually dependent 
then. They all needed the aid of their 
impromptu squatters’ associations, 
the code and the aid was 
withdrawn.

As to ‘‘killings,”’ which the outside 
world crassly designated as murders, 
the historian of the county lists no 
precept in the unwritten code. Doubt- 
less he felt that custom spoke loudly 
enough in this regard. It has kept 
a bdleod-curdling cry echoing down 
“the arches of the years."’ 

The thing started modestly enough 
—a white man killed an Indian. If 
there was one thing in those days 
that called for no excuse. it was tak- 
ing a Little time off to pot-shot an 
Indian. Second in the list is a man 
named Parsons. who considered his 
predecessor's record so picayune that 
he became a regular killer. He 
murdered as men pulled ganders, for 
the savage joy of it. So far as the 
records show, no one ever disturbed 
him at his work and he was never 
punished. 


He Was Acquitted 


Mr, Alexantler was next. He did 
away with Mr. Youngblood, who took 
five years to die. The Williamson 
variety of justice refused to recog- 
nize this as a bona fide crime. Next 
came Mr. Simmons, who had the ex- 
traordinary experience, at that time, 
of being brought to trial for stabbing 
aman. He was vindicated with the 
feeling that apologies were due him; 
he was acquitted. A little later on 
one man who murdered another was 
acquitted because at the moment he 
wielded the knife “he was on the 
hottom.’’ 

And so on down an almost solid 
list of acquittals on the grounds of 
self-defense, of ;nolle prossed trials 
where no testimony or evidence 
could be gathered, or of successful 
flights from justice. There were a 
few jail sentences, and the Grand 
Jury fiercely indicted men it never 
expected to catch—and didn’t. One 
explanation of the compassion ex- 
tended to murderers was that the 
victims were mostly Republicans. A 
Republican who admitted, it-——before 
the election. of Lincoln—deserved 
what he got. 

Such was Williamson's preparation 
for the bloody vendetta, from thirty 
to forty years of thorough schooling 
in the arts of acquittal and nolle 
prossing.

E ALHAMBRA is safe. For 
years report has persistently 
had it that this famous Moor- 

; ish treasure house, so thronged 
with storied romance, was falling 
into hopeless ruin, due to various 
causes. Indeed, not long ago disre- 
palr had reached such proportions 
that little besides the Court of the 
Lions could be opened to tourists. 
Alarm became at length so acute 
that the Spanish Government deter- 
mined to take the Alhambra ‘in hand. 
Long controversy over restoration 
methods that had actually left ap- 
propriations lying idle has happily 
erded in the appointment as curator 
of Don Leopold Torres Bailbas. 

This young Spanish archaeologist 
has spent three years in catching up 
with the urgent need of repair work 
that gave rise, during the protracted 
deadlock, to so many rumors of im- 
pending catastrophe. The emer- 
gency work is now completed, and it 
may confidently be said that the 
more dismaying of the rumors had 
No basis in fact. 

Wood and plaster are the chief 
materials employed in the elaborate 
interior decorations. They have had 
to survive not only the passage of 
centuries (most of the Moorish work 
dates from the first half of the four- 
teenth century) but also a popula- 
tion varying from the Moorish kings 
to the gypsy thieves whom Wash- 
ington Irving found there almost a 
century ago. They have known the 
lively interest of Ferdinand and Isa- 
bella, the spoliations of the Emperor 
Charies V for the sake of his still 
unfinished Renaissance palace, the 
total neglect of the eighteenth cen- 

tury, the care of the French early 
in the nineteenth century and the 
shock of the blowing up of some of 
the fortress walis when the French 
evacuated in 1812—finally, the resto- 
rations of the Contreras family (José 
the elder, Rafael, his son, and Mari- 
ano, his grandson) during the last 
century. | 

Aside from his work on superstruc- 
tures, Sefior Balbas has completed a 
careful examination of the founda- 

_ tions of the fortress walls, whose 
-podition at the edge of the precipi- 
tous Alhambra Hill has been a source 
of concern to previous curators. In 
some places he has had to strengthen 
the foundations; in other places, 
i where the walls have long been bulg- 
"ing, he is maintaining a close watch, 


although his examination has re- 
"vealed no present danger. . 

There is continua! need of minor 
work, of replacing wooden pieces 
falien from the complicated carpen- 
try of ceilings and of cementing loos- 
ened bits of molded plaster. But the 
best-known parts of the Alhambra 
seem to be in splendid condition, 
considering the perishable nature of 
their delicate plaster work and the 
hundreds of years they have been 
standing. These best-known parts 
are, however, by no means all of 
the Alhambra. 

You reach the Alhambra from 
Granada City by a wooded and wa- 
ter-bordered roadway, which climbs 
the precipitous slope at an easy gra- 
dient. At the top you emerge into 
the large open space in front of the 
unroofed and unfinished Renaissance 
palace of Emperor Charies V, a

You may walk through the Moor- 
ish palace in fifteen minutes, if you 
are in a hurry.

Delicate Plaster Work 

Those portions of the Alhambra 
most familiar to visitors are in the 
Moorish palace behind that plain wall 
—a labyrinth of rooms, hidden gar- 
dens, passages opening into marbie 
courts with the blue sky reflected in 
pools of water. The pillared gal- 
leries around the caurts are molded 
into plaster work of such richness 
and delicacy as has made the Al- 
hambra one of the world’s unique 
treasures. 

You wander into galleries whose 
arches open to empty air. If you 
were to toss a pebble from one of 
them, it would be likely to scatter 
any one of the ant-like groups whose 
voices come faintly up to you from 


to live. If you turn-in the other di- 
rection you see, miles away above 
you, the snow-capped summits of the 
Sierra Nevada, from whose peaks 
the Atlas range is visible in Morocco, |

But it is not 
the citadel that has.made the Al- 
hambra the supreme achievement of 
Moorish art. It is the delicate in- 
teriors of the Moorish palace and the 
isolated towers behind it that spring 
to mind at the mention of the word 
Alhambra. And these have heen 
fashioned from such flimsy stuff that 
4t is almost miraculous they stand 
at all. 

What: One Family Has Done 

The Contreras family might almost 
be described as the creators of the 
present Alhambra, for what we have 
now is to some extent the restored 
remnants of the original. In the 
Moorish palace, where much original 
work remains, the contributions of 
the Contreras ar2 everywhere met 
with. Theirs was conscientious 
work, reproducing the intricate 
scrolls of the original in white, sharp, 
new panels. You may stand in the 
centre of almost any court and point 
out Contreras touches at a distance. 
That pillar is a piece of restoration; 
that arch -is Moorish up to a point a 
little below the centre on the left— 
the rest of it restored; those two 
capitals are Moorish—the one in the 
corner has been restored.

HE last week of April, 1776, 
saw the gathering of the storm 
clouds for the second great 
episode of the Revolution—the 
struggle for the possession of New 
York City. The apparent calm was 
the lull before a tempest that was to 
sweep the nation. No. one knew 
when the clash would come, but all 
knew that it would come soon. The 
battles around Boston during the 





preceding twelve months had been 
but a prelude to a 
vaster and more 
deadly campaign. 
With the retreat 
of the British 
force from Boston, 
New York City 
had become the 
focus of attention. 
Lord Howe had 
taken his defeated 
Boston garrison 
to ‘Halifax, but 
there was no doubt 
that he would be 
back again, with 
heavy reinforce- 
ments, and make 


forces on Man- 
hattan Island. 

All through the 
late Winter and 
Spring the Col- 
onists, first under 
General Charles 
Lee, then under 
doughty old Israel 
Putnam, had been 
engaged in erect- 
ing fortifications. 
This work was 
pushed the harder, 
during the latter 
part of April, after 
Washitigton'’s ar- 
rival. The settled 
part of the city 
then covered little 
more than the low- 
er tip of the 
island, running 
about as far north 
ax Hester Street. 
It was easily com- 
manded from 
Brooklyn Heights, 
and so almost the 
first step taken. 
was the fortifica- 
tion of this van- 
tage ground. Ten 
batteries are enu- 
merated in the old accounts—the

RT and science are uniquely 
blended in five astronomical 
scenes—a moonscape, an au- 
rora borealis and the eclipses 
of 1918, 1923 and 1925—acquired by 
the American Museum of Natural 
History. They are the work of How- 
ard Russell Butler and form a series 
that has won favorable comment 
from both art critics and scientists. 
The combination of sound art and 
sound astronomy achieved by. Mr. 
Hutler led Henry Fairfield Osborn, 
President of the Museum, to select 
the pictures for the proposed Astron- 

omy Hall. < 
Years ago Mr. Butler was assistant 
professor of physics at Princeton. 
Changing his profession, he earned 
distinction with his canvases, became 
Vice President of the National Acad- 
emy and developed a shorthand 
method of indicating light and color 
values—this in connection with his 
thirteen portraits of Andrew Carne- 
gie, who was an impatient sitter. 
Mr. Butler's short cuts proved to be 
of high value in depicting astronomi- 

cal scenes. 


A Stenographic Eclipse 

Developing his system for high- 
speed work, Mr. Butler succeeded in 
1918 in reporting the eclipse steno- 
graphically during the 112 seconds 

“that it lasted. Later, he translated 
his sketch and notes into a painting 
whose accuracy and vividness aston- 
ished astronomers who had witnessed 
the eclipse. The sun and moon sat 
to him again in 1923 and 1925. The 
aurora borealis held its post for the 
painter for forty minutes. He was 
painting a moonlight scene on the 
Mai%e coast when the aurora sudden- 
ly presented itself. Mr. Butler im- 
mediately sketched the draperies and 
streamers and then covered them 
with a mass of cipher, registering 
his estimates of the hue, shade and 
tuminosity of every detail. Later he 
transcribed his notes into a brillfant 
painting. 

Several months ago the idea of 
painting a moonscape occurred to 
‘Mr. Butler. He mentioned it at a 
reception in Princeton to Dr. Henry 
Norris Russell, the noted astronomer.

Howard Russell Butler’s Moonscape, Eclipses and Aurora 
Borealis to Be Hung in the American Museum 


The detail of the moon's surface is 
sharply defined by light and shade 
along this line. The mountains cast 
long shadows. The valleys and 
craters are blotted out. The high 
peaks still catch the sunlight. Fea- 
tures that cannot be interpreted 
when the moon is full can be studied 
effectively ax this zone of twilight 
travels over them. 

Before choosing a particular scene. 
the artist and the astronomer con- 
sidered the broad differences between 
® moonscape and a landscape. For 
instance, an observer on the moon 
would seé all the stars by daylight. 
In the picture that-was finally paint- 
ed the sun streams down into the 
moonscape with twice its normal 
brilliance, but every star is in its 
place. Each star burns brightly and 
does not twinkle. The earth, nearly 
at full, hangs in the sky, fourteen 
times as large as the moon and shed- 
ding about fifty times as much light. 
In spite of all this fretting of golden 
fire, the sky is blacker than jet. 
There are violent light contrasts in 
the moon scenery—a blinding glare 
wherever the sun falis, and a dense 
gloom where it does not fall. Sharp 
lines separate dazzling white from 
dead black. Feeble beams from the 
earth, nearly invisible because of 
their contrast to the sunlight, fall on 
the darkened moon valleys. Reflect- 
ed from the moon's glassy rocks 


gliimmers of sunlight cause some, 


faint illumination in the shadowed 
regions. But the moonscape is totally 
lacking in the diffused light thai 





comes from all parts of the sky to 
illuminate earth scenery. 

Most of these effects result from 
the absence of sky on the moon. The 
earth is eighty-one times as ‘heavy 
as the moon and has sufficient force 
of gravity to hold the gases that 
form its atmosphere. These gases 
have all escaped from the weak grip 
of the moon. Because of the earth's 
atmosphere the sky is blue, the sun- 
light is diffused and the stars are 
hidden in the daytime. Ice crystals 
high in the atmosphere make the 
stars twinkle at nigbt. 


Photographically Correct 

There are several reasons why the 
earth is about fifty times as prom- 
inent to the moon observer as is the 
moon to an observer on the earth. 
First, the earth’s disk is fourteen 
times the size of the moon’s disk. 
Mainly because of clouds, the 
earth's average reflecting .power is 
twice that of the moon. Then our 
atmosphere intercepts parts of the 
illumination of all heavenly bodies, 
while the moon receives it undi- 
minished. 

On their first night at the tele- 
scope the experimenters did not find 
an ideal moonscape. Eventually they 
found a photograph of a mountain- 
ous region of the moon taken by the 
100-inch telescope at Mount Wilson. 
This picture showed a comparatively 
small moon crater, but it furnished 
striking detail. Surrounding the 
crater was a circle of hills about 10,- 
900 feet high. In. the centre rose a 
great tower of rock, lifting its peak 
3,000 feet. In the painting a notch

"divides the top of this huge mono- 
| ith into two spires. That notch is 
| not imaginary, being. visible in the 
| photograph. 7 
, The isolated peak in the centre of 
| the crater has been compared with 
| the tower of lava that formed on top 
of Mont Pelée in 1902. There an 
uprush of molten rock suddenly 
hardened into a giant natural obelisk 
nearly 1,000 feet -high. It soon be- 
gan to break up and fali to pieces 
and in a few days was merely a 
stump of its former self. The force 
of gravity, tending to level all things, 
quickly dragged down this vo'canic 
freak. On the moon, however, it 
might have lasted forever, since the 
moon's gravity would not wreck it. 
There would be no rain or wind to 
beat oh it. The vertical rock mass 
in the foreground .of the ‘Butler 
painting may thus have been formed 
as.was the short-lived addition to 
Mont Pelée. 

It is more generally believed, how- 
ever, that comets and not volcanoes 
are responsible for the craters or the 
circular blisters, as they appear 
through the telescope, on the surface 
of the moon. There is at least one 
such comet mark on the earth. Can- 
yon Diablo in Arizona is a natural 
amphitheatre, formed when a comet 
bored a hole in the earth thousands 
of years ago. 

It is supposed that when the solar 
system was in its youth the earth 
and moon were both targets for solid 
masses flying through space in con- 
| siderable numbers. The earth would 
i probably be more comet-marked than 
lis the moon but for the fact that 
such scars are soon weathered out 
of existence here, while on the moon 
they endure. 

The moon mountains, as painted 
by Mr. Butler, are jagged, shapelesa 





tions on the moon suggest what the 
telescope confirms. Erosion, which 
is constantly rounding and smooth- 
ing the rough places of the earth’s 
crust, is wholly absent there. No 
vegetation clothes the moonscapes. 
Oxidation and other chemical action 
corrode everything on earth. For 
want of air and water, there is no 
such effect on the moon. 


Wrathfully Red Mars 

Expansion and contraction due to 
great changes in temperature may 
cause slow disintegration on the 
moon's surface. Between the two 
weeks of sunshine and the two weeks 
of darkness, constituting a day on 
the moon, there is a change in tem- 
perature of 200 or 300 degrees. This 
might affect the crystallization of 
the moon rocks and cause some scal- 
ing; but it has not softened the 
sharp, irregular and harsh scenic ef- 
fects. 

The artist used black and white al- 
most exclusively in painting his 
moonscape. Mars, however, is a 
spot of wrathful red, while dull pur- 
ple and brown are to be traced in 
the shaded rocks. These, the nat- 


_|ural colors of the moon rocks, are 


smothered by the white sunlight that 
floods the picture. Sandstone and 
other sedimentary rock are missing 
on the moon. There is probably lit- 
tle sand or dust, and nothing to con- 
solidate it into stone. Most of the 
moon’s crust must be crystalline 
\ rock, unchanged since it originally 
cooled and hardened. Because of 
this the artist allowed the moon 
rocks a high reflecting power, and 
touched the darkened floor of the 
crater here and there with sunbeams 
| mirrored back from glassy cliffs. 

|; The stars are exactly arranged. 
disposed just as they would appear 
in a June sky to an observer on the 
moon. The sun is not in the pic- 
‘ture, but its light pours in over the

Jewelers of Today Work With Plati- 


num, Unknown a

RECENT addition to the charm 
of the American Wing of the 
Metropolitan Museum is a 
display of early American 

jewelry. This small collection has, 
in addition to its historical signifi- 
cance, much interest when its pieces 
ure compared with the product of 
American jewelry designers of today. 
Perhaps im no other artistic craft is 
there so little. suggestion ‘of the past 
as in the product of the designers of 
the important modern jewelry firms. 

The pair of delicately engraved gold 
cuff links by Paul Revere or the shoe 
buckle in paste diamonds and enamel 
that once belonged to John Hancock 
are in the direct tradition of the sil- 
ver and gold and enamel work of the 
great masters of the past, such as 
Benvenuto Cellini, the famous Ttallan 
crafteman. 

‘Today a new technique in the jewel- 
maker's art is developing. Platinum, 
of which the past knew nothing, is 
suggesting and imposing new forms.

At no previous time have jewelry de- 
signers been so sensitive to the rela- 
tion of gems to the texture and the 
color of dfess.

Your great-grandmother’s 
chairs may well grace your living 
room, and furniture designers are to-

realization of the importance of the 


proper and tasteful use of jewel or- 
naments.

though its principles have been fol- 


lowed by some designers for a much 
longer time, 

The jewelry designer today. when 
he plans a new pattern in a brace- 
let, must picture in his mind the 


uses to which it is to be put—whether 


the piece will be worn with a dress 
of light fabric, such as georgette 
silk, or 
whether it will accompany a costume 
composed of heavier fabrics. A more 
delicate design and the use of crys- 
talline types of stones, such as the 
diamond, ruby, sapphire and gems 
of dainty tint like the aquamarine 
and tourmaline, would be p!anned for 
an ornament to be worn with a cos- 
tume of the lighter fabrics. Dresses 
of cloth or velvet or even of heavy 
silks need the more solid-appearing 
stones, such as turquoise, lapis 
lazuli, bloodstone or coral, if the jew- 
elry is to be in perfect accord. 


Ornaments to Fit Mode

must know what the mode for the 
season will be long before. the wear- 
ers of the gowns or gems do.

Designers agree that taste in the 
wearing of jewelry has greatly im- 
proved in recent years. “Loaded 
with gems’’ is a phrase that can sel- 
dom be applied to a woman today. 
Somehow or other, the American 
woman, whether shopgirl or wealthy 
heiress, seems to know instinctively 
how to wear her jéweiry. The mod- 
ern woman owns more pieces of jew- 
elry than her ancestors possessed 
(who perhaps had Paul Revere make 
gem-studded shoe buckles), but the 
present tendency is to wear less at 
one time. 

Designers of jewelry must be alert 
to other considerations, too. They 
are seeking inspiration in the pano- 
rama of modern life for the design of 
the brooch or the necklace you may 
wear later. An Egyptian King 
buried for 6,000 years is dug up, and 
that fact is reflected in a hair orna- 
ment.

This interesting vitality of jewelry 
design is seen when one studies the 
great variety of patterns of pins, 
rings, brooches, bracelets and neck- 
laces. While many follow traditional 
motifs, others find inspiration in 
modern life. The designer of a 
brooch pendant got his idea for an 
unusual arrangement of forms from 
a landscape seen from an airplane. A 
jeweled plaque in colored gems is 
based of the tall, narrow forms and 
jagged tops of massed skyscrapers. 
The severe but beautiful tracery of 
Spanish ironwork suggests to another 
artist the lines for a hair ornament 
in the shape of a Spanish comb. 

Motifs that affect dress and dress 
fabric patterns naturally affect jew- 
elry design. So one may find Rus- 
sian, Exyptian, American Indian, 
Persian motifs used as suggestions 
for hair ornaments, bracelets, neck- 
laces or jeweled handbags. Some- 
times these original sources of de- 
sign reveal themselves only after 
careful study. Color combinations 
characteristic of racial design are 
used in patterns that in their form 
only vaguely suggestive of the 
origin. 

Even the secret of Greek art (dy- 
namic symmetry), discovered by the 
late Jay Hambridge, is used in some 
patterns. This balancing of line and 
mass according to a certain formula,

PPARENTLY the art season is 
trying to make up for the de- 
lay of Spring by suggesting 
an early closing. The galleries 

are telling you that this will be their 
last exhibition until Autumn, or else 
that this exhibition now on is to run 
through the Summer.

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' SUMMER EXHIBITIONS ALREADY BEGINNING 


Winter Season Coming to a Close After a Delayed Spring—Modern Art Beating Down the Barriers 
Of Convention—A Notable Monument to Duveneck Now Marks His Grave at Covington, Ky 


Monument to Frank Duveneck at Covington, Ky. 
By Clement J. Barnhorn, Art Museum, Cincinnati, Ohio. 


Perhaps with Preston Dickinson 
there is a little excuse for walking 
proud, not because of local limitation 
in his art, but because he has taken 
distinctively American localities and 
drawn from them a romance and 
richness that others have gonc to 
France and Spain to find, often to 
miss in their attempt at transiation. 
His “Harlem River," an early exam- 
ple, has even in the close-knit early 
style a splendor that belongs to the 
American scene for those who know 
it ‘best and for those who know it 
least, never for its bowing acquain- 
tances. In his later work Mr. Dick- 
inson has flung himeelf free from the 
muscular constriction attending the 
style of his early years. His “Que- 
bec—Winter’’ is not only free, but 
moves with a powerful swinging de- 
sign under its muffler of snow, 


Charles Sheeler is at his best in 
such still life as No, 1 of the cata- 
logue, a siender tow-colored vase 
against a comfortably rotund red 
jug, strong shafts of green leaf, a 
compact composition clean of line 
and resonant in color. 

Yasuo Kuniyoshi does a litt!e out- 
door scene in Venice, where he has 
been living, small curls of line, pleas- 
ant blotches of dark and light; noth- 
ing, however, so good as “The 
Wicked Frog,”’ in which the spirit of 
Japan seems to find clear utterance. 

Peter Blume is a new name. His 
“Home for Christmas” is a Currier & 
Ives type brought down to date in a 
kind of humorous confession of in- 
tentional childishness, a candid self- 
ridicule of manner corresponding to 
the ‘‘grin” and ‘‘chuckle” of current 
fiction. Fiske Boyd also is a new 
name, but in this case the artist 
seems to be in deadly earnest about 
his work, determined not to yield his 
sensitiveness to nature at the call of 
the child. He has undertaken a ver- 
sien of Staten Island, and, like Mr. 
Dickinson, has found romance and 


beauty in the uttermost of common- 
place. Unlike Mr. Dickinson, he is 
not quite clear about the steps to 
take tc make his appreciation visible 
and convincing. He starts off with 
a broad open foreground, not very 
interesting in treatment; he reaches 
his middle distance with his interest 
and his method well under: control, 
and it would be hard to find lovelier 
passages of color or values more deli- 
cately related than this middle dis- 
tance offers. Moving on toward the 
horizon, he tangles us in mist, and 


only when we clirab the distant hills 
and stand in the light of a sensitive 
sky are we again quite certain of 
ourselves and of the artist. If it 
were not for the duliness of the open- 
ing and the touch of confusion to- 
ward the end the picture would be a 
real triumph in making visible the 
spirit of place. But even with these 
reservations. it is an admirable and 
courageous effort. 

Kari Kahler is master.of a crack- 
ling, competent technique, which in 
his ‘‘Willows” flows into a slower 


and finer handling. Elsie Driggs in 
her ‘‘Cyclamen”’ uses the modulations 
that made her picture of a deer at 
the Whitney Studio Club a delightful 
episode. 


The exhibition is one to enjoy and 
go back to with renewed enjoyment. 
It gives more than a mild esthetic 
pleasure. It fills one’s mind with 
confidence in the strong young 
school that defies prejudice and fol- 
lows its own line of exploration with- 
out dependence upon the foreign 
chart, however accurate and careful 
that chart may be. Lives there a 
man with soul so dead that he never 
has thrilled to those eloquent lines 
on an eighteenth century “‘mappe- 
mondo” which show where Captain 
Cook touched at distant newly dis- _ 
covered or rediscovered points in his 


'heroi¢ efforts to determine the ex- 


tent and location of a new world of 
land and sea. All over the worid 
today this exploring pioneer mood 
dominates art, but nowhere in the. 
world is it fresher, less fatigued, less 
indifferent to personal reward, more 
keenly alive to the splendor of ad- 
venturous experience than in our 
own country. The group of leaders 
is small, but in quality and spirit 
they compensate for lack of num- 
bers. 


He Inspired His Pupils 


Frank Duveneck has been more or 
less a figure of romance in the his- 
tory of American art. In. part, no 
dcubt, because he was a teacher who 
had the gift of inspiring his pupils to 
a more persistent hero worship than 
is often found in modern studios. 
Also hecause his brilliant talent . 
flowered so early ‘and his “pure 
painter ability’’ met with such en- 
thusiastic appreciation from his fel- 
low-artists to whom technical skill of 
that order was infinitely precious. 
Also, perhaps, because in his later 
days he worked but little, and one 
thinks of him as always:in full ma- 
turity of power and originality. 
Whatever the reason or combination 
of reasons, the name of Duveneck 
keeps its magic, and honor paid to 
him is honor paid to the world that 
knew him, 

Recently a monument to Duveneck 
has been placed in the cemetery at 
Govington, where he is buried. It 
wag designed by Clement J. Barn- 
horn, his old friend and co-worker in 
the Cincinnati Academy, who also 
werked with him on the memorial to 
his wife which marks her grave in 
the Campo Santc degli Allori at

The figure designed by 
Duveneck for this memorial has 
painterlike qualities, the disposition 
of drapery and the treatment of light 
and shacow suggesting a painter’s 
rather than a sculptor’s conception of 
the subject. So far as we can judge 
from the photographs of the figures 
designed by Mr. Barnhorn for Duve- 
neck’s own memorial, these are con- 
geived sculpturally and carried out 
vith a freedom from sentimentality 
that surely would have gained Duve- 
neck’s applause.

Working 
with an astronomical conacience, the 
artist was forced, however, to blur 
the detail of the earth, which would 
be veiled by clouds and atmosphere 
from the man in the moon. 

As the artist worked the astron- 
omer paid repeated visits to the 
studio, criticizing and — correcting. 
Thé~painting was retouched until it 
satisfied both men, Many astron- 
omers, geologists and other scientists 
have since examined this meticulous 
moonsacape without finding a fiaw. 

The eclipse paintings at the Amer- 
ican Museum of Natural History are 
erranged av a tryptich on a panel 
twenty feet across. They differ con- 
siderably from each other. The 
prominences or tangle of red lines 
flourishing about the black rim of 
the moon form three distinct pat- 
terns. The form, size and color 
tones of the corona varied. consid- 
erably in the three pictures. The 
“engagement ring” effect is a feature 
of the central painting of the tryp- 
tich. This is the eclipse of 1923, 
painted by Mr. Butler at Lompac. 
Cal., a moment after totality. The 
moon’s rim, which is saw-toothed 
with valleys and mountains, no 
longer fitted exactly over the sun. A 
pinpoint of the sun's disk had begun 
to pour light down a moon canyon, 
and the eye of the observer on earth 
automatically exaggerated this into 
a lumi bubble, which b the 
jewel of the engagement ring. The 
other two eclipses were aaa by 
Mr. Butler at totalitv.

THE WONDERS OF THE SKY 


I was not conscious of any consider- 
able variations of value in the moon 
and failed to put in the value line. 
The blackishnéss of the moon and 
the centre Highfer_than the edges 
were undoubtedly of iltusions. 

**I recorded two lines of values for 
fhe outer corona. I saw no distinct 
separation of the inner and outer 
coronas, On the upper left extension 
greenish and yellowish tones were re- 
corded. No time was wasted on 
tones thought to be correct in the 
sample picture. On the whole, the 
corona was less blue than my sam- 
ple, and it retained brilliancy further 
out than I expected. Had it ‘been | 
seen against the blue aky it probably 
would have extended still further and 
its disappearance might have been 
more gradual.

About the ninety-fifth second 
I looked up and was surprised to see 
that the pink glow had lengthened 
and risen in value. The change was 
due te the motion of the moon, which 
had by that time uncovered a mag- 
nificent solar-cruption. But I had 
no time to take up the glasses. I 
outlined this glow, ite value fully up 
to 60, which I entered afterward. 

“Towari the end I reoutlined the 
corona, indicating rapidly the polar 
rays, for the accurate drawing of 
which, as well as for that of the

| the photographs. These rays were 
| decidedly apparent. Suddenly I was 
| blinded by the first of the ‘Baily’x 
Beads,’ or the first glimpse of the 
solar crescent broken by the rough 
limb of the moon.

at first. In Pennsylvania there were. 


influential Quakers who, true to the 
tenets of their faith, were opposed to 
any step making war inévitable. 

In New Jersey, Delaware and 
Maryland there were large loyalist 
groups—in ‘some districts, probably, 
a loyalist majority. Then there were 
those who, while supporting the Con- 
tinental leaders in their resistance to 
what they considered the British 
Government's illegal acts, were not 
yet ready for a separation. 

Various events, especially the send- 
ing of mercenary troops to put down 


| the rebellion, worked to change a 


doubtful majority for independence 
into a popular and aggressive one. 
It is not easy to trace day by day 
this transformation in public opinion, 
but it was going on while Washing- 
ton built his fortifications and drilled 
his troops, and while Howe was get- 
ting ready to sail south from Nova 
Scotia and pluck New York like a 
ripe plum. 

In the meantime another series of 
important influences had been set in 
motion by the action of a committee 
of Congress, headed by Benjamin 
Franklin. This was the sending of 
Silas Deane to represent the cause of 
the Colonies in France. Deane’s mis- 
sion was ultimately the occasion of 
much controversy, and he got him- 
self into difficulties his friends found 
it hard creditably to explain. Yet 
the negotiations he started were one 
of the great forces in bringing the 
war to a successful conclusion. 

A Disguised Diplomat 

Deane carrie.1 instructions from the 
Congressional committee in which 
his steps were carefully laid out. “On 
your arrival in France,’’ he was told 
“you will for some time be engaged 
in the business of providing goods 
for the Indian trade. This will give 
you good countenance to your ap- 
pearing in the character of a mer- 
chant, which we wish you to retain 
‘mong the French in general, it be 
ing ‘probable that the Court of 
France may not like it should it be 
known publicly that any agent of 
the Colonies is in that country.” 

But. the letter of instructions add- 
ed, signiticantiy: ‘‘If we should, as 
there is great appearance we shall, 
come to @ total separation from 
Great Britain, France would be 
looked upon as the power whose 
friendship it would be fittest for ur 
to obtain and cultivate.’’ 

This letter had been written early 
in March, and Deane had set sail not

many days after. The first of May 
found him somewhere en route, by 
way of the Bermudas and Spain.

The story of Deane’s mission be- 
longs largely to a later period.

The belt of empty schoolhouses 
stretches nearly across the United

solidation. The Federal Bureau of 
Education listed the number of all 
public school buildings in use in 1920 
as 271,319; in 1924 they numbered 
only 2637204. As towns and cities 
had built thousands of new schools 
im the intervening four years, the 
shrinkage in the number of the little 
country schoolhouses must have 
greatly exceeded the statistical de- 
cline of 8,000. For the tendency to 
consolidate several into one, facili- 
tated by buses, was hastened by the 
refusal of teachers to serve in lonely

One will find the abandoned school 
wherever the old school district sys- 
tem used to thrive. In Connecticut, 
among the leaders more than a 
century ago in establishing district 
school education, vacant school- 
h are pecially numerous. 
Near Kinderhook, in New York, an 
abandoned school marks the site of 
the earlier structure where Ichabod 
Crane's supposed prototype, School- 
master Jesse Merwin, used to wield 
the rod. 

Many of the little schools that now 
stand forgotten have claims to re- 
membrance. In some of them men 
later to become renowned as states- 
men or as scholars and writers be- 
gan their long careers of usefulness 
by teaching the alphabet and by re- 
pressing the ambitions of the big- 
gest boy to lick the teacher. In some 
other schools it is at least a sport- 
ing chance that examination of the 
backs of the pupils’ benches might 
reveal: early speci of fa 
autographs. 

Those factory-made benches ‘and 
desks of relatively recent date to be 
found generally in the old schools 
do not hold out>- much: hope to the 
jackknife autograph hunter. But 
here and there, chiefly in the East, 
there remain sets of the earlier car- 








‘+ penter-made benches. The factory 


furniture was made of hard, bilade- 
resisting wood; the back-boards of 
the benches were set at a discon- 
certing slope. Not so with those 
older benches of pine, an ideal ma- 
terial for the tool of the young 
carver. However ‘stimulating it may

States. Maine had about 400 fewer 
schools in use in 1924 than in 1920; 
California had about 1,000 fewer. 
The State of New York had 11,824 
such schools in 1920 and 11,828, or 
just four more, in 1924. Actually, 
of course, new schoolhouse construc- 
tion in the growing ‘owns and cities 
of-the State offset a considerable 
part of the drop in the number of 
rural district schools. 


A General Decline 


Some of the Southern States, 
under the pressure of rising educa- 
tional. programs, showed moderate 
increases in the totals of their 

hools. Mi ta, Texas and West 
Virginia were notable in having 
more schools in use at the end of the 
four-year’ period, but Pennsylvania 
lost more than a thousand school- 
houses—even more, could one count 
separately the ‘‘little red’’ variety— 
while Ohio, Indiana, Iowa and Colo- 
rado each lost more than 500. Per- 
haps the Summer home seekers—of 
the human species—in some of these 
States will sooner or later pick up 
an old schoolhouse for a song here 
and there. There are other possible 
acquirers, among them rustic ga- 
rage men and the founders of coun- 
try tea houses. In Massachusetts, 
schoolhouses abandoned -because of 
consolidations are bought from the 
towns and rebuilt into dwellings as 
a@ speculation. 

The country schoolhouse, unlike 
the old frigate Constitution, is not 
of one body, to be saved and kept 
im repair at moderate cost, that its 
past glories may shine on later gen- 
erations. It has done as much in 
its day and way as even the old 
Constitution ever did to advance the 
power of the nation. Would that 
there were but one little old school- 
house to preserve; a hundred thoue 
sand of them, for purposes of a na- 
tional monument, are really too 
many. Neglect and forgetfulness 
and slow transformation are the best 
that the little old shack at the cross- 
roads has to expect. Gray and 
weatherbeaten, and a little sprung 
from the perpendicular, like an old 
horse turned out to grass, the old 
school seems content enough thus to 
Pass out.

gressiona) resolutions. If examples 
of early American furniture are to 
be acquired, it may be through funds 
provided by Congress for the pur- 
pose, or perhaps through donations 
from private sources. Since the 
members of the committee have ex- 
tensive artistic connections, it is pos- 
sible that any personal donations de- 
sired may be secured through their 
solicitation. No personal appeal 
from the White House itself is likely 
to materialize at any .early date. 
Numerous offers of rare and beauti- 
ful furniture have been received in 
recent weeks. They all are referred 
to the committee. Thus far nothing 
of importance has been accepted. 
The committee was not created as 
@ purchasing body, but as an ad- 
vigory group charged with the im- 
portant duty of keeping inappropri- 
ate objects out of the historic build- 
ing. ‘Its work will be done gradu- 
ally. The committee has thus far 
made only minor changes. : 
Two large vases from one of the 
upper floors have been transferred 
to a jess conspicuous lower room. 


|| An elaborate screen that once stood 


in the Green Room has been brought 
to a room where the Presidential 
china is exhibited. In the East Room 
a few artistic touches have been in- 
troduced, such as candies for the 
candelabras and the coloring of cer- 
tain stands to harmonize .with the 
surroundings. But no great changes 
in the principal rooms are. contem- 
plated. - 

Many believe that for a residence 
with such historic American associa- 
tions there might well be used a 
style of furnishings peculiarly asso- 
ciated with the early days of the 
country. Others think that an in- 
terior of the French Empire period 
is well suited to the White House, 
since it is the style that seemed fit- 
ting to some of the original planners 
of the building. 

Restored after being burned by the 
British in the War of 1812, the build- 
ing had few major alterations until 
the first Administration of Theodore 
Roosevelt. A common complaint up 
to that time had been the lack of 
space, resulting in many embarrass- 
ing situations to the President in en- 
tertaining guests of the nation. The 
principal object of the 1902 changes 
have been described as ‘‘the restora- 
tion of the east terrace, the removal 
of the greenhouses and propagating 
beds, the removal of the President's 
Public offices from the residence to 
& separate structure, the restoration 
of the interior from the ground to 
the roof, and the refurnishing of the 
principal floor.’’ , 


President Roosevelt's Views 


President Roosevelt said in his 
message to Congress in December, 
1902: ‘The White House is the 
property of the natioh, and so far 
as is compatible with living therein 
it should be kept as it originally was, 
for the same reasons that we keep 
Mount Vernon as it originally was. 
The stately simplicity of its architec- 
ture is an expression of the charac- 
ter of the period in which it was 
built, and is in accord with the pur- 
poses it was designed to serve. It 
is a good thing to preserve such 
buildings “as historic ‘monuments 
which keep alive our sense of con- 
tinuity with the nation’s past.” 

The work of making extensive _re- 
pairs to the White House must 
sooner or later be undertaken. In 
1923 Congress provided $5,000 “for 
preparing plans and estimates for 
the fireproofing of the Executive 
Mansion, including plans for the 
renovation of the second and third 
stories and the roof.’ In the 1902 
alterations, only the first floor was 
made fireproof. 

It is proposed that when the roof 
is rebuilt—its rafters are said to be 
in a weakened and a dangerous con- 
dition—the fireproofing shall be ex- 
tended to the entire building above 
the first floor. The two upper floors 
will be reconstructed and a steel roof 
installed in place of the one now in 
use, which has served since the re- 
modeling after the War of 1812. 











When the changes are made, the. 


President and his family will have 
to move out for several months. 

The current discussions as_to what 
the interior appearance of the White 
House should be is but a continua- 
tion of the demands for improve- 
ment that have been made for more 
‘than a century. The first lady of 
the White House, Mrs. John Adams, 
found such inconveniences as caused 
her to despair. She spoke of ‘‘the 
great unfinished audience room I 
made a drying room of, to hang up 
clothes in.”’ The building was cold, 
and fuel for the fires had °to be 
brought all the way from Philadel- 
phia. . 

By 1820 the house had cost more 
than half a million dollars. Presi- 
dent Monroe brought decorations and 
furniture from France for his offi- 
cial home. In Van Buren's Adminis- 
tration, a proposed appropriation of 
several thousand dollars for the 
White House aroused a colloquy be- 
tween Representatives Ogje of Penn- 
sylvania and Lincoin of Illinois. Said 
Lincoln: . 


What Lincolsi Said 


‘The bill gives a few hundred dol- 
lars for the purchase of plain furni- 
ture, of American manufacture, for 
the anteroom of the President’s par- 
lor. It is one of the rooms most 
frequently in use and is now entirely 
destitute of furniture. The mem- 
ber objects. ‘In the anteroom of 
princes,’ says the member, ‘visitors 
are kept standing until] they are ad- 
mitted to an audience.” Because the 
princes of Europe keep their vassals 
in servile waiting upon their pleas- 
ure, is that a reason why a republi 
can citizen of the United States 
should lack the comfort of a seat?” 

The story of ‘White House recep- 
tions in the first half of the tast cen- 
tury is of peculiar interest to dairy- 
men. In 1802 a mammoth cheese 
was. sent to Thomas Jefferson. It 
was eclipsed by one presented to An- 
drew Jackson. In The Washington 
Globe: of February, 1837, appeared 
this item: 


““‘We are requested to state that 
the President's house will be open 
from 1 o'clock until 3 on Wednes- 
day. the 22d instant. The great 
cheese which was made an offering 
to Mr. Jefferson as the most appro- 


class could tender to the President 
is outdone by the mammoth cheese 
which a patriotic citizen of New 
York (Colonel Meecham) sent more 
than a year ago to President Jack- 
son. The Jefferson cheese, presented 
by the citizens of Cheshire, Mass., 
weighed 750 pounds. The New York 
present is nearly four feet in diame- 
ter, two feet thick and weighs 1,400 
pounds. We understand the Presi- 
dent designs to offer this _ great 
cheese, which is finely flavored and 
in fine preservation, to his fellow- 
citizens who visit him on Wednes- 
day next.’’ 

Van Buren’s friends sent him a 
huge cheese every year. At one 
Public reception the carpet and the 
uphoistering were ruined. Those 
who wonder why a committee is nec- 
essary to pass upon White House 
furniture do not know the ways of 
their fellow-countrymen. There is 
no object too strange and unusual 
to be sent to the President. At a 
dinner given by President Tyler 
there was soup froma 300-pound 
turtle sent by a Florida admirer: An 
Ohto man who heard that President 
Roosevelt’s dog had been whipped in 
a-fight forwarded a bulldog guaran- 
teed to be invincible. 

A nation that calmly donates 1,400- 
pound cheeses, 300-pound turtles and 
pet bulldogs can hardly wonder at 
the need for censorship. 

Suggestions that a new White 
House shall be erected with an en- 
tirely different design have not raet 
with approval.

laborers in the pit regarded him with 
good-natured amusement; these 
stones which Boucher de Perthes 
‘prized so highly they knew to be 
**thunderbolts,’’ whereas he, being of 
a reasoning and therefore of a scien- 
tific turn of mind, looked upon them 
as implements shaped by the hand of 
man. He drew the inference that man 
must have lived in France when the 
gravel terraces of the Somme val- 
ley were being formed and‘when the 
climate and the animais of his na- 
tive country were altogether differ- 
ent from what they had become in 
later days. ~ 

In 1847, after collecting and ob- 
serving. for twenty years, he pub- 


of hil™discoveries. At that time 
France, like England, was con- 
vinced that man was a recent crea- 
tion and treated her archaeological 
exciseman with the sane skepticism 
and scorn as England had meted out 
to her Catholic priest. 

Science had to labor sixty yeare 
before tle discoveries of the Rev. 
John MacEnery and of Boucher 
de. Perthes fell into their just per- 
spective. A prehistoric calendar had 
to be framed, one that would show 
the sequence of events which linked 
the stone men of Torquay and Abbe- 
ville to the modern inhabitants of 
Europe. The archaeologists of 
Scandinavia began the construction 
of this prehistoric calendar in the 
fourth decade of the nineteenth 
century. 

Over Denmark, Sweden and Nor- 
way are acattered many ancient 


tombs; after numbers of them had/~* 


been explored and compared it be- 
came apparent that they were of 
three ages; in the oldest only stone 
implements were found; ig an inter- 
mediate group the interred weapons 
were of bronze; tombs of a more 
recent date had implements and 
weapons of iron. The Scandinavian 
archaeologists, therefore, set up a 
prehistoric calendar in which man’s 
past was divided into three periods— 
iron age preceded by one of 
bronze, the bronze age preceded by 
a still older stone age. 


The Two Stone Ages 

This provisional calendar became 
greatly extended by the archae- 
Ologists of France. In the sixth 
decade of the last century they be- 
gan a systematic investigation of the 
caves of France and found that 
the people who had lived in them 
possessed only stone tools, and these 
were altogether different from and 
much older than the stone tools 
used by the Scandinavian tomb 
builders. Hence they divided the 
stone age into two periods, and 
spoke of a neolithic or new stone 
age and of a paleolithic or old stone 
age. P 

As the French archaeologists con- 
tinued their investigations they real- 
ized that the old stone age was of 
immense length and could be divided 
into at least seven distinct periods, 
each of them distinguished hy the 
fashion in which stone tools and 
weapons were worked. Thus the 
archaeologists of France, by reading 
aright the records to he gathered in 
caves, were able to extend greatly the 
simple Scandinavian calendar. 

They did not stop there; they 
turned their attention to sand and 
gravel terraces which stretch along 
river valleys, such as those of the 
Somme, which provided Boucher de 
Perthes with his treasures. In the 
more superficial or recent deposits of 
the terraces they traced the same 
sequence of cultural periods as they 
found in the strata of caves, and in 
the deeper and older sands and 
Rravels they discovered still older 
and longer periods. 

The ‘‘thunderbolts’’ which Boucher 
de Perthes had gathered. proved to 
he the implements of these earlier 
periods., The exciseman, as we now 
realize, had struck into a period of 
man’s past which is separated from j 
vur present hy at least 100,000 years. 
When we examine the implements 
discovered by the Rev. John Mac- 
Enery in the red earth under the 
ntalagmite of Kent's Cavern we see |

that they are fashioned in a late cave 
style, somewhere about 15,000 or 
20,000 years ago. 

When Mr. MacEnery was laid to 
rest near Tor Abbey the investiga- 
tion of Kent's Cavern was reopened 
by William Pengelly; in ita deepest 
layer were found implements be- 
longing to the oldest paleolithic 
period, such as Boucher de Perthes

discovered deep in the _ terrace 
gravels. It is believed that secrets 
relating to man’s earliest period still 
lie hid in its deepest recesses, and at 
this moment Englishmen are seeking 
to recontinue a search which was 
commenced exactly a century ago. 
Thus it hag taken a century of en- 
deavor to construct a_ prehistoric 
calendar for Europe and to place the

discoveries of MacEnery and of 
Boucher de Perthes in their true per- 
spective. Science cannot look back- 
ward until she has constructed such 
a calendar. We have been able to 
do this because the MacEnerys and, 
the Bouche de Perthes of the nine- 
teenth century—such are the men of 
science—found out that long before 
men had discovered the art of keep- 
ing historical records by writing, hu-

{man history was being recorded in 


cave and river terrace. 

The caveman was untidy; so was 
his wife; she never swept her floor; 
scraps from each meal, discarded 
or ts, di d. implements fell 
on the floor and were trampled un- 
derfoot to become archaeological rec- 
ords. Every time a river came down 





| in flood it swept into its bed all the 


débris of its vailey—the weapons 


4 man had dropped, the bones of the 


animals he had killed. The land tose 
or the sea receded, and the river hed 
became a terrace on the side of a 
valley, preserving within it the rec- 
ords which had been entombed. Out 
of such records prehistorians have 
constructed the calendar of man's 
distant past. The deciphering of 
prehistoric records was one of the 
greatest discoveries of the nineteenth 
century. 

After all, Europe is but a corner of 
the world; the civilization under 
which the white man now lives did 
not take its rise there. We have to 
go Eastward—to Egypt or Baby- 
lonia—if_ we would trace the birth of 
our modern way of living. If we 
go to Egypt we find that the 
Scandinavian calendar holds true; 
from an age of iron we pass back- 
ward into one of bronze and of cop- 
per; still further back, in predynas- 
tic times, we find the Egyptians in 
a new stone age; still further back 
in an old stone age. Only there is 
this difference between Egyptian and 
Scandinavian calendars—the denizen 
of the Nile valley climbed the earlier 
steps of cultural progress 1,500 years 
ahead of the Norseman. 

The Cradles of Civilization 

Nevertheless the ultimate end of 
our search in both countries is the 
same; as we go backward in time 
their cities become towns, atill fur- 
ther back and towns dwindle to vil- 
lages and at last even in Egypt and 
Babylonia, the cradles of civilization, 


we reach a point when there was: 


neither house, barn nor tilled field, 
only a wilderness pierced and fret- 
ted by paths along which hunters 
passed in pursuit of game. We who 
have grown up with vivid maps and 
pictures of the modern world before 
our eyes find it hard to realize that 
15,000 years ago there was no part 
of the earth which possessed a 
higher mode of liying than that 
which prevailed throughout the con- 
tinent of Australia when Captain 
Cook reached its shores, 

Science looking backward has 
made no more. significant revelation 
to offer mankind than this: that in 
the course of some six hundred gen- 
erations certain branches of the hu- 
man family have raised themselves 
from the lowest savagedom to their 
present high estate. All available 
evidence points to the Caucasian 
type of man as the pioneer of this 
greatest of human movements. The 
Caucasian as he scrambled up the 
ladder of civilization took the bot- 
tom steps with a leisurely stride, 
but ever as he ascended his pace 
quickcned until now the rate seems, 
if not dangerous, at jeast hazardous. 

Will the pace ever keep on ac- 
celerating? Is there no limit to the 
height we may climb? ‘Science 
looking forward’’ must provide an- 
swers to such queries as best it can; 
meantime we have not done with 
science looking backward. 

We have been turning the search- 
light of science on man’s past, but 
up to this point we have permitted 
it to play only on the work of his 
hands; we are now to turn it on the 
structure of his body. Weshall not 
loiter over the men who lived in 
Europe during the later ages of our 
prehistoric calendar, but proceed at 
once to those who belong to its ear- 
liest. phases, who were alive when 
the deepest and oldest beds of valley 
terraces were being laid-down.. Be- 
tween them and us lies a period of 
100,000 years at least, perhaps much 
more. 

So far we have discovered only 
four examples of the early human 
types, the Piltdowm man, found in 
Sussex, England; the Heidelberg 
man, known only by the discovery 
of his lower jaw deep in an old river

deposit, near Heidelberg, Germany; 
the Java man, found ip an ancient 
river deposit at Trini) in the Island 
of Java, and the Rhodesian man, 
discovered in the deepest recesses of 
a@ cave in Northern Rhodesia, Africa. 

Thus we have samples from widely 
separated parts of the world to tell 
us the stage of evolution reached by 
man near the beginning of the Ple- 
istocene period, which, on the con- 
servative reckoning employed here, 


which, in the opinion of reliable au- 
thorities, should be extended to 
700,000 years. 

Now, to our modern eyes, the dif- 
ference which separates a white man 
from a black or a blackman from a 
yellow seems to mark the extreme 
limits of human differentiation; we 
find it difficult to conceive that hu- 
man beings could ever have been 
more unlike than these are. Yet 
the anatomical differences which sep- 
arated the Piltdown type from that 
of Heidelberg, and the Rhodesian 
man from that of Java, were infi- 
nitely greater than those which dis- 
tinguish the whitest of white men 
from the bilackest of black men. 
When we turn the light of science 
on our earth as it was 100,000 years 
ago we find its sparse and scattered 
population broken up into the most 
diverse types of humanity, the man- 
kind of one continent differing pro- 
foundly from that of another con- 
tinent. 


Human, After All 

When Dr. Eugen Dubois discov- 
ered the fossil remains of Java man 
in 1892 he believed he had found a 
pre-human being. one which was 
neither man nor anthropoid ape, but 
of an intermediate nature; hence he 
gave it the name Pithecanthropus. 
Externally the skull of this being 
looks like that of an ape, but in re- 
cent times a cast has been taken 
from the interior of the skull and on 
this cast can be read the characters 
of the brain. These characters ‘leave 
the expert in no doubt about the hu. 
manity of Pithecanthropus. The 
brain is less in size than the smaliest 
known in any modern man or wo- 
man, but it possessed convolutions 
which mark the human brain. 

When Sir Arthur Smith Wood- 
ward described the forsil parts of 
Piltdown man he was so impressed 
by the ape-like features of the jaw, 
teeth and skull that he did not in- 
clude it in the human species but 
gave it the distinctive name Eoan- 
thropus. A study of the brain cast 
of Eoanthropus (dawn man) shows 
that he, too, must be counted alto- 
gether human. 

The brain of the Heidelberg man 
we do not yet know, but we are 
familiar with that of his descendant, 
Neanderthal man. When the fossil 
skull of Neanderthal man was first 
found, learned professors refused to 
look upon it as that of a human be- 
ing, because its eyebrow ridges were 
as massive as those on the forehead 
of a gorilla. Yet in size of brain 
Neanderthal man reached our mod- 
ern standard, 

Thus it will be seen that as we go 
dackward in time we find the world 
of mankind becoming not more sim- 
ple but more complex; the modern 
world is populated with human races 
or breeds which are but variations 
of the same type, whereas the popu- 
lation of the ancient world was 
broken up into different species and 
genera—just as different as the go- 
rilla is from the chimpanzee or the 
chimpanzee from the orang. 

But one thing holds true for all of 
‘hese ancient types of humanity; 
every one of them in size of brain 
and in structure of body was nearer 
akin to the anthropoid ape than is 
the lowest of living human races. 
Man has not only climbed the ladder 
of civilization or culture, but he has 
also ascended an anatomical or evo- 
lutionary ladder, and during the 
slow ascent from rung to rung has 
shed from his body the more patent 
characters of the ape and put on the 
qualities of higher humanity. 

We have been looking backward to 
the stage of evolution reached by 





man at the beginning of the Pieisto- 


cene perfod; the estimate of 100,000 
years given for that period is a 
gross underestimate, but it is well to 
be penurious in drawing drafts on 
the bank of time. Besides, 100,000 
is a convenient number to remember. 
If we apply the same scale of reck- 
oning to the geological period which 
preceded the Pleistocene—the Pilio- 
cene—then we must make it twice as 
long, and if we go still further back 


in the geological history of the world ie 
to the Miocene period we must give |... 


it an allowance of five times that 
made for the Pleistocene. 

So far we have found only four of 
the early Pleistocene types of hu- 
manity; there remain many others 
still to be discovered, and among 
them the fossil type, which in the 
comrse of time gave rise to modern 
races of mankind, for all of the types 
which have so far come to light seem 
to have ended in extinction. We 
cannot tell as yet how far up the 
evolutionary ladder the ancestor of 
modern man had reached at the 
dawn of the Pleistocene period, but 
we may safely infer he was not much 
in advance of types which were his 
unsuccessful contemporaries. Our 
search for the fossil remains of 
Pliocene man has so far failed. 

We have yet to trace the evolution- 
ary progress of man’s brain and body 
to the limit where Pliocene strata 
fade into those of the Miocene period. 
When we turn the light of science 
on that period we find it to be the 
heydey of the great anthropoid ape 
In the world of today there are only 
three survivors—the orang in the 
forests of Borneo and Sumatra, the 
chimpanzee and the gorilla in. equa- 
torial Africa. 


Even in pre-Darwinian days the 
great anthropoids were regarded as 
nearer to man in structure and men- 
tality than any other form of anima! 
life, and all recent inquiry has con- 
firmed this view. We have already 
discovered fossil traces of at least 
ten kinds of great Miocene anthro- 
poids; we shall probably discover 
dozens more. When we penetrate 
the darkness which lies beyond the 
Miocene, we no longer meet with 
great anthropoid types, only with a 
small anthropoid of a_ primitive 
kind; we therefore infer that the 
great anthropoid came into existence 
during the earlier part of the Milo- 
cene period and that this type 
marked the highest form of life then 
in existence. 


The Anthropoid Miocene 


The Miocene world apparently 
knew not man; what his exact form 
then was the future will reveal, ‘but 
those who have sifted and weighed 
such evidence as is now available 
are convinced that his status was 
neither higher nor better than that 
ef an anthropoid. . 

We are therefore compelled to in- 
fer that the ladder by which the 
human family escaped from the an- 


thropoid bondage of the jungle to |x 
the opener life of incipient manhood 
stretches from late Miocene to early 
Pleistocene times.

vharm and homeliness not found in 
the other rooms. 

Before the brick oven a_ blue- 
garbed, cheerful cook was baking 
‘nuffins and pies, just as they had 
probably been baked by another cook 
«a century ago and more. Did the 
«Colonia fathers eat pie? A good fire 
was ©urning in the fireplace big 
enough almost to roast an ox. Oat- 
meal was bubbling in a pot hung over 
it, other breakfast food sizzling in 
pans. Wooden trenchers and pewter 
dishes were ranged in the cupboards. 
Here, too, the ceiling was beamed, 
and the floor planked with the good 
wide boards of thrifty builders. 

Each of the bedrooms of the inn 
has a story connected with it. In 
one slept Lafayette. Leading off his 
room is a tiny chamber only large 
enough to hold a bed; here his valet 
slept. There is also a Washington 
room. The records do not show that 
Washington actually slept in the inn, 
although it is known that he often 
stopped there on his trips. 

Two rooms there are that are not 
furnished in the Colonial style. One 
is the Edison room, which is kept 
for Edison alone. The furniture 
there is of the period of the year 
Edison was born. The other is the 
Longfellow room, with furniture of 
the poet’s birth. It was Longfellow 
who made this inn famous with his 
“Tales of a Wayside Inn." 

In the Colonia] bedrooms all man- 
ner of Colonial antiques are found— 
a four-poster bed, the trundle bed 
that slides under the mother-and- 
father bed, old hook rugs, pewter 
wash bowls and pitchers, old hat 
boxes (one three-cornered), old rush 
candles, gate-leg tables and butterfly 
tables and Bible boxes. 


Molyneux’s Testimonial 


Downstairs, across the hall from 
the barroom, is the sitting room or 
parlor, where the men mentioned by 
Longfellow in his Tales sat around 
the fireplace and spun their yarns. 
This is a vastly more dignified place 
than the humble kitchen. An oN 
grandfather clock stands in the cor- 
ner, a bureau desk owned by Daniel 
Webster opposite that. The walls 
are lined with pictures of American 
poets and essayists of the early nine- 
teenth century. A touch of Colonial 
atmosphere in this room is a bit of 
framed glass on which are scratched 
the following lines: 


What do you think? 
This is good ‘drink, 
Although you may not know it. 
If not in haste, 
Do stop and taste, : 
Your merry pranks will show 

~ June 24, 1774. Wm. Molyneuz. 


According to the story told, Wif- 
liam Molyneux, a wealthy young 
Colonial, scratched it on the window 
with his diamond ring while he was 
staying at the inn to which he had 
come for temporary shelter. sd 

A room in which Mr. Ford takes 
great interest is the ballroom. Here 
the old-fashioned square dances are 
given when Mr. Ford comes to Sud- 
bury. In one corner is the fiddlers’ 
stand. The seats are built against 
the walls and open up for storing 
clothes. Tin. chandeliers, today 
wired but still retaining the ap- 
pearance of old, light the room: Old- 
fashioned pictures hang on the 
walls. ; 

There is a good deal more, of 
course, to this old inn: old furniture, 
old rugs, old prints, and, best of all, 
there is a charming old spirit. This 
is a Colonial museum, but in atmos- 
phere it is a live tavern. There is 
@ smell] about it that you get in an 
old farmhouse, a mixture of old 
wood,’ old cider, old farm utensils. 
Lucky the person who can spend a 
few days in this place. The third 
floor, which has three single and 
four double rooms, is open to pay- 
ing guests. j 

The schoolhouse, the wool-carding 
mill and the blacksmith shop have 
net yet been added to the Colonial 
buildings that will complete the 
group. The grist mill, a gray-stone 
building, rises within sight of the 
Its interior is not yet finished. 
Near it runs a young river whose 





water doubtless will supply. the 
power to turn the mill. A short dis- 
tance from the grist mill the waiter 
found the saw mill, located by its 
high-singing note. = 

Mr, Ford is thorough. It is easy 
to understand why he should wish 
to have the inn and its surrounding 
buildings true to the Colonial note, 
but it is a bit astonishing to find 
that he has his logs brought to the 
saw mill in Colonial fashion. A yoke 
of oxen, hitched to an old sledge did 
the work. The oxen were teamed 
ap by a Wooden yoke. The tips of 
their horns were brass-capped. The 
large chestnut logs which they drew 
were lifted on to improvised log 
rollers on stilts and rolled down to 
the men at the sawing machine. 
The whole ensemble, the oxen, the 
sledge, the rollers, made a picture 
entirely out of keeping with twen- 
tieth century life, certainly out of 
keeping with life as it is known in 
Mr. Ford’s factories. 

An old Yankee watching the men 


at work was asked what he thought 
about the whole thing. He rubbed 
his chin contemplatively. 

**It’s all right, I reckon,"’ he said. 
| **It gives these men work to do. It 
amuses Mr. Ford. Other rich men 
get other hobbies. 1 reckon his is 
about the healthiest, even if 1. don't 
see what it’s all about. It ain't up 
to me to approve or disapprove, but 
here he’s got from 2,500 to 3,000 
acres of. good farm lahd, the best 
there is around here. It seems to 
me he ought to do something with it, 
make things grow. Maybe I'm 
wrong, but I sure hate to see farm 
land goin’ to waste for nothin’. 

This certainly is a man after Mr. 
Ford’s own heart, for the Ford’ 
plants are famous for their elimina- 
tion of waste. Perhaps therein may 
be found the reason for Mr. Ford’s 
interest in this colonial hobby of his, 
a turning aside from the efficiency 
of his shops to a period when men 
were less efficient and perhaps more

seemed every reason to expect that 
as long a3 every one ran true to form 
the whole popniation might be wiped 
out in cold blood without the embar- 
rassment of a single hanging. Un- 
fortunately for this view there were 
some in Williamson who became 
tired of voting the same old moral 
ticket. There are always some rad- 
icals who just have to bolt the party. 

This famous feud was a bitter and 
long-drawn-out fight between four 
main and several. auxiliary families, 
Democrats versus Republicans. The 
intensity with which they held their 
political opinions out there is demon- 
strated by the four main causes of 
the vendetta—-a card zame, a woman, 
oats and a dog fight. Of these, only 
the oats matter calis for further com- 
ment. Cards, women and dogs have 
long been incendiary to smoldering 
political feelings. In the case of the 
oats, they were raised by one man 
on another’s property, and the dis- 
pute arose over the division of the 
crop between them. There was a 
deal of running around the barn with 
guns, but no one was hurt. 

There were several riots until the 
Bulliners and the Hendersons, the 
Russells and the Crains couldn't pass 
the time of day without fighting over 
it. The notable thing in these early 
skirmishes was that ‘‘talking big*’ 
didn’t produce a single corpse. When 
a Bulliner said to a Henderson, “I 
reckon ye're lookin’ fer someun to 
lambaste ya,’’ and the Henderson re- 
torted, “C'mon, lam right in and see 
what ya git,” nothing much ever 
happened. Men didn’t die in open 
combat. That didn’t square with the 
ethics of the vendetta. 

This went on for about five years, 
and during that time Williamson was 
true to its past, with but a single 
slip. The State’s Attorney had the 
rioters arrested four times. The 
first occasion amounted to nothing 
more than a convenient get-together 
for the warring factions. The in- 
formation was quashed, as it was in 
the three successive arrests. Then 
‘came a fifth round-up, and the slip 
was a single conviction. The rest 
were acquitted. 

The actual killings started when 
George Bulliner was murdered from 
ambush by some one who was never 
punished. To shoot from conceal- 
ment became the accepted method 
and the vendetta was on in earnest. 
They waylaid each other on the road; 
they shot each other at night 
through open windows; they hid in 
the underbrush at the edge of the 
cornfield. They started with pistols 
and ended by favoring the shotgun. 

- But all that part of it is not so im- 
portant as the indigenous, William- 
sonian idea of what it was ‘‘to make 
the punishment fit the crime.” This 
idea was put to the test at the three 
murder trials of the vendetta. At 





the first it was triumphant. The

trial was stampeded. The State’s | 
Attorney, frightened out of his wits, | 
fled from the court room by the back 
way. The prisoner was deciared not , 
guilty by the Court. The friends of: 
the prisoner rushed up to him, | 
pushed a pistol into his hands and | 
ran with him to the street, where, 
horse; were waiting. Away they! 
went in a cloud of dust to continue ; 
the vendetta! | 

The second trial was ee) 
The prisoner proved an alibi and the 
case was dismissed. After this no 
murderer took the trouble to flee the 
country. None, that is, until we 
come to the central figure of the 
third trial. His crimes were too cold- 
blooded for even that hardened citi- 
zenry, and he decided that a vaca- 
tion in Missouri would be good for | 
his health. But several hardy souls | 
took the law into their own hands inj 
a wholly unexpected fashion. They 
had wearied ot the Williamson way 
and bolted the ticket. One of them 
went to Missouri and brought the 
culprit back. 

Marshall Crain was the prisoner’s 
name. He pleaded guilty and threw 
himself on the mercy of the Court. 
The Court pronounced him guilty and 
condemned him to be hanged. It was 
an unusual thing. an astounding 


with surprise and intense curiosity at 
this extraordinary turn in events. 
And little wonder; the first and only 
death sentence of the long vendetta 
had been pronounced. : 
Improvised Artillery 

Between the time of the sentence 
and the execution there was a certain 
amount of burlesque at the jail. Crain 
very nearly cut his way out through 
the roof of his prison. The day and 
night guards were doubled. Then he ; 
made a “gun” out of a tin can and 
tried to shoot one of his accomplices, 
also a prisoner. He explained that 
he diin’t want to shoot the man, 
really; he “only wanted to shoot 
above his head and have him break . 
his neck jerking back.’’ At last he 
was hanged. ‘ 

Prison sentences were imposed on 
two of Crain's accomplices, and these 
desperate méasures~ terminated the 
vendetta. All the punishment was 
meted out to one side. The other: 
camp went free, & la mode.

The Machuca Gallery

too fragile to be handled more than 
is necessary."’

painted walls--in metropolitan areas, 
at least—have tended to crowd out 
the use of wallpaper; but the revivai 
of early American furniture de- 
veloped a need for appropriate back- 
ground.

Asa substitute for 
the genuine material in wall decora- 
tion, wallpaper was also used to imi- 
tate stucco and tile, marble, drap- 
eries and even statuary.

O sooner had the spectacular 
revival of ‘‘H. M. 8. Pinafore’’ 
settled down at the Century,

the well-bred Captain .of the Pina- 
fore, than Winthrop Ames brought 
**Iolanthe’’ to the Plymouth in a re- 
vival that merits the highest com- 
miendation. Not content with bringing 
to life again the lines and n easures of 
this exquisite opera, Mr. Ames has in 
every respect matched the genius of 
Gilbert and Sullivan with genius ‘in 
producing. At this late date one need 
mot strum the lyre in praise of the 
book and score of ‘‘Iolanthe’’; the. 
Gilbert and Sullivan cabal, whose local 
membership list is the directory, of 
New York City, requifes no instruc- 
tion’ ini the versatility. of ‘‘The ‘Peer 
and the Peri,” with its wealth of non- 
sense and imagination. It is more to 
the point to say that’ Mr. Ames‘ has 
fmterpreted the piece perfectly; and, 
as the transfixed peers sigh in the 
presence of Phyllis, 
Ob, rapture! how beautiful!

HAT bridge across the Hudson 
which every one has been read- 
ing about for years still shows 
its mighty arches and majestic | 

spans only on paper. Perhaps,.40 one 
chronicler of Sam Jaffe’s life, who 
also doubles as his play’s press agent, 
makes bold to suggest, this is because, 
after two years at the Columbia 
School of Engineering, where Mr. 
Jaffe studied to become a_ bridge 
builder, he decided to give up engi- 
neering and go into the theatre. He is 
far from the first young man to make 
s0 momentous a decision, but he is 
among the few who have not slunk 
back to building bridges or attempting 
even such lesser feats of engineering 
as sinking sewers in Queens after two 
or three years upon the stage, 

During his formative years, which 
may be said roughly to include all 
his life up to the age of 18,. Mr. 
Jaffe’s bridge-building inclinations 
were strong within him, for one finds | 
him, evidently of his own free will and 
volition, attending the College of the 
City of New York, where he received 
ea B. S. degree in 1912. Thence, with 
his mind on the crying need for better 
bridges and with his head full of. the 
history of Eads, he started forthe 
Columbia School of Engineering. 
Once there a vague restlessness grad- 
wally ensued. Jaffe wasn’t so sure. 
about this wanting to build bridges, 
but he did have a desire to act. 
Whether this resulted from a chance 
visit to the theatre, from a reading of 
Variety or from a Robert W. Cham- 
bers novel of the stage has never been 
definitety established. 

The outcome, however, was that one 
of America’s most promising if embry- 
onic bridge builders accepted. the offer 
of Grace Griswold to becomé a mem- 
ber of the Theatre Workshop. In 
1915 he went from this organization 
to the then functioning Washington 
Square Players, which company, feel- 
ing that travel might broaden him in 
go far as his histrionic talents were 
eoncerned, sent Jaffe on tour with a 
troupe giving a repertory of ohe-act 
plays.

The cinema 
in the meanwhile claimed him for 
sdme special work and his coffers were 
kept comfortably filled with that me- 
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ST what happens to the ipiolicows 
Lawlors, the Tommy Browns, the 
Georgina Tildens and the other 
stage prodigies when they grow 

up?’ Do they change their vocations 
with their voices? Do they recite 
stilted business speeches instead of a 
playwright’s lines? Are they inspired 
into brilliant bursts of oratory by 
rows of Florida lots rather than by 
rows of theatregoers? 

It is a theatrical tradition that prod- 
igies do not amount to much once they 
become of age. However, in ‘‘Pom- 
eroy’s Past,’’ the Clare Kummer com- 
edy which arrived last week at the 
Longacre, there is a trinity of child 
performers who-refate such a belief 
and answer the above not imponder- 
able questions.’ They are, from left to 
right, Ernést Truex, Laura. Hope 
Crews and Eielen Chandler. They made 
their stage débuts at the age of five, 
four and nine, respectively, but not, 
it should be added for the more cas- 
yal readers and theatregoers, at the 
same time. 

Ernest Truex was a child actor when 
Wallace Eddinger, Joseph Santley and 
James Gleason were little Lord Faun- 
tleroys in various migratory com- 
panies of that play. Truex lent his in- 
fantile charm and insouciance to that 
réle and was one of the best known 
Fauntleroys of his time, a distinction, 
indeed, in these days when class bar- 


{riers have been all but wiped out. But 


he would carry this, honor lightly since 
he had been playing other parts years 
before he assumed the curls and velvet 
trousers. Fauntleroy. was a lark to a 
player who had been the best five- 
year-old Hamlet of his day. 

Edwin Melvin, who played*the First 
Grave Digger to the Hamlet of Bar- 
rett, was responsible for Truex’s stage 
appearance. The Shakespearean actor 
had been left friendless and stranded 
in Richard Hill, Mo. It was Dr. Truex, 
father of Ernest, who cured the actor 
of illness and helped him organize a 
school. Truex fils was a pupil, and 
it was there, listening to his instruc- 
tor recite ifi the grandiose manner of 


‘| the veteran actor whole passages of 


Shakespeare, that he learned to‘mem: 
orize séctions of ‘*‘Hamlet,’’ 
‘Richard ‘III,’’**‘Romeo and Juliet,’’ 
and ‘other favorites of his teacher. 

The organization of a juvenile the- 
atrical company was inévitable. It was 
formed by the actor-pedagogue who 
played the Ghost to the Hamlet of his 
five-year-old pupil. The drama was 
presented—not entirely in modern 
dress—at the’ Richard Hill Opera 
House and was probably . Ernest 
Truex’s biggest hit. 

Once he had performed before ‘an 
audience, nothing could stop : Truex 
from. acting. He organized a. team 
with a-girl named Helen Fairlamb who 
was also a local -child-wonder and 
toured, the Middle West presenting 
scenes from -classices and doing imita- 
tions, 

Having thus become a professional 
actor young Truex cailéd on O,. D. 
“Woodward, who was preparing an 
elaborate production of ‘‘Quo Vai 


Truex was cast for Little Aulie. He 
played with the company for several 
years portraying such boy parts as 
Little Willie in ‘‘East Lynne,’’ Little 
Lord Fauntleroy, and the messenger 
boy in ‘‘The Still Alarm.”’ 

At the age of 12 he served his ap- 
prenticeship in stock. One of his 
schools was the Jane Ochre stock 
‘company, principaled by Hale Hamil- 
ton, ‘Another was the Bellows stock 
company, and among Truex’s fellow- 
Students were such scholars as Bruce 
McRae, Fred’ Perry, Théodore Rob- 
erts, Blanche Bates, Henrietta Cros- 
man and. Dougias Fairbanks. The 
assistant. stage manager was & youlg 
man pamed Cecil de Mille, who seems 
now to be connected in some capacity 
or other with the movies, as one of 
the older generation. of the films. 

Laura Hope Crews has heen on the 
stage all but six years of her life. 
Four wére the years of babyhood and 
tho other two were in her "teens, 
when she was a trifle too old te play 
¢hild parts, and not old enough for 
ingénue réjes. The latter offstage’ pe- 
riod was perforce spent in school. 

Even before she was four years old, 
Miss Crews had a knowledge of the 
theatre. Her mother was a member 
of the old California stock company. 
in San Francisco, She played until a 
short time before the birth of her 
daughter and returned to the stage 
very soon after the event.

“Macbeth’’ with Lionel Barrymore. 

For one so young Miss Chandler has

stars. She was with Henry Miller 
and Ruth Chatterton in “Daddy-Long- 
Legs,’’ was the original Marjorie 
Jones in ‘*Penrod,’’ and with Pedro 
de Cordoba in ‘‘Light of the World,’’ 
the Passion Play which Robert Milton 
presented, She also appeared with 
Maclyn Arbuckle in ‘Daddy Dump- 
lings’’—and all this between the ages 
of 9 and 13. | 

Then followed two years at the Ben-— 
nett School, and afterward she -re- 
turned to the more or less Broadway 
stage.

Dick Deadeye because he has been 
playing it all his life. All his life, 
that is, since the age of 10. Going 
back a decade and considering him 
from the beginning, then, it may be 
recorded that this particular exponent 
of Gilbert and Sullivan was born in 
Syracuse. His father was the super- 
intendent of a Syracuse department 
store and made many business trips 
to New York. He usually attended 
the Broadway theatrical productions 
and so it speaks poorly for the good 
old days to record that he intended 
his son for the law. 

The boy, however, had a sister with 
a voice, who was studying singing 
with no less a personage than Er- 
minia Rudersdorff, mother of Richard 


‘Mansfield. And so the: theatrical 


germ was planted in the family and 
nursed into activity by a juvenile per- 
formance of ‘‘Pinafore,’’ which . was 
then in one of its periodical New York 
engagements.

Cyrano’ s Dulcet Tones

\adat which throngs of players are 
seen, the ‘film conception of 
“Cyrano de Bérgerac’’ really 
eannot compéte with the stage version. 
Elere we have‘a gentleman who is a 
@wordsman par excellence, a poet, a 
man of grekt courage who is faithful 
to the last, a fellow with a nose which 
fs not only hideous but ridiculous, If 
€yrano were a fool you would always 
‘be conscious of his upturned, twisted 
mose, but as he is a poet, a graceful 
thomme du monde, you find yourself 
gradually forgetting his ugliness in 





“your pleasure over his beautifully ex- 


pressed poetic thoughts. 

The poetry ‘one can appreciate in 
the scréen version through the sub- 
titles,“but the pictorial conception, 
worthy as it is with the embellish- 
ments of natural color and impressive 
crowds where they are necessary, is 
f#orely handicapped by not being able 
to give one the least idea of the man’s 
pleasant voice. Had Cyrano’s utter-

it did. in the footlights production. In 
“ fact, Cyrano is endowed with such a 
wonderful flow of“language, so well- 
fntoned with the correct inflection, 
that this romantic character is men- 
tally summed up as that of a gentle- 
man with a grotesque proboscis and a 
most melodious voice. 

‘The film producers have manifested

current issue of Vanity Fair, Jim 
Tully, the hobo author, says among 
other things that Mr. Sennett is worth 
about $15,000,000 and that Mr. Sen- 
nett -has a keen sense of the ridiculous 
rather than of humor. 

‘‘Mack Sennett comes of Irish 
stock,’’ writes Mr. Tully. ‘‘His real 
name is Michael Sinnot. He was born 
in the Provinge of Quebec about fonty- 
seven years ago. He is 9 big man. 
. « « He has shrewd glints in his 
eyes. . . . His father was a black- 
smith.- The son, Michael, developed 
his immense shoulders by swinging a 
sledge in his parent’s second-rate 
blacksmith shop.”’ 

Mr, Tully goes on to say that as a 
lad Sennétt sang in the choir of a 
Catholic church. 

‘“‘We find something of the cynic in 
Sennett,’’ writes Mr. Tully, ‘‘so far 
as his career can be traced. With 
Griffith in the early Biograph days, 
when he was an extra player, he con- 
sidered Mary Pickford ‘affected.’ He 


said that Florence Lawrence, an early 
star, ‘talks baby talk.’ . . Evi- 
dently the years taught him that baby 
talk has its place. For he later pro- 
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vided _ marvelous futures for beauties 
who have never talked anything else. 
Sennett, dissatisfied as an. extra 
player under Griffith, once talked to 
him about his future.

Thirty Years Ago First. 
Movie Amazed Throngs 





HE thirtieth anniversary -of 
motion pictures as a theatre- 
exhibition form of entertain- 
ment will, according to Will H. 

Hays’s office, occur next Tuesday. 
The motion picture made its début 
before an amazed assemblage of New 
Yorkers in Koster & Bial’s Music Hall, 
Broadway and Thirty-fourth Stfeet, 
on the night of April 27, 1896. It 
was a jumpy, scratchy, flickering 
series of images that were projected 
on a canvas sheet following a pro- 
gram of ‘‘variety” acts, as they were 
then called. A good deal of turbulent 
water has run under the bridge since 
that time. There were few automo- 
biles in those days, and almost all of 
them were foreign made. Henry Ford 
Was an obscure mechanic in Detroit. 
The safety bicycle was still a rela- 
tively. new ‘thing, and riding on it, 
single or tandem, was the chief diver- 
sion in America. 

“Daisy Bell’? then was a popular 
song, and jazz was unknown. There 
was no. such thing as practical wire- 
less telegraphy, much less radio. Golf 


was played by a few persons who 


were scoffed at for chasing the little 
ball over the so-called links. Women’s 
hair and skirts were long, and cigars 
and cigarettg, could. be bought for a 
nickel and a suit of clothes might be 
had for $15. The safety razor was 
unheard-of and whiskers were quite 
popular: Grover Cleveland was Presi- 
dent, and the Spanish-American War 
occurred two years later. Such was 
the scene when the “Vitascope’’. made 
its bow. 

The spectators were said to have 
gasped with astonishment when they 
beheld the first motion pictures. They 
burst into applause and loud cheers 
as a shaft of light pierced the dark- 
ened theatre, struck the screen, and 
there was revealed the familiar and 


‘popular figure of Annabelle Moore, a

ITH the deluge of opera and 
concerts abated, it is pos- 
sible for those ‘who . etite 
about such events during the 


geason to look up from the pad and 
pen, take a long breath, and discover: 


‘the ideas of others who may formu- 


. late opinions in quiet‘and leisure, and 


‘even mull over proofs and alter them 
according to fancy. A rather striking 
symptom of one of the’ musical cur- 
rents of the time is the attention given 
on miany sides to the question of the 
gcales that we base our music upon, 
and whether these scales are to en- 
dure in their old forms, or whether 
an: overthrow of existing systems and 
theories of tone relationship is immi- 
nent. Some writers think that it is. 
‘Others advance substantial reasons 
which are, to say the least, comfort- 
ing, in affirming that all the centuries 
have’ amassed is not lost, and even 


- likely to continue to form the back- 


ground and basis ‘of future musical 
expression. 

In the current issue of Modern 
Music, Paul Pisk acclaims the passing 
of what he calls the ‘‘tonal era.’’ 
There must be a complete independ- 
ence, one from the other, of the twelve 
tones that make the scale, and the 
relinquishment of key-centres about 
which chords and tones are clustered. 
The escape will not come, however, 
with the experiments now going for- 
ward on many sides to subdivide 
the scale into quarter-tones. Mr. Pisk 
sees here an effort merely to bolster 


‘up the existing. systeffi.” Keep the 


half-tones and whole-tones as’ mile- 
posts and permit the existence in the 
spaces between them of nuances of 
pitch and color that have not hereto- 
fore been available to the composer, 
and spare the old fundamental con- 
cepts of harmony! This, as Mr, Pisk 
rightly observes, would. only be a 
shading and refinement. of what-has 
‘been done by classic and modern 
masters, and not in any sense a new 
departure, or discovery of a tonal 
realm with new expressional possibili- 
ties. According to this writer, Johann 
Matthias Hauer and Arnold Schinberg 


“. are the two composers who have had 


the courage. and originality’ to strike 
out in a fresh direction, ‘‘It is too 
early to decide whether this develop- 
Ment will lead to altogether new con- 
cepts of musical form, or whether evo- 
lution tends, as seéms likely at pres- 
ent, toward a quick overthrow: of 
tonality, or whether, after the usual 
pendulum-like reaction, another half, 
eentury will be. occupied with transi- 
tion forms from. the old. to the new 
principle of. structure.. But no,;one 
with a sense of historical development 


can fail to see that the epoch of the 


natural seven-tone ‘scale in music—the 
tonal epoch—is undoubtedly approach- 
ing its end.’’ 


In The Musical Quarterly, Albert 
Wellek unintentionally rejoins, on 
rather broader grounds. The quartér- 
tone system totally suppres. the 
**pure’’ system of tuning. ‘In this 
Wwe recognize a fundamental esthetic 
misconception. Not without r: son 
did Music pursue the path from More 
to Less.

If I 
myself have never attained atonality 
in my music, I have nevertheless 
shared (but only during a period of 


short duration, it is true) this ‘op-. 


tical error.’ But that. which might 
have seemed momentarily, in the haze 
created by this spiritual ailing, the 


supreme future ‘of music, rather 
proved to be, but @ short time later, 
the end of a cycle. Atonality is merely 
the last convulsion of the great evolu- 
tion of romanticism.’’ 

Mr. Casella’s conclusion’ is: slightly 
ironical. ‘‘But nothing happens with- 
out a purpose. The harmonic crisis 
was inevitable. Since it is over, let 
us forget its inconveniences, and let 
us contemplate but the amount. of 
beauty that it was able to bring about. 

**Besides, it is quite possible that the 
‘library rats’ who will essay, in eight 
or ten centuries, with the aid of some 
precious vestiges to reconstruct. the. 
physiognomy of our present art, will 
find, in comparitig the music of Bee- 
thoven with that of our present day, 
no more difference than we have found 
in our comparison of the music of the 
tenth and twelfth centuries. And none 
of ‘these future and intrepid scholars 
will be able to conceive that there 
took place—in the first quarter of the 
twentieth century—a serious and 
deeply felt quarrel between the parti-

England Recalls Burney 





E two hundredth anniversary of 

Dr. Charles. Burney’s birth was 

celebrated. by the Londoners’ 
Circle at the Roval Hospital, Chelsea, 
April 12. Dr. Burney was organist at 
the. Royal Hospital from 1783 till his 
death in 1814. He was buried in the 
Royal Hospital Cemetery. Dr. John- 
son loved Burnéy, but cared very lit- 
tle for music. Burney narrowly 
missed being mdde Master of the 
King's Musick, but he does not owe 
his ‘fame to his compositions, vocal, 
orchestral, operatic or ecclesiastical, 
nor to the great anthem with which 
he took his degree as Doctor of Music 
at Oxford. ‘“‘His fame,” said The 
London Times, ‘‘rests on his History 
of Music, which he began while he 
was organist at King’s Lynn, Norfolk, 
and completed thirty years later, in 
1789. Its scope was extensive. It 
began with the Hebrews, Egyptians, 
Greeks, included the Abyssinians and 
came down to the Italian operas of his 
own time. Dr. Burney collected the 
material for years and traveled in 
France, Germany, Italy and Austria 
to-discever f.esh sources of informa< 
tion, In his book he. laid the founda- 
tion-of-all subsequent English works 
on the history of music.’’ 
father of the noted Fanny Burney and 
a special favorite with the distin+ 
guished men of his day. He counted 
among his close friends Dr. Johnson, 
Burke, Reynolds, Garrick and Horace 
Walpole. 


The Cairngorm Mountains in Scot- 
land are credited with harboring musi- 
cal ghosts. Hugh D. Welsh, who, with 
his brother, spends part of his Sum- 
mer each year outdoors on Ben Mac- 
dhui, has discovered the sources of 
this ghostly music. One day as they 
had been scrambling over the frocks 
and cliffs, conscious of musical cries 
and notes, both distant and near at 
hand, they took shelter beneath a cliff 
from the stiff breeze. ‘Now we caught 
the sound of long notes, some high- 
pitched, some low, as of voices sing- 
ing. They sounded loud and near, 
but we were well aware no human 
beings were within a mile of us. 
Through it all was the blaring and 
wailing of wind and string instru- 
ments... 

“By dint of careful searching we at 
fast got to the bottom of the mystery 
and laid the ghosts. The whole thing 
was caused by the wind blowing in 
cracks and funnels in the rocks and 
crags. The clefts were taking the part 
of organ pipes, each giving out a 
separate note. We were able to tracé 
many of the notes to their respective 
sources, At a distance the rising and 
falling in. volume wag due to wind 
eddies. and currents, and this, com- 
bined with the sound of falling and 
rushing water, blended the whole 
thing into the most pleasing combina- 
tions. Notwithstanding our discovery, 
the sounds were always a peculiar 
pleasure to us and had a wonderfully 
soothing influence.’’

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Piano Composers of Spain - 





PANISH piano composers afe the 
subject of an’ article by Dr. Al- 
fred Reiff in the Neue Musik- 
Zeitung of March.

ICHARD STRAUSS’S correspon- 
R dence with Hugo von Hofmanns- 

thal has been published by the 
Zsolnay publishing house of Berlin, 
Vienna and Leipsic. Most of the let- 
ters are by von Hofmannsthal, who 1s 
more expansive fhan Strauss, Richard 
Strauss deals exclusively with the 
practical side of his music. The 400 
letters date 1907 to 1918, the years 
of intensive collaboration on ‘‘Der 
Rosepkavalier,’’ ‘‘Ariadne’’ and ‘Die 
Frau ohne Schatten.’’.

NE of the worthiest forms of good 
music is community singing and 
the practice in general of choral 

music by bodies of people who have 
come together from need and love of 
the art and not ‘for purposes of com- 
mercialism or ‘individual gain. <A 
movement of this kind which has 
done and is doing much good in this 
city is the People’s Chorus, directed 
by L. ‘Camilieri, which gives a con- 
cert next Tuesday night ip Carnegie 
Hall, with a program and soloists an- 
nounced ' elsewhere. 
The People’s Chorus was organized 
in 1916. The numbers of. the chorus 
were small. ‘The popularity of the’ 
work quickly spread. In the begin- 
ning the movement was supported by 
the efforts of its founder assisted by 
the faithful support of a small group 
of friends. The society now numbers 
500 active members, who meet regu- 
larly in rehearsal. -In December, 1924, 
a committee was formed with Mrs. 
Dudley Milbank as active Chairman to 
assist Mr. Camilierl in the continu- 
ance and development of the move- 
ment, Dr. Henry van Dyke is Hon- 
ofary Chairman: of the committee. 
The People’s Chorus of New York 
was ‘incorporated in 1925.

THROUGHOUT THE COUNTRY 





AMES ran out long ago in the 

Christening of American cities, 

towns and villages. —- That is why 
the city fathers of Winchester, Va., 
want to acquire the old stone gate- 
ways, through which, according to the 
letter in which the proposal was ont- 
lined to the City Councihk of Winches- 
ter, England, ‘“‘the Kings of Old Eng- 
land rode-to war from the seat of their 
government.’’ 

Winchester, Va., hopes sus to dis- 
tinguish itself from the’ Winchesters 
of nineteen other Sttaes. Could it get 
those gates, it would surely be remem- 
bered by those who tour the Valley of 
Virginia. Winchesters might come 
without 
endangering the prestige of ‘‘Win- 
chéster-with-the-gates.’' The Virginia 
town does not seem to take into con- 
sideration the risk Winchester, Eng- 
land, might then run, as international 
travel increases, of losing its own 
identity among the numerous bearers 
of its name. 

Again, because names ran out,. an 
aged citizen of New York was found 
the other day wandering in somewhat 
of a daze down the main street of a 
New Jersey town of some 4,000 inhab- 
itants, inquiring for the White House 
and the President. Buying his ticket 
from a Hoboken depot. agent, the trav-

Only a few weeks 
before this an elderly woman had 
made the same mistake, remaining in 
Washington, N.J., an entire day be- 
fore she found it was not Washing- 
ton, D.C.

Bven at that, Washington is not the

States. Franklin takes the lead, with 
representatives in thirty States. Of 
Madisons there are twenty-six besides 
Wisconsin's-capital. - Lincolns number 
twenty-five, scattered all over . the 
Union. -There is even ‘a Lincoln in 
Alabama; the heart of the South. Con- 
sidering the brief while since the Civil 
War President lived, Lincolns will 
likely be legion by the time he has 
been dead a hundred years. 


Buffaloes Far_From Extinct. 


People may travel ‘afar to settle 
themselves, but they cling with fond 
tenacity to names they knew ‘back 
home.” Of the 10,000 or so places in 
‘the United States large enough to 
have a post office, more than half 
share their names with others, and 
many occur over and over again. Say 
Buffalo hereabouts, and a large city 
in the western part of New York 
State is pictured. But say Duffalo 
elsewhere, and it may mean anything 
from a tiny village up. There are 
Buffalos in almost every Middle West- 
ern State, as far toward the Pacific 
Coast as Wyoming. The East has 
another in Pennsylvania and in the 
South they appear in South Carolina, 
Alabama, Kentucky and Tennessee.

mean Texas as well as California.

+ Only the absence of “‘h’’ on-the end 
of the name saves more than half a 
dozen Pittsburgs from confusion with 
the city. of smoky fame. In the 
United States there are a score or 
tmofe each of: Danvilles, Lexingtons, 
Kingstons, Daytons, Chesters, Clay- 
tons, Newports, Cantons and Center- 
villes. 


Others Named By Optimists. 


That hope springs eternal in the 
naming of rising communities is evi- 
denced in the fifteen United States 
Hopes, and the twenty-four others 


City feunders’ seem’ partial; too, to 
Arcadia and Paradise; and the Amer- 
ican spirit goes forward in seventeen 
Independences and nineteen Colum- 
bias. Qne may mention: ‘‘going to 
Princeton” with twenty-three places 
in mind, all of them unconnected with 
the university. He may get his edu- 
eation in seven Harvards and eleven 
Yales without even experiencing col--. 
lege. He may even try Heidelberg 
without going further than Kentucky 
or Mississippi; and Oxford is easily 
accessble from almost any part of the 
United “States. 

The New Yorker may claim that he 
commutes to Florida, but his Florida 
is merely a town a few,miles qaway; 
likewise California is found in’ Iowa, 
Kentucky, Maryland, Missouri, Ohio 
and Pennsylvania, as well as in the 
land of sunshine, flowers and movie 
queens. One may buy fickets cheaply 
to alluring sounding places within 
easy reach of home. ‘The -West Vir- 
ginian may visit Alaska in his own 
State and both Alabama and Louisi- 
ana offer Bermuda, 

Everyday American journeys often 
sound like tours of European capitals. 
Paris, for instance, does not always 
mean fashion’s capital, for Paris flour- 
ishes in Texas, Maryland, Michigan, 
Tennessee, Virginia and nine» other 
States, as well as fh France. Berlin 
occurs in this country seventeen times, 
Athens fifteen and Rome fourteen. 
Genoas, Dublins, Warsaws, Londons, 
Edinburgs, Madrids and  Belfaats 
abound. Even Brussels and Prague 
are’ not overlooked. One may tread 
the ‘streets of Cairo in Georgia, Iili- 
nois, Missouri, Nebraska, New York, 
Ohio, Oklahoma and West Virginia. 

Italy is found in Texas.and Spain in 
Sotth Dakota. Florida and South 
Carolina have their Switzerland, and 
Norway and Sweden are the property 
of many States. - Babylon, Nineveh, 
Troy and Carthage are neighbors in 
New York, and Nazareth is within 
walking distance of Bethlehem in 
Pennsylvania. The Biblical -term 
“from Dan to Beersheba’’ means in 
the United States a jatnt from Ken- 
tucky into Tennessee. 

The most ‘disastrous mistake, per- 
haps, in the confusion “of locality 
names would befall the Portland-bound 
traveler if, setting out for Maihe, he 
arrived in Oregon. ‘ Or he might be 
put‘off at a Score of towns in between. 
But he whose destination is New York 
need have no fear. . America’s metrop- 
olis is the one and only New York.

COLLEGE GETS LAFAYETTE RELICS 





Books, Papers and Engravings Collected by W. C. Crane Go to 
Institution Named After Famous French. General 


AFAYETTE COLLEGE, which 
was chartered in 1826 and 
named in honor of the French 

nobleman who served in the Ameri- 
can Revolutionary War, has just re- 
ceived one of the finest collections of 
engraved. portraits, pictures and au- 
tograph letters dealing with Lafayette 
and his times.ever gathered together 
in this country. Among more than 
1,000 items are included -approxi- 
mately five hundred steel and copper 
engraved portraits and some early 
lithographs of Lafayette; more than 
one hundred engravings of French of- 
ficers who came to this country for 
service in the American Revolution 
chiefly through ‘the influence of 
Lafayette; many war scenes and 
other events in which Lafayette played 
@ prominent part both here and 
abroad. 

In addition to this material the value 
and interest of the -collection are 
further enriched by seventeen letters, 
some in Lafayette’s handwriting and 
others bearing his signdture. They 
are all written in French. 

Several. of the letters were written 
frpm the various camp headquarters 
of Lafayette while he was a General 
in the American Army. One _ bears 
the date of Dec, 1, 1777, at the camp | &28T@ 
Whitemarsh, and is directed to 
Major du Fouchet, a French officer 
at the headquarters of General Gates. 
It refers to war incidents, mentioning 
‘Washington and other Generals. The 
letter still bears the red sealing wax, 
with the imprint of the seal ring pre- 
sented to Lafayette by Washington, 
Lafayette was. then, only .20 years old, 
and although he had been in America. 
barely four. months. Congress --had 
conferred upon him: the rank of Major 
General and he was attached to Wash- 
ington’s staff. 

This Lafayette material . tareny 
comprised. the. collection: of .Warren 
Cady Crane. of this. city, The greater 
part of it was gathered together by 
Mr. Crane in Europe several. years 
ago.

Another famous artist, Tnomas Sully, 
painted Lafayette’s portrait in 1824-for/ 
the City..of Phi'..telphia, It is now 
in Indepéndencte Hall. It shows La- 
fayette leaning on a stout blackthorn 
cane, an object which.is also preserved 
by the city. An. earlier American ar- 
tist who painted Lafayette as he looked 
while in the Revolutionary Army was 
Charles Willson “Peale, who also 
painted Washington and other leaders.

To the Editor of The New York Times: b 


Utah commending ‘the protest of Bish- 
op Manning and 110 Bishops against 
the ratification~of*the treaty of Lau- |} 
sanne. This. letter is written with 
such an impressive -air of competence 
in. matters concerning the Near East 
that it has to be answered. 

The nator states that he was in 
Turkey last Summer and found un- 
answerable’ arguments against: the 
treaty. This is the way he found 
them in Turkey: He appeared in 
Constantinople during the latter part 
of July, stayed there for a week on 
the outside, proceeded to Angora, spent 
one business day in the Turkish cap- 
ital. He then continued to Adana by 
‘train, and thence to Syria. Senator 
King’s knowledge of Asia Minor, of 
the mentality of the people, of the 
economic situation, of the efforts of 
the Government is, in short, based on 
the birdseye view that railroad sta- 
tions afford the traveler. Unfortunate- 
ly, many cities in Asia Minor, among 
them the ancient capital Konia, are 
quite far from the railroad station.” 

The Senator states ‘‘Armenia was a 
Christian State hundreds of year ago. 
It was a Christian outpost and_main~ 
tained itself as a Christian - State 
against Mongolian invasion until after 
the fall of Constantinople.’ So many 
words, so many misstatements. The 
Armenian Kingdom ‘was. from the 
eighth to the tenth centtiry a. Chris- 
tian State, the Kings of which were 
rinvested by the Caliphs ‘in, Bagdad, a 
welcome buffer State against the By- 
zantines; then Armenia was overrun 
by the Seljuks in 1071; it was duly 
overrun by the Mongols in the thir- 
teenth century and depended. from 
the Mongol Ilkhan dynasty of Persia. 
Later the country was ruled by petty 
Mohammedan, Turkoman and Kurdish 
chieftains until finally Armenia came 
ynder Ottoman rule, Christianity was 
tolerated and subsisted. All these de- 
tails are tedious but have to be men- 
tioned in view of the statements of the 
Senator. , 

The Senator disposes of the petition 
signed by practically the whole Ameri- 
can colony in Constantinople by ‘call- 
ing these people who strongly: recom+ 
mend ratification *‘ a few persons en- 
gaged in trade and’a few teachers and 
missionaries. * * * Some have been 
there for many years and felt some- 
what out of touch with America and 
hwanted to remain.” A man like Presi- 
Perit Gates of Robert College has had 

a lifetime of experience in Near Bast- 
ern affairs. He has moré to say than 
Senator King.

The ‘‘New Turkey’’ Plea. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The jetter of Mr, Charles C, Cowell, 
in. behalf of the ratification of the 
Lausanne Treaty, requires some com- 
ments. The American opponents of 
the Lausanne Treaty are not animated 
by hatred or prejudice against Turkey. 
They ‘think that Turkey has had 
enough time to put its house in order, 
but it has not done so. The excellent 
correspondence of Mr. T. Walter Wil- 
liams, which you published yesterday, 
shows that the Turks are engaged 
merely in making it difficult for for- 
eign schools and business firms to con- 
tinue their activities. The upholders of 
Kemalist Turkey cannot ‘point to any 
actual progress. All that they contend 
is, as Mr. Williams quotes from Ad- 
miral Bristol, that ‘‘the problem will 
work itself out, and there will be a 
new Turkey in Europe which will sur- 
prise every one.” 

It is always ‘‘there will be @ new 
Turkey.’’ This has been repeated for 
centuries, but Turkey has not made 
any progress.- The American Colonists 
have, within a space of three cen- 
turies, become, on. this Continent, a 
mighty and prosperous nation of 110,- 
000,000 souls: The Turks have ruled 
in the Near East for 500\years, but 
with what result?’ Flourishing civili- 
zations have vanished, millions of 
Armenians and’ Greeks have been mas- 
sacred and even the. population’ of 
Turks themselves has dwindled to six 
or five millions. What John Fiske, 
the American historian, has written 
concerning the domination of the 
Turks will always remain true. He 
says; 

**‘The history of that domination has 
Ybeen a monotonous display of brute 
‘force, without any noble ulterior pur- 
pose which might redeem its vul- 
garity. “It is the history of a race 
politically unteachable and intellectu-

State Regulation of Railroads. 

All those interested in the solution of 
American railroad problems who read 
Judge Robert S. Lovett’s statement in 
THe New York Times of April 17 will 
no doubt feel greatly encouraged as to 
the future of railway consolidation and 
regulation. ‘His words, ‘‘Many States 
have corporate limitations which re- 
tard or prevent consolidations and a 
Federal law superseding these ‘is need- 
ed,’’ might easily convey the idea that 
State laws hinder hot only railway 
consolidation ‘but. effective railway 
regulation as well. Undoubtediy, 
Judge Lovett’s opinion is the opinion 
shared ‘by the railway executives of 
America as a whole, and such public 
utterances as his. are obviously creat- 
ing a deep public sentiment against 
our present policy of dealing with rail- 
way affairs. The many instances of 
overlapping of State and Federal reg- 
ulatory laws are common knowledge. 
The Shreveport ‘case “in Louisiana 
shows what discriminatory results 
may be brought about through the 
lack of a centralization of authority. 
The refusal of the Texas Railroad 
Commission to allow certain railroads 
to raise capital on their Texas lines 
for new construction elsewhere in the 
country shows how one State may 
rest the development of transportation 
facilities in many States. But the sig- 
nificance ofthese instances at the 


present time is that they show that 
what inefficient methods have done in 
regulating the railroads in the- past 
they may also do in consolidating the 
railroads in the future.

If 
the astute ‘financial * department of 
our Government desires to cover itself 
with. glory and this. nation’ with un- 
popularity and hatred I suggest they 
adopt the following procedure which 
the “severe terms made with Great 
Britain render feasible: 


Let them, instead of receiving cash 
each yegr, accept their 4 per cent. 
war ‘bonds or have them purchased 
in the London market, the annual 
Payments and the ‘interest on the 
bonds to be so reinvested each year. 
‘This proceeding, at the end of the 
sixty-two years, ‘would make . our 
Government the possessor of the en- 
tire English debt and with $6,000,000, - 
000 to $8,000,000,000 surplus to invest 
in the securities of other European 
nations, or in other words $46,000,000, - 
000 of mortgage on Europe, or ten 
times the original debt of England 
and an interest income of $1,800,000, - 
000, ten times hér present annual 
payments. 


At the end of nineteen years we 
should hold nearly $4,900,000,000 of 
bonds paying over $190,000,000 inter- 
est. If it were desired to treat Eng- 
Jand leniently and generously payment 
shquld stop at this point and the debt 
considered satisfied. If, however, the 
pr ure continues, at thirty-two 
years'we should hold over $11,000,000,- 
000 of ‘bonds paying $440,000,000 in- 
terest. annually, when in justice and 
fairness. the payments should cease 
absolutely, this. sum being equal to the 
Mellon schedule principal and interest, 
and also equal to the original debt, 
with 4 per cent. interest for thirty- 
two years added. 

If proper consideration had been 
given to the wonderful results of com- 
pound interest, with its advantages to 
the creditor and.\corresponding hard- 
ships to the debtor, and a fair and 
reasonable crecit given the debtor, the 
settlement would have involved a pay- 
ment of about half the amount in 
about half the time. Really, the wise 
thing to do would be offer all assessed 
cancellation of the debts as proposed 
by Lord Balfour in 1922. Time will 
probably show this to be making a 
virtue of a nécessity so far as Italy 
and France are concerned. There can 
be no doubt that had there been a 
Grover Cleveland, Theodore Roosevelt 
or Leonard Wood in the White House, 
the Cabinet would not have been: filled 
with incapable pacifist mediocrities 
and. war would have been declared im- 
mediately after the sinking of the 
Lusitania, and there would also have 
been some measure of preparedness. 

No one can deny that subsequent 
‘events proved it to be our war—as 
well as & war against the nations 
of whom we were as a matter of fact 
the allies, and that: we were two years 
late in aiding them while they were 
fighting our common enemy with ter- 
rific sacrifices of lives and wealth,

' Mon-denominational Berea College, 


where such rules are drastically ap- 
plied, the applicants for admission 
each ‘year exceed by hundreds the 
nearly 3,000 who can be accommo- 
dated. 

More<remarkable, perhaps, is the 
fact that the rules are respected by a 
student body almost ‘wholly drawn 
from sources in which independence of 
thought and action is characteristic. 
They are the sources that produced 
\guch’ men as Abraham Lincoln. and 
Daniel Boone. ; 
: Another Berea prohibition is liquor. 

**We have very little drinking,’’ Dr. 
William J. Hutchins, President of 
Berea, reports, ‘‘which is remarkable 
in view of the fact that many of our 
students are brought up in-the moon- 
shining neighborhoods of the Ken- 
tucky and Tennessev mountains.’’ 

Berea College, at Berea, Ky., now 

mearly seventy-five years'‘old, exists 
primarily for the young people of. that 
part of the Appalachian range stretch- 
fing through eight States from Virginia 
and West Virginia into Georgia and 
Alabama. In these mountains are 
8,000,000 or more descéndants of the 
Scotch-Irish pioneers who in Colonial 
days surged beyond what were then 
the western limits of settlements and 
civilization. They remain today the 
largest ‘‘undiluted reserve” of Ameri- 
ean blood. 

- Isolated in normal times, tiene peo- 
ple have poured forth on every call 
‘to arms. They fought. the first battle 
of the Revolution. - They won the bat- 
tle of King’s Mountain. They fought 
and won the only land victory of the 
Americans in the War of 1812. They 
refused to secede in 1860. They sent 
@ -milliof. men into the Northern 
armies. When the United States en- 
tered the World War they responded 
60 promptly that in several counties 
the draft could not. find an available: 
fan who had not already enlisted}... 

Berea College is the largest educa- 
tional institution serving these péople. 
“Serving” is used advisedly, because 
it not only largely restricts, its en- 
rollment to their young people, but 
these, in large majority, 
@s their duty to return to the moun- 
tains’ to apply their training. - They 
are the teachers, 
the progressive farmers, the builders 
of modern homes and good roads, the 
community. leaders. 

‘AG analysis just made by C. Byrd 
West, alumni secretary of Berea, of 
the vocations of 521 graduates re- 
ceiving degrees shows that 43 per 
‘ ‘gent. are working as school: teachers, 
school superintendents, high ‘school 
principals, or on college or university 
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the civil officers, 
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This, it is ‘held, “inustrates 
not only the needs. of the mountains 
but the effect which Berea training 
has on its ‘students. ‘‘Our emphasis 
says Prest- 
dent. Hutchins, ‘‘means that Berea 
has provided 550 tgaohers in the 
State of Keentucky alone.’’ t 

Every student does at least ten 





Berea itself meets a cost of $100 per 
year for each student. For this money 
it has to depend on the generosity of 
friends. ‘The institution has no sub- 
sidy. Every professor and teacher 
accepts a small salary in order that the 
collection of these funds may be easier. 

“This is not charity,’’ President 
Hutchins says. ‘‘We remove from 
the college immediately all students 
who fail to keep up. We have enough 
waiting to get in, all of the time, to 
till the college over again.’’ 

Dr. Hutchins points out that the 
rules referred to at the beginning of 
this article are economically essential 
at Berea. Their observance makes it 
possible for the institution to carry 
on ‘for those whom it primarily serves. 
He does not proclaim them as a guide 
for other collegc 3, but states simply: 
**‘We absolutely eliminate social com- 
petition. Every one /works to help

hours’ work a week in the farm; 
dairy, textile or broom-making activ- 
ities cofmected with the college. This 
not only reduces the cost of educa- 
tion and maintenance but teaches 
skill in a useful occupation. So well 
is this labor administration handled 
that a student’s rooms rents for 60 
cents a week, including light and heat; 
while meals are 11 cents apiece, with 
robust fare, including a pint and a half 
of milk to/each student each day. 
The whole cost to each student for a 
year’s study—room, board, books, &c. 
—is ynder $150. More than half of this 
the student earns by work. Many stu- 
dents’ earn all. 

Ati is because of the problem that 
libs) back of this sort of condition, and 
‘beciitlse of the real thirst for educa- 
tidn, ; pnd spiritual expansion of the 
part; of the mountain people ‘that 





provide for himself. Believing, that 
the extra-curriculum and not the cur- 
riculum expenses are what have auto- 
matically excluded many boys from 
attending college, we cut expenses to 
the minimum.’’ 

Berea’s rules against intercollegiate 
athletics.make an exception of basket- 
ball.

York City men—Dr..John H. Finley, 
Seth Low Pierrepcent and William D.

CALLS NEW PASTOR 





In the Seyenty-Five Years of Its History It Has | 


Had. Only. Three—Congregation Invites 


Dr. Durkee 


RE than three-quarters of * a 

. century has passed since the 

famous Plymouth Church in 
Brooklyn Heights was founded and in 
that period it has had but ‘three pas- 
tors. Now it is to have its fourth. 
With the inability of the Rev. Newell 
Dwight Hillis to continue his service, 
owing to ill health, the church sent a 
call recently to the Rey. Dr. James 
Stanley Durkee, President of Howard 
University in Washington. 

Times have .changed greatly since 
the Rev. Hetiry Ward Beecher, called 
from a pastorate in Indianapolis, 
preached the first. sermon in the re- 
nowned Congregational Church. Ply- 
mouth Church has seen Presidents at 
worship within its walls, it has seen 
a slave girl redeemed from bondage in 
its pulpit, it has heard sermons that 
have rung from one “ of the coun- 
try to the other. 

Its congregation continues to -wel- 
come a host of visitors from New Jer- 
sey, Connecticut, up-State New York 
and even more distant points as in 
days gone by. Its traditions of service 
with such pastors as Dr. Beecher, the 
Rey. Dr. Lyman Abbott, who occu- 
pied the pulpit from 1888 to 1899, and 
Dr. Hillis, who succeeded him, ve 
been unbroken from 1849 to the pres- 
ent day. — 


Freed a Slave. Girl. 


The Civil War period, with its turbu- 
lence and violent feeling, set the stage 
for dramatic scenes and incidents. Dr. 
Beecher was a firm advocate of aboli- 
tion and into that cause he threw him- 
self with characteristic vigor. There 
came a Sunday when suddenly he 
beckoned from the pulpit and a nine- 
year-old black girl came tremblingly 
forward. 

“This little girl is a slave,’’ said 
Dr. Beecher ringingly. ‘‘I have prom- 
ised her owner $1,200, his price for 
her, or she will be returned to slavery. 
Pass the baskets.’’ 

The ushers went through - the con- 
gregation with the baskets held out 
and into them poured bills and silver 
and women’s jewels and men’s watch 
chains. Fifteen hundred dollars was 
found in the baskets when the count 
was made and amid applause it was 
announced that the slave girl had 
been redeemed, 

On the day that Abraham Lincoln 
delivered hig famous speech at Cooper 
Union on “What the Fathers Thought 
About Slavery”’ he attended the ser- 
vices at Plymouth Church. Beside him 
5} Stood an usher and. President Lincoln 
extended his hymn-book to him. Usher

between them, joined in singing ‘The 
Shining Shore.’’ Kossuth, Grand and 
Dickens were other celebrities who 
came to Plymouth; visitors-from Eng- 
land and the Continent often went to 
the church, and for years attendance 
at the Beecher services was a fea- 
ture of life in New York. 


A National Forum. 
Twice fire has*ravaged the church, 


original building of tthe Plymouth 
congregation was totally destroyed. 
The present building, erected in 1850, 
suffered a heavy loss only six years 
ago when a number of its historic 
relics were consumed by -fire. Dr. 
Beecher’s sword and uniform and a 
part of the original manuscript of 
“Uncle Tom’s Cabin,’’ by Harriet 
Beecher’ Stowe, the pastor’s sister, 
were among the treasures lost or in- 
jured by the flames. 

“In the discussion of religious and 
national policies Plymouth Church 
holds a record of its own. ‘In 1907 
the late Senator Robert La Follette 
talked on ‘‘Representative Govern- 


a half hour speech. Scores of mem- 
bers of the congregation were on the 
‘specially chartered steamer which left 
New York for Charleston in April, 
1865, and, incidentally, took the first 
news of Lee’s surrender to the South. 
The occasion was the raising of the 
original flag of the fort over the ruins 
of the works, President Lincoln hav- 
ing appointed Dr. Beecher to deliver 
the oration.

Plymouth Church supported Dr. 
(Beecher. from the first day to the last 
of his celebrated trial. When it was 
discovered that he. had spent’ a tre- 
mendous sum to prove his innocence, 
the officers of the church voted him a 
salary of $100,000 a year as a sign of 
their complete belief in him. A tem- 
pest that might have split another 
church asunder found Plymouth 
standing like a rock. It stands still 
today undaunted by the encroach- 
ments of a commerce that has brought 
stores and shops up to its very gates 
and the sound.of alien tongues to the 
streets reundabout.

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Penocy University Receives Original Writings 
of Joel Chandler -Harris—-How Famous 
~ Georgia Author Absorbed Negro Folklore 


2IGINAL manuscripts. of “Uncle 
Remus” and other tales of Joel 
Chandler Harris are to be given 4 
to Emory University by members of 
the author’s family and some of his 
friends, thus creating a second’ shrine 
h. Atlanta to the memory of the man 
who delighted many hearts with his 
insight into the life of. the old planta- 
tion days. 

The ‘‘Wren’s Nest,’’ the Harris 
home, is preserved by the Uncle Re- 
mus’. Memorial Association. During 
the lifetime of the author it was a 
place.of pilgrimage. James Whitcomb 
Riley; the Hoosier poet, stayed for 
weeks beneath its hospitable roof; 

‘ Joaquin Miller, the bard of the Sier- 
ras; Walter H. Page, and a host of 
other celebrities were accustomed to 
visit the kindly, whimsical inventor 
of “Uncle Remus,” who gave to the 
world a new vein iof story-telling. 

' “Efe was the most articulate voice 
of ‘the wonderful fofk-lore of that 
humbler race whose every mood and) 
tense he knew with complete com- 
prehensiveness,"’ was.‘ one tribute 

‘penned to Joel Chandler Harris at his 
death in 1908 ‘‘His shrewd, kindly 
and humorgds delineation of the ne- 
gro and the reasoning life he has 
given the simple annals of the fields 
and forests make him known wher- 
ever people read and think.’”’ 

Started Work at Fourteen. 
\ Hardly had the first ‘‘Uncle Remus’’ 
tales appeared in The Atlanta Consti- 
tution, upon which Harris was en- 
gaged as an editor, before publishers 
commenced to clamor for them. They 
spread across America in a wave of 
popularity. Other countries came to 
know them as well. American tourists 
would encounter Egyptian ‘story-tell- 
ers along the Nile recounting to 
groups of children the amazing ad- 
ventures of those classic. figures— 
Uncle . Remus, ~Brer Rabbit, Brer 
Fox; Brer Terrapin, Brer Buzzard 
and the rest of the animal characters 
which populated the. Harris tales. 
Even.in Africa dusky narrators in 
the dialects of the jungle gave their 
versions of the stories that had come 
out ofa Guiet home in far-off Georgia. 

Joel Chandler Harris knew the’ folks 
and ‘the beasts and birds of which he 
wrote. At 14 he was setting type in 
the office of The Countryman, a 
weekly newspaper published on the 
plantation of Joseph A, Turmer, nine 
miles from the nearest post office.

“ton, Ga., to help his mother make 
both ends meet; his was a boyhood 
of poverty.

RISING COST OF FRENCH BREAD | 
STIRS DISCUSSION IN CHAMBER 





Five Centimes Added to 


‘ 


PARIS, 

HEN the price of bread in Parts 

recently rose 5 centimes. there: 

was an interpellation in the 
Chamber and a~prolonged discussion 
by the Minister. of Agriculture of the 
harvest in Algeria and Tunis, the 
number of quintaux imported, the cost 
of fertilizer and the desirability of 
further public supervision of the grain 
exchange. 

On the surface this -might seem 
rather mystifying to an American. A 
kilogram is slightly more. than two 
pounds— probably more than the 
weight. of the most generous loaf 
baked in America. at present—and 5 
centimes is less than one-fifth of a 
cent, so small a sum that one some- 
times wonders whether the coin rep- 
resenting it is sufficiently valuable to 
offset its wear upon the pocket. 

A kilogram of bread, at the new 
price of 1 franc 85 centimes, costs in 
our money: less than seven cents. 
But to many Frenchmen that is an 
outrageously high price, partly be- 
cause the franc is a good! deal more 
to them than the three or four cents 
that it represents to’ the visitor sup- 
plied with dollars, and partly -because 
bread is-their chief article of diet. 


AJjong With Coal and Ice. 

In hundreds of little cafes in the 
morning, before the floors have been 
covered’ with sawdust and swept, one 
may see the day’s supplies of coal, ‘ice 
and bréad brought im. ‘The’ Coal, “in 

canvas bags, is transported upon a 
man’s back: The ice, too. The-bread. 
in pieces four or five feet long, forms 
a large armload. A baker's boy car- 
ries it in a big, uncovered basket 
across the front of his bicycle, - while 
he leans over and attaches a jong, 


save labor, The housewife or the 
cook (the latter, following’an tmme- 
morial custom, taking 5 per cent. as 
commission on all shé buys) pulls a 
log Of bread from a pile in the shop. 
The baker weighs it and charges ac-

of bread, rolls or croissants, shortened 
bread. .At luncheon.and dinner jn a 
restaurant the waiter places about a 
foot of bread before each person, The 
pulling off of bits of the loaf begins 
with the apéritif and continues aimost 
without interruption through the vari- 
egated ménu. Even this apparently. 
is not enough, in many cases atleast, 
to Satisfy the French appetite for 
bread. Often during the day, espe- 
cially: Sunday afternoons in the parks, 


munching not only cakes but also 
plain 1.85-per-kilo’ bread. 

The French evidently have not read 
the admonitions of English and Amér- 
icam dietitians, who generally urge the 
consumption of whole whéat, graham, 
rye. or pumpernickel bread and pro- 
nounce against white bread and soft 
pastries. The popular bread in. France, 
eaten by all classes, is‘made of white 
flour and has a heavy, hard. erust but 
a soft centre. The shell-like enclosure 
supplies. severe éxercise for the teeth, 
and the rough treatment for the gums 
recommended by dental authorities. 

In the Realm of Sweets. 


‘There are, of course, many other 
kinds. of, bread, including a heavy, 
dark brown, extremely.,sweet honey 
bread, spiced bread, rye bread and 
“pain brioché,” made with eggs to 
sive it a light, rich consistency. But 
the baker’s real versatility is displayed 
in the realm of tarts, cakes and pas- 
tries? made of ail the:available fruits 
and jams, in every conceivable color, 
size and shape. It is not for a for- 
eigner, possessed of no technical] ac- 
quaintance with the baker’s craft, to 
pronounce upon this subject, excepting 
perhaps to express the untrained lay- 
man’s appreciation of flavor, delicate 
coloring and pleasing form. Only. the 
skilled discrimination of a Ragueneau 
could do it justice.2 

While French pastry of the kinds 
commonly offered: in’ American res- 
taurants is not. entirely. unknown in 
France (as chop suey 1s said to be in 
China), the, varieties available west of 
the Atlantic represent scarcely more 
than an attenuation of the Gaelic 
pastry cook’s art. On the other hand, 
the. great American doughnut, if 
known at‘all th France, is not in- evi- 
dence,

the clinic and submit with as good 
grace as she can muster to being told 
by -self-constituted doctors just what 
she is—and why. 

Recently Arthur Ponsonby, M, P., 
suffering perhaps from. the memory of 
some special nightmare, laid aside less 
weighty matters to. grapple with the

If they are rejected, 
they die stillborn. If they are. ac- 
cepted, and only if they are accepted, 
they become the fashion. The de- 
signer and the smart woman function 
together.

To restore the dominion of Rome 
would be a task that, as Mussolini 
well knows, would. tax the combined 
genius of an Alexander, a- Julius 
Caesar and a Napoleon.

@nd only one of eight powers exer- 
cising sovereignty in the Mediterra- 
mean today. In any modification of, 
the status quo, the interests of these 
powers would have to be considered. 


Points of Opposition. 


Briefly, these interests are: 

1. Spain holdg her ewn peninsula, 
with the exception of Gibraltar. By 
the Treaty of Algeciras, signed in 
1906, she is entitled to a protectorate 
over the coast, of Morocco known as 
the Riff.. But this protectorate has 
been wrested from her by Abd-el-

are at present negotiating terms of 
peace. “ Those terms would include the 
surrendét of the Rift by Spain, and 
the suggestion has been made that 
Spain might réceive/ Tangier in ex- 
change. At Algeciras Britain insisted 
that Tangier, being opposite Gibral- 
tar, should bé under international con- 
trol. ‘ : 

2. In addition to their own territory 
proper, the French own Corsica, Al- 
giers and Tunis, with a vast, if not 
always fertile, hinterland to the south. 
France also holds a mandate over 
Syria. She is thus interested in the 
entire Mediterranean, from east to 
west, She insists on maintaining 
oversea lines of communication be- 
tween Marseilles and Algiers, Tunis 
and Beirut. The French communi- 
cations with Africa are régarded in 
Paris as important because the French 
army includes important African re- 


serves of man power, The position is 
complicated ‘at the moment by the 
revolt of the tribes in Morocco and by 
the scarcely less serious disturbances 
in Syria. 


Britain Stronger Than Ever. 


3. Great Britain regards the Medi- 
terranean as the route. to India. 
Net only does she exercise a sover- 
eignty over Egypt and a mandate over 
Palestine, but she also holds Cyprus 
and has established. naval bases at 
Malta and Gibraltar, neither of which 
as yet she agrees to abandon as ‘‘ob- 
solete.’”” She also controls the Suez 
Canal. The destruction of the Ger- 
man fleet has released the bulk of the 
British Navy from service on the 
North Sea. In the Mediterranean, 
therefore, Great Britain is - stronger 
than she was before the war. 

4. Greece, as a peninsula bounded 








by the Adriatic to the west and the 
Aegean to the east, has as stratégic a 
position as Italy herséif. But, ‘with 
the Balkans still divided by dissension, 
sh* has been unable to hola Smyrna 
against the Turk and is conscious that 
she holds Saloniki against the rival 
claims of Yugoslavia and Bulgaria. At 
thé same time, the recovery of Greece 
has' been widely noted. Not only has 
she absorbed 1,500,000 refugees, but 
she has also set herself already to in- 
crease the national resources. 

5 and 6. Yugoslavia and Albania 
share with Italy the eastern littoral 
of the Adriatic, Neither of these 
powers can challenge the Italian 
Navy; neither has a seaport of first- 
class significance—whether as & 
naval base or as a commercial oytlet. 

7. Turkey holds. Asia Minor and 
Constantinople. But shé has no navy 


in the modern sense, and her fortifi- 


cation of the Dardanelles has been dis- 
mantlied.. The interest of Turkey in 
the Mediterranean is. thus defensive. 


She fears—and a recent alleged miobil- 


ization shows that she will try to re- 
sist—a further loss of her Gminiahed

The Mediterranean thus 
belongs to the world—to Asia and to 
America as well as to Europe, In par- 
ticular, it is only into the Mediter- 
ranean that the Black Sea powers, 
Bulgaria, Rumania and Southern Rus- 
sia, have any outlet to the sea at all. 


Waterway for All Nations: 


The real use of the Mediterranean is, 
after all, commercial, During the 
Middle Ages no cities did as much to 
develop that use as ‘did the Italian 
cities of Venice and Genoa. To this 
Peaceful commerce there was one 
menace, namely, the piracy carried on 
by the Barbary States, It is signifi- 
cant that it was Admiral Decatur of 
the United States Navy who com- 
manded the international squadron 
that put the fear of the law into the 
bandits of Algiers, Tunis and Tripoli, 
Even in the year 1815 the security of 
the Mediterranean for honorable ghip- 
ping was thus an important American 
Interest, In volume of trade and in 
number of passengers that interest 
has never before been so great as it is 
t ee

HE story of our six-hundred- 
mile flight from Spitzbergen out 
over the Polar Sea -is now a 
matter of history; but history

One 
‘ would naturally think that after an 
experience such as we had had we 
should be satisfied.. But no! Beyond 
the dread of the great waste, with all

So our work is not yet finished. To 
the northward still lies the “Great 
Unexplored.’’ True, we have wiped 
out 120,000 square miles of it, up to 

_ the very Pole itself—finding only a 
deep polar sea—on the European side. 
But between the Pole and Alaska 

' there still lie 1,000,000 square miles 
of unexplored region—a territory al- 
most double the size of Alaska, or of 
that of the United States east of the 
Mississippi River; and there are indi- 
cations that within that area ‘there is 
land. 

The flood-tides should reach the 
Alaskan coast from the North if this 
million square miles were but a deep, 
unobstructed’ basin. The times and 
ranges of the semi-daily tide from the 
Greenland coast to the Alaska coast 
are also an indication that there is 
land in the Polar Sea. Another indi- 
wation is the great age of the ice found 
fm the Beaufort Sea. 

Spitzbergen,-ever since its ‘discovery 
im 1596, +has heen: a: favored. starting 

’, point for North. Pole expeditions. The 
Northern coast line, although lying in 
80 degrees north. latitude, which is 

‘only ten degrees; or 600 miles, from 
the Pole, is washed by an armoof the 
Gulf Stream. Thus the waters are ice- 
free for the greater part of the -year 
and the islands are easily accessible 
to ships from the outside. , 

But off-shore some thirty or more 
miles, depending. on the prevailing 
winds, drifts the great “Polar Pack,’’ 
which has ever. .been, the barrier to 
those who aspire to reach the North 
Pole by using ships and dogs as means 
of transport.

' After Parry’s journey in 1827 north- 
ward from Spitzbergen to latitude 
82 degrees 45 minutes, sixty-six years 
elapsed before a further north was re- 
corded, although many expeditions 
made the attempt. Nansen, in 1893, 
entered the ice with his ship, the 
Fram, off the New Siberian Islands, 
and after driftitig fq two Winters to- 
ward the Pole, mar@hed over the ice 
with one. companion to latitude 86 de<« 
grees 14 minutes north, the Fram 
meanwhile reaching 85 degrees 57 min- 
utes to the north of Spitzbergen. 

It remained for Cagni of the Duke 
of the Abruzzi’s Expedition five years 
later to be the most successful of all 
those who had tried to reach high 
latitudes on the European side of the 
Pole. Leaving his second supporting 
party at latitude 83 degrees 10 min- 
utes, Cagni pushed northward with 
three companions, determined, if he 
could not attain the Pole, at least to 
outdistance his predecessor, Nansen.

As éarly as 1895 schemes for ex- 
Ploring the Arctic by balloon and air- 
ship were seriously entertained.

For this flight, instead of using air- 
planes, as in. our first attempt, --e 
have purchased from the Italian Gov- 
ernment the :N-1, a semi-rigid dirigi- 
ble airship about half the size of the 
Shenandoah, 
Norge. 

She was designed by Lieut. , Col. 
Nobile of the Italian Air Service and 
made. her-maiden flight on March 1, 
1924, over Rome. From tip to tip the 
Norge measures 347 feet 8 inches. Her 
gas capacity is 640,000 cubic feet. The 
Shenandoah was 640,feet long, with 


a@ gas capacity of 2;140,000 cubic feet.. 


Using hydrogen, the Norge has a 
gross lifting power of 22.9 tons. The 
three engines have a combined horse- 
power of 750, and a maximum speed 
of sixty-two miles an hour. The total

The magnetic compass, invented 
more than five hundred” years ago, 
is still used’ by navigators to guide 
them over the oceans. That. the com- 
pess does not point true horth, but 
always toward the magnetic north 
pole, was first emphasized during the 
voyage of Columbus. When it was 
discovered that the needle was point- 
ing almost 12 degrees to'the west of 
the North Star, a mutiny threatened 


to break out amé6ng his Sailors. Navi- 
gation charts now tell us just how 
much the compass points. east or. wést 
of. true north, and by allowing for the 
variation a fairly accurate account of 
the course can be kept. 

The reason for this variation is that 
the earth’s magnetic poles do not lie 
at the same spot as the geographic 
poles.. In fact, the magnetic ‘north 
pole, which attracts the compass 
needle, lies twelve hundred miles to 
the south ofthe geographic north 
pole, on the north coast of Canada. 
For navigation in the ‘Arctic regions, 
where the directive force of the earth's 
magnetic field is very weak, owing to 
the nearness of the magnetic pole, the 
usual magnetic compass is not reliable 
for aircraft, upon which there is more 
of.a tendency for the needle to swing 
than in a surface ship. For this rea- 
son, variations as high as 180 degrees 
may be encountered in the polar sea.

This 
instrument is operated by clockwork. 


always indicate true north by a‘prism- 
reflected image of the sun in a ground 
glass directly in front of the pilot, 
so long as one keeps on the same 
meridian to which the compass is ad- 
justed. The principle can be illus- 
trated by pointing the hour-hand of 
your watch toward the sun. The ap-

Since the sun compass depends upon 
a knowledge of the airship’s position 
for its indications, any errors in dead- 
reckoning will introduce errors in“the 
direction as. indicated. by the: sun- 
compass. Not: only must the course 
of the airship be known, but also the 
speed through the air, the speed over 
the ground and, finally, the deviation 
from the course steered, or the drift 
angle, must be ascertained. These 
data, when combined on a calculating 
machine, shiéw ‘immediately what ‘new 
course to steer under the. existing 
wind conditions.

As speed, and still more speed, is 
the slogan nowadays, this short cut 
between Occident and Orient should:

Shot asa German Spy. 

The offense with which Mata Hari 
was accused in 1917 was that of 
sending to the Germans word of the 
great allied surprise of that year, 
the ‘‘tanks.’’ Early in 1917 she vis- 
ited’ the town in England where the 
tanks were .being made. .Then she 
visited in Holland. Later she went 
to San Sebastian, Spain, and just be- 
fore her -arrest was found in Paris 
with a young’ British officer attached 
to the tank. service. 

Mata Hari was tried by a military 
tribunal and found guilty of espionage 
on July 29,1917. During her im- 
prisonment at St.- Lazare she wrote 
her memoirs, using French, Dutch, 
Japanese, German, Javanese and 
English to express her multiple past. 
Appeals to higher courts confirmed 
the conviction, and it was at dawn 
on Oct. 15, 1917, that she faced the 
firing squad on the parade ground 
of the: Fortress of Vincennes, outside 


’. / 
responsibility for this action, alleging 
that it was necéssary to avoid giving 
the Germans any occasion for claim- 
ing French aggression, and in ‘this 
was fully backed by Premier Viviani.

» eried in the Senate and personal views ft 


of Fascism and Italian politics aired. 

Italy, according to. the agreement, 

will pay us during the next sixty-two 

_ years a total of about two and one- 
half billion dollars, of which about two 

‘billion dollars represent principal. 
This involves the reduction of a con- 
siderable portion of the debt. Never- 
theless, Italy is accepting “a heavy 
burden and one which will place the 
severe strain upon the finances of the 
eountry. 

In this connection it is worth noting 
that if the United States were to pay 
abroad a sum involving a burden based 
en national wealth and income com- 

' parable to that borne by Italy, we 
would later on be paying abroad over 
$wo billion dollars a year—an amount 
gearly equal to the total sum which 
taxpayers will pay to this Government 
én 1026 under the new Revenue act. 

The credit of Italy is improved ma- 
terially by. the clearing up of her for- 
eign debt situation. Furthermore, the 
prestige and strength of Mussolini and 
his Government are increased not only 
in Italy but in foreign countries. : 

The negotiations between Italy and 
this country were conducted in an ex- 
eeptionally fine spirit of cooperation. 
Italy placed all her cards on the table 
at the outset and thereby won the con- 
fidence of the American Debt Com- 
mission. The successful conclusion. to 
thesItalian debt funding how paves the 
way for the French negotiation with 
this country. 


A Debt of Twelve Billions. 


‘At the termination of the ‘war the 
United States held obligatiéns of about 
“peventeen, European_nations. These 
- obligations, totaling about ten billion 
dollars, were nearly all payable on de- 
mand. Prompt repayment, however, 
was out of the question; infact, most 
of the nations have been unable even 
- to ‘meet the 5 per, cent. interest 
charges, so that the total indebtedness 
has now increased to over twelve bil- 
lon dollars. 

At the present time between seven 
and eight billion dollars of’this total 
has been funded, although all the 
agreements have not yet been ap- 
_ proved by Congress. The agreements 
which have already been approved 
cover a total of about five billion dol- 
lars. The unfunded amount repre- 

-.. gents the indebtedness of.only seven 
of. the twenty debtors: Armenia, 
- Austria, France, Greece, Liberia, 
Russia and Yugoslavia. It represents, 
however, a substantial proportion of 
the total amount, mostly because it 
. ineludes over four billion dollars owed 
by France. 
Status of the Debts. - ; 

‘“@phile the foreign debt of twelve’bil- 
" Hon dollars due to this country is owed 
‘by twenty nations, over 90 per cent. 
is owed by only four nations—Great 
Britain, France, Italy and. Belgium. 
The British debt is already funded. 
The Italian and Belgian agreements 
have been signdd, and France hopes 
to be able to make a settlement in the 
near future.’ Russia owes this coun- 
try $255,000,000, “but wnder present 
circumstances there is little prospect 
‘of early repayment. 

Coming ~ to the countries -owing 
gmaller amounts, agreements have 
beef approved with Finland, Hungary, 
Lithuania and Poland. Nicaragua’s 
debt is in funded form. Agreements 
are pending in Congress with Czecho- 
slovakia, Esthonia, Latvia and Ru- 

mania.

Unjted States. France has owing ‘her 
from abroad over fifteen billion francs, 
the equivalent of about half a billion 
dollars at current rates of exchange. 
This is not, rélatively speaking, a very 
important asset to offset against the 
debts owed to the United States and 
Great Britain, particularly since six 
and one-half billion francs, or 43 per 
cent. of the total, is owed by Russia 
and is of doubtful value. 

The bulk of the remaining debts due 
France are owed by Belgium, Yugo- 
slavia, Rumania, Poland, Czechoslo- 
vakia. and Greece, and obviously are 
far from sufficient to cover France’s 
debts to the United States and Great 
Britain, ” 


Britain as .a Creditor. 


Great Britain, on the other hand, is 
in much the same position as the 
United States, namely, a large credi- 
tor. To Great Britain her war allies 
owe over two billion pounds, about 
ten billion dollars, and hér Dominions 
and. colonies owe her the equivalent 
of about $650,000,000. -But here 
again, a8 in the case-of .Fr@mce, Rus- 
sia heads the list as-the prifteipal deb- 
tor. Russia owes Great Britain nearly 
four. billion dollars \ Chief: among 
Great Britain’s more solvent debtors 
are France and Italy. These nations 
together owe Great Britain\about six 
billion dollars, France owing the 
more, ; 

Great Britain is creditoron net ab- 
count by between five and ‘six billion 
dollars, according to the- face value 
of the obligations. ‘ But after chalk- 
ing off the Russian debt and scaling 
down some-of the others, there is not 
much of a credit balance left. In fact, 
Great Britain has declared that she 
desires to receive only enough to meet 
her payments to the United States. 

This statement is embodied in the 
British-Italian ~ agreement recently 
consummated, which provides in Arti- 
cle VI that if payments received by 
Great Britain from her allies and from 
Gerntan reparations exceed in the 
aggregate the payments which she 
makes to the. United States, she will 
credit the excess proportionately back 
to her debtors. In other words, Great 
Britain desires only to break even. 

It may seem like attempting to 
throw the onus of debt collection upon 
the United States. It is to be noted, 

Churchill, British Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, ina recent speech,  cal- 
culated that on the basis of Germany's 
paying three-fourths of the repara- 
tions under the Dawes. plan, Great 
Britain would receive from Germany 
and other debtors. £33,500,000 a year. 
This, he. said,’ compared with £30,- 
000,000 now being paid to the United 
States and £38,000,000 which would 
have to be paid, beginning: with 1933. 
Great Britain, ‘fhus, is not likely to 
lose much, “if anything, by including 
provisions. such as that referred. to 
above in the case of the British-Ital- 
ian agreement. Great Britain could 
thus afford to favor general cancel- 
lation of debts, especially since at the 
time cancellation was an issue ¢redits. 
due to Great Britain, which would 
have. been canceled, seemed even less 
valuable than at present, while at the 
same time it was apparent that Great 
Britain could not-afford to do other 
than honor -her debts to this country 
in ful. . 


~\s Origin of British Debt. | 
An erroneous impression has _got 
around in regard to the origin of the 
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evelthat is, according to- prospects 
of. “‘Fepayment—the United . States 
stands alone as a creditor; ’-Great 
Britain about breaks eyen; France is 
debtor to the extent of about seven 
billion dollars,.and Italy to the extent 
of about four billion dollars. France 
and. Italy owe Great Britain, and all 
three owe the United States. 


- Principles of Settlements. 


Certain broad principles underlie the 
settlements negotiated by this coun- 
try. .In the first place there is the 
principle that each case shall be dealt 
with individually and onAts own mer- 
its, and that the nations need not all 
be treated alike. This is recognition 
of a varying capacity to pay. It also 
recognizes different circumstances ac- 
companying the contracting of the 
debt.. For example, the Belgian agree- 
ment distinguishes between indebted- 
ness contracted during the war and 
that eontracted’in the period after the 
armistice. On that-contracted during 
the war go interest is charged. 

This concession is made to Belgium 
since, during the treaty negotiations 
in Paris, it was contemplated that she 
would be réleased entirely from the 
pre-armistice debt and that the cred- 
itors would look to Germany for re- 
payment. Clemenceau, Lioyd George 


- 


and Wilsott: agreed to recommend re- 
lease, and did so. The United States 
Congress, however, did not act upon 
Wilson’s recommendation. 

This country stands alone in oéllect- 
ing pre-armistice debts from Belgium, 
but Great Britain and France receive 
@ special participation in the Dawes 
Payments on account of the Belgian 
pre-armistice debt. In the circum- 
stances the distinction made in the 
Belgian settlement regarding thi¢ part 
of the Belgian debt was clearly jus- 
tified. 


Italy’s Position. 


The principle of dealing with each 
case on its own merits permits also of 
adjustments to, meet varying capac- 
ities of the different nations. Italy, 
for example, has very meagre natural 
resources. © Much df the country is 
unproductive and the general wealth 
of the people is not great. Italy must 
import food and raw material and, to 
pay for these, exports manufactured 
articles. 3 j 

Recognizing the burden that would 
be entailed by Italy in paying large 
sums, the funding agreement provides 
for very low interest Tates. No inter- 
est is to be paid until 1930, when the 
rate begins at one-eighth of 1 per 





cent. The rate increases gradually 


until 1980, when the maximum of 2 
per cent. is reached. «In 1987 the debt 
is to be entirely @xtinguished. 

A second principle evolved is that 
while concessions may be made to the 
different countries according to cir- 
rcumstances the principal of the debt 
must be repaid in full. This ie re- 
garded as*essentiel in order that the 
integrity of international -obligations 
may be maintained. Concessigns, if 
made, must be made in other ys 
than by reduction of principal. What- 
ever adjustments are desired can be 


“|made in the rates of interest charged. 


The Belgian pre-armistice debt, thus, 
is to be paid in full although, as al- 
ready noted, no interest is charged. 


Easy Terms for Debtors. 


A further principle is that providing 
for easy terms in the early years, 
small payments gradually increasing 
up to a more or less standard amouht 
in the later years.. Repayment in all 
cases is. spread over sixty-two years, 
the payments stopping abruptly at the 
end of this period. Gradually ascend- 
ing payments permit the countries to 
adjust their affairs with the least in- 
convenience so as to meet the re- 
quired payments. 

The original unfunded obligations, 
payable on demand,’ bear interest In

general at the rate of 5 per cent, ‘The 
British debt, now funded, bears inter- 
est. of 3 per cent. during the first ten 
years and 3% per cent. thereafter. 
These rates, which are embodied in all 
the settlements made with the Eu- 
ropean debtors other than Belgium 
(pre-armistice debt) and Italy are con- 
siderably below market, rates and on 
this basis involve the cancellation of 
an important sum, 

Furthermore, on the basis of cost’ to 
us of the money lent abroad—name- 
ly, the rates we pay on the Liberty 
Loans, the agreements on the basis 
of that with Great Britain“ involve 
| a loss to the United States. 

The British agreement, the. first to 
be made, has served as somewhat of 
a type for agreements with other 
countries. The agreements, of course; 
differ considerably, but those ‘with 
Hungary, Finland and Lithuania in 
particular, and also those with Po- 
land, Latvia and Esthonia approach 
the British type. 

Comparative Debt Burdens. 

In estimating ability to pay-and the 
extent of. the burden borne by the 
debtor country, actual figures present 
the situation most cleatly. This kind 
of a problem cannot, ir, be re- 
duced to concise mathematical form

Whether a country ¢an pay depends 
very much upon the financial system 
prevailing ‘and the ability of the Gov- 
ernment to secure revenue from the 
people. Questions of transferring the 
money to the foreign country are like- 
ly to take care of themselves, especial- 
ly when the payments begin grad- 
ually. . 

The pér cent. which debt payments 
may be of national wealth and income 
shows fundamentally the burden upon 
the people. But, as a practical mat- 
ter, unless the Government has the 
‘machinery to collect the necessary 
revenue and is supported in this work 
by public opinion, serious complica- 
tions arise and large foreign payments 
become difficult. 

Thus, in Germany public epirion 
could hardly _be expected «to raise 
money ‘for reparations as readily as} 
during the war large sums were madé 
available to the Government. At 
present, in France the difficulty is not; 
so much the poverty of’ France—al- 
though the economic condftions are 
not to be ignored—as it is inability of 
the Government to obtain the needed 
revenue, due partly to a cumbersome 
and inadequate financial system and 
to political complications. 

Another factor to be considered has 
to do with the existing demands upon 
a Government. Countries are not all 
alike, and same have more severe 
burdens than others. The present dif- 
ficulty France is having in Morocco, 
for example, have a bearing upon her 
ability to pay foreign debts. = _—_ 


Measuring Ability to Pay: 

The national wealth and income of 
a mation constitute one of the most 
important indices measuring ultimate 
capacity to make net foreign pay- 
ments. But this index needs modifi- 
cation, especially according to the ex- 
tent and ease with which a country 
can find a market for its products 
abroad. If it must almost give its 
products away in order to secure for- 
eign currencies to turn over to the 
creditor, the burden is obviously in- 
creased. 

The following figures compiled by 
the Treasury Department give an in- 
dication of the burden of debt pay- 
ments to be made to the AJnited States 
by Great Britain, Belgium and Italy. 
The figures, of course, afe not to be 
taken absolutely:

France 
was the greatest suffferer ‘from the 
war, and in spite: of the basically 
sound conditions bas many serious 
France has been operating on a def- 
icit each year since 1918. Revenues 
for the year just closed made a disap- 
pointing showing im comparison with 
estimates. The deficit in-1925 amount- 
ed to 3,500,000,000 francs, or about 
$125,000,000. Thé value of the franc 
fell last year from 6.4 cents in Janu- 
ary to 3.7 cents in December. At 
present it is about 3.4 cents. ‘The note 
circulation of the Bank of France was 
inflated frém about forty billion francs” 
in January to about fifty-one billions © 
in December. “The annual report of 
the Bank of: -France for 1925 shows 
that the bank vigorously opposed the 
Government on the inflationary meas- 
ures, 
Economié conditions in France show 
improvemént. Iron production is close 
to the. pre-war figure and steel pro- 
duction is ir. excess of the pre-war 
amount, The grain harvests last year 
were the largest since the war. .Never- 
theless, finances in France are in a 
very unhealthy condition, which pre- 
cludes large payments abroad in the 
immediate future, 

On the other hand, ‘the consumma- 
tion of a funding agreement—pay- 
ments are only minor during the early 
years—would do much to strengthen 
French credit and to straighten out 
the financial problem. France js ai- 
feady. paying us about $20,000,000 a 
year as interest on loans for purchanes 
‘oft’ war materials, This would apply 
‘on a debt settlement. The new budget 
has at last been passed and conditions 
in France seem gradually to be mend- 
ing. ° , 

Trade Altered by Debts. . 


Debt payments must, in the last 
analysis, be made by the exportation 
of commodities or of services. The 
large war debts which the different 
nations owe one another have altered 
materially the direction of interna- 
tional trade. 4 

The effect of the ‘war and post-war 
loans upon foreign trade is especially 
pronounced in the case of the United 
States. This country is the recipient 
of large payments to be made from 
abroad. The money owing our Gov- 
ernment amounts to a little more than 
than that owing our privhkte citizens 
from abroad. ‘The latter obligations 
arise as & result of the purchase by 
Americans of foreign securities and 
other of in’ ent. Our total 
private foreign holdings amount to 
about $10,000,000,000 and are increas- 
ing rapidly each year. 

Interest on the private investments 
abroad is being ‘paid currently, but in- 
terest on the Government loans is be- 
ing paid only in part at present, ine 
creasing gradually as the years pass 
and as more of the debts become 
funded. 

Although the money: being received 
at present on American foreign credits 
is but a part of what it will be later 
and is about equivalent to the outflow 
of new capital, nevertheless it has 
had a noticeable effect upon our for- 
eign trade. This country ong had 
an excess of exports, rep ting pri- 
marily, until 1914, interest on sums 
advanced te us by Burope, and, since 
1914, funds loaned by us to Europe. 

Now that Europe has begun to re- 
pay us, however, the éxcéss of ex- 
ports of the United States has, de- 
clined considerably, and in the first 
two months of thé present year there 
was an excess of imports. 


Our Financial Condition. 


In 1913 our excess of exports was - 
about 16 per cent. of the total trade. 
This excess increased to about 88 per 
cent, in 1919. In 1925, however, the 
excess of exports was only 7 per cent. 
of the total foreign trade. It is én- 
couraging to note that the change is 
not taking place at the expense of 
ur. export. trade, but rather through 
an increase of imports,, which have

passed sined the death of Samuél 

F. B. Morse, but those years 
have served only to make his birthday 
all the more an-occasion to be remem- 
bered. One hufidred and thirty-five 
yéats ago.on Tuesday, the invefhtor of 
the telegraph was born in Charles- 
town, Mass. As: the anniversary ap- 
proached this year, a New Yorker was 
reminded of an uiipublished fragment 
from Morse’s pen, iti his possession. 
It emphasizes the invehtor’s attitude 
toward the Atlantic eablé project at a- 
time When prospects for its success 
were not encouraging. 

The letter is the property of C. E. 
Willis, to whose aunt, Mrs. M. Stuart, 
it Was written from “Pokeepeié,”” on 
Aug. 18, 1866... The letter reads: 

“You ask my opinion in regafd to 
thé Atlantic Telegraph. I Have al- 
ways had full faith in its ae- 
complishment. It is practicable and 
therefore the demands 6f the world 
will eventually accomplish it. Its) 
Prospects dre now darkened indeed, 
and its entefprising projectors are 
Passing through seévére trials, put 
these accompany the most valuable 
enterprises and they are often com- 
pensated by important experience, the 
lessons of which will be profitable ior 
the future. The project is délayed, 
but I donot think.it a failure,’ + . 


Many Experiments Made, 

Naturally; the proposal for tele. 
graphic communication between Bus 
fope and Amérida was of great inter- 
ést to the mah ‘who had made it pos- 
sible, as he put it when his idea was 
first expressed, for ‘‘intélligence to be 
transmitted by electricity.’’ .

Just back of the torpedo room are 
'iving quarters for a part of the crew, 
divided from the torpedo room by a 
bulkhead.

But at reason- 
able depths and for reasonable periods 
breathing offers no greater difficulties 
than in any confined space, When a 
submarine goes down enough air cir- 
culates inside to last twenty-four hours 
without freshening, mich longer than 
required, By renewing the oxygen 
and driving the air through a chemical 
bath a vessel could remain submerged 
ninety-six hours. ' 

Although. the submarine coriveys an 
inescapable impression of power, it is 
a, delicate ‘mechanism. If one man 
walks from bow to stern his weight 
and motion are registered in the bal- 
ance of the hull. Should a half dozen 
men make the trip it would be neces- 
sary to allow for their passage. - Be-

470 outlets. Practically all of this 
sewagé is raw, untreated with disin- 
fectant. Consequently public sanitary 
authorities are apprehensive of the 
effect that the increasing pollution of 
waters wilf have on the health of the 
people of New York. 

Every large city in the world has 
at one time or another had ta cope 
with this question of sewage disposal. 
Invariably it has meant the expendi- 
ture of vast amounts of money for the 
‘building of sewage treatment plants 
of one kind or another which separate 
the fluids from the solids and render 
both innocuous. Many European port 
cities besides maintaining large treat- 
ment plants operate in connection 
with their fleets of shtps expressly 
built for the purpose of carrying the 
sludge or- solid residue to’ points suf- 
ficiently distant in rivers, oceans or 
seas, to insure the safety of near-by 
waters and the proper flushing of the 
heavy sewage. 


Hospital and Ship Waste. 


It has been said that the degree of 
Civilization of a city is shown by the 
manner in which it disposes of its 
sewage. New York sewage today, 
save for twelve small disposal plants, 
is disposed of in the same manner as 
is that of primitive peoples. It is 
dumped into the near-by waters in ‘ts 
raw state and permitted to float 
around until, as often happens, the 
waters become black with pollution. 

Vessels that empty their sewage and 
bilge water into the harbor add some- 
thing to the execrable. condition of 
the water. The problem of proper 
Sewage disposal ,for them is simple. 
They can be asked to pump their 
bilges a safe distance front jand. The 
more complicated problem: ftes. in pre- 
venting the 470: land sewage outlets 
around the shores of the City “of New 
York from pouring forth . their’ .con- 
tents into the harbor in a taw state. 
Many of the city’s hospitals: are lo- 
cated along the waterfronts; their dis- 
eased waste and ‘drainage flows into 
waters which in the Sufimer’are used 
by the public for bathing purposes. 

This is not the first.time that, the 
State has been asked to cope with the 
situation. In 1904 the Metropolitan 
Sewerage Commission, was created for 
the purpose of studying the séwage 

, disposal question of New York and its 
‘environs and to submit plans for ade- 
quate action. Dr. George W. Soper, 
@ sanitary engineer of international 
reputation, was director of this com- 
mission. With him vere associated 
engineers, bacteriologists, Physicians 
and sanitary experts i this country 
‘and Europe. During ten yeats this 
group’ made a thorough study of con- 
ditions in New York and in the ‘larger 
cities of Europe. 
submitted indicated the best methods 

of sewage disposal available. 

Before this work was started the 
‘term ‘Metropolitan District’? was -un- 
known. From the start it was ob- 
gerved that the sewage disposal prob- 
lem for the City of New York was 
not limited to New York alone. Scores 
of smaller cities, many .of them in 
New Jersey, emptied their sewage into 
the waters of New York harbor. To! ¢ 
golve the problem adequately, a plan 
for the whole district had! to be de- 


Sewage Not Carried to: Sea.

Called Offense to Decency. 


*“*‘What did we find? What would 
you expect to find in waters used as 
pSewage outlets for about eighty mu- 
nicipalities? When-the work of the 
commission was started there were 


against pollution.. All the communi- 
ties around the harbor with popula- 
tions mounting up into the millions 
were discharging their waste in the 
shortest, cheapest, easiest way they 
could devise, that is, sending their 
sewage to. the nearest outlet on the 
shore. The most offensive and dan- 
gerous waste of dwellings, factories, 
office buildings, hospitals, raw .sew- 
ase all, without being treated in any 
way, without. being purified: or dis- 
infected, was being vomited out along 
the waterfronts and, in \many in- 
stances, could be seenfloating around. 
“Tt .was and still is a direct offense 
upon the sense of decency. It was and 
is a constant menace to health. . It 
made and still makes public health 
work more difficult. You tell a poor, 
ignorant person who has a case of 
typhoid in -his family to be careful 
of the waste and he laughs. For when 
he goes down to the piers for a breath 
of air on a Summer night he can see 
the sewers. discharging their matter 
in waters where little boys go bathing. 
Three million baths a year, more or 
less, are taken in the City of New 
York in waters polluted by sewage. 


‘*Seeing these things with the naked 
eye should be sufficient to enlist im- 
mediate action. When a man making 
a study of such waters asks me its 
bacteriological content, I say to him, 
*Look at it. What more do you want 
to know? Isn't the sight enough when 
you know what this excrement con- 
sists of and where it comes from?’ 

““We made tests without number. 
We found that sewage dumped : into, 
the harbor instead of being flushed out 
into the ocean was being ‘taken up by 
the waters oscillating around. our 
shores. Water can digest a certain 
amount of sewage, but thére is a limit 
to its abilities. After the limit is ex- 
hausted, the added sewage, rots“ and 
ferments. Black waters. seen from 
docks mean nothing, more or less, 
than ‘sewage-infected waters. In such 
waters, let me isdy, we found oysters 
and clams: being ‘drunked.’ -That, 
however, has been stopped. 


Dirt or People Must Quit Waters. 


“New York is a maritime commu- 
nity. One of two things is necessary. 
Either the raw sewage or the people 
must be kept out of its waters. If 
sewage were properly disinfected, the 
waters could be used both for sewage 
disposal and pleasure. By suitable 
Measures New York Harbor can be 
kept reasonably clean. We musn’t 
expect its waters to be,as pure as the 
reservoir; but they can be kept cleaner 
than they ate now; we need not have 
fermenting masses of black sewage 
floating about.

The 
cleaner you“want your harbor water, | T 
the more it will cost. One. needn't 
zo to extrentes and say that no sew- 
age should be dumped into the water.

‘first. ' 


“The Metropolitan Sewerage Com: 
mission made a careful study of the 
cities of the world on the question of 
sewage disposa]. On the bases of those 
studies a plan’for New York was sub- 
mitted. It consisted first in cutting 

down the sewage outlets to a. small 
number, to collect. the sewage at main 
sewage outlets where it could be 
treated in bulk before: it was dis- 
charged into the harbor. i 

“Treatment would consist primarily 
in removing the solid particles and 
letting the partly disinfected effluent 
flow through mains built weil ont into 
the tidal stream. There the effluent 
would be discharged at the bottom of 
the harbor to insure prompt: and thors 
ough intermixture of water thus util- 
izing the digestive capacity of the 
harbor to its full. The sludge or solid 
matter could be carried out to sea in 
boats especially constructed for this 
work, as is done in the larger cities 
of Europe. A

ropolitan Sewerage Commission was 
submitted, in 1914, to the Board of Es- 
timate and’ Apportionment, the com- 
mission voted itself out of existence 
and recommended that another com- 
mittee to carry out the work be or- 
ganized, this second committee to con- 
sist of a group of men possessing in- 
terstate. jurisdiction and authority. for 
New York and New Jersey. 

‘Much sewage has flowed into the 
harbor since 1914.. The plan of the 
Metropolitan Sewerage Commission 
was not adopted, although several 
sewage. treatment plants have been. 
erected at various points along the 
waterfronts of New York. Manhat- 
tan has two, one at the foot of Canal 
Street and one at the foot of Dyckman 
Styeet.. » Brooklyn ‘has three, Queens 
seven. The amount of sewage taken 
care of by these plants is infinitesi- 
mal: when: compared with the’ total 
volume poured into our harbors. 

Sanitary experts in the Health De- 
partment have figured out the indi- 
cated increase in sewage for the year 
1960. According to them, New York 
alone will then have to dispose of over 
1,700,000,000. gallons of ‘sewage per ‘ 
day, How this will be done is the 
question being considered today. Dr. 
Louis I. Harris, Commissioner of 
Health of New York City, is giving 
the subject his attention. j 

Other States Involved. 


“Tt am apprehensive,’’ he said the 
other day, ‘‘about-the shore bathing |’ 
that’ will be done during’ the coming 
Summer months in and around New 
York City. ‘We are now making bac- 
teriological examination of the waters 


along ocean beaches, It is evident that |-: 


something must be done to make them 
safe. To make them safe to health 
is essentially a problem of disposing 
of the garbage and offal of the City 
of New York. Sea+going vessels dis- 
charging their waste and oil matter 
contribute somewhat’ to the bad con- 
dition of the beaches, but primarily it 
is a question of city sewage disposal.’ 

‘*Rivers, bays and harbors are obvi- 
ously the logical and in most instances 
the only outlet for human, industria! 
and other waste of large-sized com- 
munities and cities which develop upon 
their shores. A city like New York 
finds it difficult to make its waste 
drainage keep pace with the enormous 
population increase.

“The existence of pollution in any 
given harbor is rarely caused by one 
community. “Neighboring cities, ‘in 
greater or less measure, add to such 
pollution. Disposal cannot be ade- 
quately arranged until there is co- 
operative effort by these several com- 
munities. It is to the interest of each 
to share in an effort to cope with the 
problem of pollution. No one city can 
be held accountable. -

The petition asked for permis- 
sion’ to hold religious servfces at. an 
hour of the ‘night not included ‘among, 
the: canonical hours set for: devotion 
and prayer by the ecclésiastical laws 
of the Church. The request originally 
came from printers and. other night 
workers connected ‘with the publica- 
tion of newspapers, A special dispen- 
sation was granted; and Sunday night 
Mass at-2:30°A, ‘M. became a regular 
feature of the services at St. :Andrew’s 
Church. 

On Sunday, May 2,: for the first time 
fn the: history of an American re- 
ligious community, a Prince of ‘the 
Catholic. Church, Cardinal. Hayes, will 
rise before dawn to pontificate at high 
mass at 2 o'clock in the morning. The 
occasion is the twenty-fifth anniver- 
‘gary of the institution of the mass 
for night workers, Cardinal Hayes 
will read a message from ‘Pope Pius 
XI commemorating the event. The 
ceremony will be held at St. Patrick’s 
Cathedral, where more than five thou- 
gand worshippers are expected to. at- 
tend. 

‘The celebration is being arranged by 
the Night Workers’ Mass Association, 


whose work is now a part of the reg-" 


ular activities of St. Andrew's Church. 
The: organization: came into being in 
response to a need felt by newspaper 
workers for religious services on Sun- 
day.. ‘Because of their hours, of -work 
Catholic members. had to forego the 
attendance of mass on the Sabbath. 
At the suggestion of Edward Moran, 
who at 60 is still working on The 
Herald Tribune, the Very. Rev.’ Mgr. 
L. J. Evers, pastor of: St. ‘Andrew's, 


took up with his superiors the ques-| 


tion of establishing religious services 
@t an houf convenient for the print- 
ers. The hours. of services in: the 
Catholic Church cannot be changed at. 
will. The so-called missionary facul- 
ties of a priest do not extend beyond 
the right to celebrate low-mass one 


hour before dawn. To meet the case 
of the night workers an extension of 
these faculties had to be obtained from 
the Pope. 

When the night masses were first 
held there were hardly more than a 
hundred. people attending them. 
There was no music, no choir. The 
idea, spread by word of mouth, soon 
took root, however. A compositor 
known among. his friends as-‘‘Profes- 
sor*’ O’Manny ‘ organized a .choir. 
Within six .months a. society . was 
formed whose members pledged them- 
selves to contribute at least 10 cents 
a week for the promotion of. the night 
services. Soon there was money 


enough in the treasury- to hire an. 


organist. Miss Dorothy Adrian was 
the first woman. singer engaged for 
thé choir. She is still serving, and in 
twenty-five years has not disappointed 


the congregation on a single occasion, 


The Night Workers’ Mass Associa- 
tion, as the organization is now called, 
relieves the pastor of. St. Andrew's 
Church of nearly all responsibilities 
connected with the nighf services. Its 
members. even see that the reverend 
fathér does not oversieep. One of 
them opens the church and, if neces- 
sary, wakes the priest. 

/ World-Wide Fame. 7 

St. Andrew’s was the first Catholic 
church to. institute night _mass for 
workérs. This. gave it world-wide 
fame, which it now: shares with an- 
other Catholic church uptown, 4lso 
ministering to printers as well as to 
members of the theatrical profession. 

By taking part in the celebration, 
Cardinal Hayes will acknowledge the 
religious loyalty of a large group of 
newspaper workers. Incidentally he 
‘will also pay a debt of sentiment. to 
**the little church of Newspaper Row.’’ 
For fifty-nine years ago, in the house 


fadjoining the present church building, 


Cardinal Hayes: was born, ‘and the 
baptismal récords of St. Andrew’s con- 
tain his hame: ~~ 

St. Andrew’s occupies a part of the 
site of a Universalist church. built in 
1818 ‘at: Duane and Augustus Streets, 
now City Hall Place. It ‘was a sub- 
stantial edifice 67: feet square. In 





time its parishioners moved uptown 





then agitating the minds of New York- 
‘ers. Here, also, preparations were 
made by the Catholics to defend th 
church, properties, which were in d 
ger of being attacked by the adherents 
of Know-Nothingism. The hall gave 
its name to the ticket put up by the 
Catholic citizens of New York in oppo- 
sition to the other two political parties. 
A New Church Required. 

When the school question was. fi- 
nally settled there was no longer need 
for'a Catholic hall, The Catholic pop- 
ulation of the neighborhood, however, 
had increased and a’new church was 
required. In 1842 Carroll Hail be- 
came a church. The Right Rev. An- 
drew Byrne was the first pastor’ of 
the ¢hurch. ‘His successors in the 
order of service were: The Rev. John 
Maginnis, 1842-1850; the’Rev. Michael 
Curran, 1890-1880; the Very Rev: 
Mgr. James McMahon, 1880-1891; the 
Rev. James Fitzsimmons, 1891-1808; 
the Very Rev. Mgr. L. J. Evers, 
originator of the night mass services, 
1898-1924, and the present incumbent, 
Father William E, Cashin. 

In 1859 the city, carrying out a 
program of street improvement, de- 
cided to widen Duane Street and Reade 
Street through to Chatham Square: 
This made it necessary to raze a con- 
siderable part of St. Andrew’s Church. 
The, city allowed ‘the: congregation 
$8,000 for the damages, but imposed 
a tax of $10,000 for street and prop- 


erty improvement. What was left of 


the original building-could not be. used 
for church purposes.. To solve the 
difficulty the rectory adjoining the 
church and reputed to be one of the 
houses once gccupied by George Wash- 
ington was demolished: and ‘the 
Church extended over its ground. A 
new church front was erected on the 
proposed street fine and the sanctuary 
was removed to the north end of the 
building. 

A fire in 1875 in a commercial! build‘ 
ing overtopping old’ St: Andrew's 
slightly: damaged the church. The 
walls of the burned building were left 
standing -unsecured in any manner. 
This later led«to the damage to the 
church. and the death of five persons.

INTOXICATED MOTOR DRIVERS. 
ARE MENACE TO ROAD USERS| 





ARCUS A. DOW, who one gen- 

eral charge of the Bureau -of 

Public Gafety during the 
cumbency of Barron Collier as Special 
Deputy Commissioner of that bureau, 
is now engaged in automobile safety 
work in Chicago. He has.recently 
completed a suryey which, he says, 
in dicates that drunken and reckless 
drivers are numerous gpough to be 
a big contributing factor to the street 
and highway accident ‘record of the 
United States. The failure. to punish, 
he states, is the most regrettable part 
of the serious Mtuation. 

“I have received reports from chiefs 
of police of 185 cities and. towns,’’ 
says Mr. Dow, ‘‘which show that 14,- 
505 persons were arreSted for driving 
automobiles while intoxicated in 1925 
and 146,766 arrests were made for 
speeding or reckless driving where no 
intoxication was charged..These cities 
represent thirty-four States and the 
District of Columbia. ‘The population 
of the towns and cities in which the 
survey was made totals 15,000,000. 

“The most amazing fact revealed 
was that 33 per cent. of the drunken 
drivers arrested received no punish- 
ment, their cases being either dis- 
charged or sentence suspended. We 
found that only 21 per cent. arrested 
for intoxication were sent to jail and 
46 per gent. fined. Of those arrested 
for speeding or. reckless driving and 


who were not drunk only 46 per cent. - 


were fined. and 1 per cent. sent to jail.

Three methods are suggested for 
aiming. headlamps, keeping in mind 
that focusing the lamp by means of 
the screw in the back should be done 
previous to aiming: 

1. If the motorist has a level space 
of twenty-five or thirty feet in front 
of his garage, proper aiming can be 
done by placing a mark.on the back 
wall of the garage at the proper 
height for locating: the ‘top’ of the 
beam; and another -mark twenty-five 
feet from the wall for placing the 
lamps at’ the proper distance for test- 
ing.

%. BAIRD, .a Scottish in- 
wentor end the thirty-six-year- 
dia soe @f a Presbyterian minis- 
‘ter at Helensburgh, near Gias- 
f, gow, tes developed a practical method 
of transmitting pictures of moving ob- 
Jects ‘py redio. 
The company which has acquifed the 
‘ Patemt rights is now in” negotiation 
with. the British postoffice to ‘Secure 
‘permission for the erection of a broad- 
tasting station. Owing to the fact that 
ss British Broadcasting Company’s 
coRcesston from the pgstoffice expires 
©n Dec. 31, the new “televisor” is not 
likely to be offered for public use unti! 
the beginning of next year. At present 
it is believed that the postoffice will 
take over the broadcasting service next 
Year, and wireless fans in Great Brit- 
ain will thereafter be able to “look in” 
@s well as to listen in. 


Receivers to Be Compact. 


Mr. Baird says that his company is 
already in a position to produce receiv- 
fing sets for sale at $150 apiece, but 
‘that none will be offered until the 
Present fiegotiations with the postof- 
fice are completed and a broadcasting 
station is ready for oneration, After 
- fourteen years’ work in developing his 
invention he believes that tn a year or 
two it will be possible to reduce the 
price of receiving sets slightly and also 
to reduce’ their size. The set with 
a@which he gave a demonstration at his 
office in the West End of London the 
other day is much larger than the ordi- 
nary receiving set. It is a box about 
8 feet by 2 feet by 1 foot in size, with 
a hood projecting from one side. In- 
wide the hood-is a leis in, which the 
transmitted picture is seen.

What my ‘televisor’ does is 
to transmit to the human’ eye living 
and moving pictures at the instant of 
their occurrence. The problem .which 
I have had to solve is not only that of 
converting light into electric waves 
at the transmitting end and reconvert- 
ing waves into light at the receiving 
end—the solution of that problem is 
nothing new—but also of synchronizing 
the converting and reconverting proc- 
esses and of speeding them up 80 as to 
give the eye the imppession that ft is 
seeing a whole picture instead of a 
succession of parts. Once the syn- 
.chronizing and speeding up problems 
have been solved, we can transmit 
moving pictures to any distance that 
wires or wireless will carry. We can 
focus the lens of our transmitter just 
as you focus a kodak, so that we can 
eend a close-up of a face or & distant 
view of a battle in progress. It ts all 
a@ matter of speed and een 

. in transmitting.” 

Mr. Baird interrupted his description 
to'give a demonstration of the working 
of his transmitter, he stood in a flood 
of light while the disk revolved at a

Transmission Is Rapid. 


“When we transmit a still picture 
the disk is whirled only once, but when 
we transmit the picture of a moving 
object the disk is kept whirling and 
the successive pictures are traced. out 
at the receiving end.

By the time the 
light-sensitive cell is transmitting the 
light values of my chin the eyes which 
are watching the screen at the receiv- 
ing end will have lost light values 
of my haig, and the result will be that, 
although our trangmitting method ih 
itself may be perfect, the eyes at 
receiving end will retain no image at 

all. “We must be able to transmit all 
the ‘areas’ of my face within a tenth 
of a second if the eyes.at the receiv- 
ing end are to retain an image of my 
face as a whole. . That is the great 
obstacle in practical television. Onde 
we have succeeded in overcoming that 
obstacle, we can transmit moving pic- 
tures.as easily as the cinema does. 
Having given the eye at the receiving 
end one complete picture in a tenth of 
& second, we can give it another com 
plete picture in the next tenth of a 
second by merely keeping the disk 
whirling at the transmitting end. This 
is the ordinary cinema principle. The 
cinema in operation, as everybody 
knows, conaists.of an extremely rapig 
succession of still pictures. 

“Practical television, therefore, boils 
down to the very rapid transmission of 
light dots and a synchronizing mech- 
anism, Suppose we want to transmit 
a@ moving picture of an object, say two 
inches sguare. We have to transmit 
at least. ten complete pictures of it 
every segond, and by the most conser- 
vative estimate this requires the trazis- 
mission of about 25,000 light dots a 
second. This is what my mechanism 
does. ° For ‘my light at the receiving 
end I use a glow lamp,°and for my 
syNchronising’ ‘mechanism I move the 
spot of light across the screen by 
means of a slot and a rotating spiral.

The court found that the radio laws 
of 1912, ‘whith have not been. brought 
up to date by Congress, were’ am- 
biguous “as ‘far as-‘the broadcasting 
situation is concerned at the present 
time. It was contended that the act 
of 1912 does not give the Secretary. of 
Commerce certain discretionary pow- 
ers which he has allegedly assumed. 

Reports from radio men in Wash- 
ington indicate that the radio control 
bills how before Congress will not pass 
before this session of Congress ends, 
probably June 1. This has caused 
many broadcast listeners to wonder 
what will happen in the air if other 
stations choose to ‘“‘pirate’’ a wave 
length. 

Secretary Hoover contends that as 
result of the Chicago case ‘air piracy’’ 
will create chaos in the ether, He 
pointed out that under the present 
law of 1912, as now construed, no 
one has. authority to protect the 
listening public against utter chaos in 
the ether. 

Secretary ‘Hoover said: ‘'The Chica- 
the Secretary of Commerce to assign 
either wave lengths or time of opera- 
tion, It does not affect broadcasting 
alone, bus q equally applicable to the 
amateury any one of these services 
for incursien ‘by the others, or any 
station from attack by sts neighbors.

“Since the decision in the WJAZ 
test case Our general counsel, Irving 
Herriott, who prepared and presented 
our: @ast-in Federal Court, “has re- 
ceived numerous teleg ms-from both 
present and prospecti Broadcasters 
asking bis opinion whether or not it 
would be advisable ter them to select 
wave length and time aid begin broad- 
éasting and hope to’enjoy immunity. 
His advice in each case has been that 
no person may opérate a broadcasting 
station in the United States without a 
license issued to him by the Secretary 
of Commerce, and that no person with 
a license‘may operate on a wave 
length in excess of 200 meters with- 
out special authority from the Secre- 
tary of Commerce, unless such person 
is Included in one of the two limited’ 
classes described in Section 15 of the 
present radio law.”’’ 

Tt seems to bé the general opinioh 
in -fadio circles that eventually: an in- 
dependent commission, such as the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, will 
be approved by Congress to control 
radio instead of giving the power, to 
the Secretary of Commerce. . -

When interviewed last week Senator

of it before many other radio contré} 
bills were introduced. “I first became 
interested in radio through its possi- 


bilities for the control of free speech.’” 


Senator Borah said that he did not 
believe the bill.-would require separate 
hearings, inasmuch as hearings had

points. One thing is certain, :- that 
the introduction of a bill by so power- 
ful a Senator as Mr. Borah is equiva- 
lent to serving notice on the Senate 
that from now on -he is a factor to be 
considered in radio matters, and prob- 
ably might be counted upon to block 
ahy measure which did not have his 
approval.

UESTION—Must an aerial be one 
Piece of wire or can it be ‘Epliced? 
—M. B. W. Answer—One contin- 
uous’ piece of wire is to be preferred, 


but if it cannot ke conveniently. ar- |: 


ranged the splice can be made without 
lowering the efficiency of the antenna. 
Scrape the connection clean and solder 
the. wires together. Then. cover the 
joint with rubber tape. 
Question—Will the addition of a two- 
stage audio frequency amplifier to a 
one-tube set enable me to get greater 
distdnce? (2) “What, should be the 
range of ‘a one-tube set: under best 
weather conditions?—W. R. M, Answer 
—An audio amplifier will not increase 
the distance’rangé of a set. The audio 
amplifier intensifies the ‘signals after 
they pass the detector, and therefore 
the detector is one of the controlling 
factors governing the range of a ‘re- 
ceiver. If a signal is not strong enough 
to actuate the detector, audio ampli- 
fiers will not help any, but if the sig- 
nal passes the detector the audio unit 
will amplify it. The antenna, ground, 
tuner and radio frequency amplifiers 
are other factor8S governing the set’s 
range. Radio frequency amplifiers are 
placed in the. cirouit ahead of the de- 
tedtor and are designed. to amplify 
weak signals, giving them power 
enough to operate the detector, other- 
wise they would -not have strength 
enough to actuate the detector. Radio 
frequency amplifiers, therefore, play 
an important part in distance recep- 
tion.

HOMES OF MANY ARE 


UNFIT HABITATIONS|s5== 


Thousands of Dwelling Houses 
im City Are Fifty Years Old 
and Are Without Light. 


TENEMENT LAW, RESPECTED 


Rents of New Bulldings Now Being 
Constructed Are too High for 
the Average Wage-Earner.

“A. F.. Hinrichs, of the New York 
State Bureau of Housing and Regional 
Planning, in an article prepared for 
the Brooklyn Chamber of Commerce, 
says that since 1835 reports of public 
officials and commissions have de- 
scribed the “degrading conditions that 
have characterized the shelter of 
wage-earners in this city. The present 
housing, he says, is “grossly inade- 
quate.’* 

Some houses, Mr. Hinrichs says, still 
stand in which the only water sup- 
ply is in the public hall; that hundreds 
of thousands of apartments have toi- 
lets in the yards or in the public halls, 
and that thousands of houses, built 
fifty years ago, are without any di- 
rect light or ventilation for the two 
inner rooms of a three-room apart- 
ment.

the course of normal progress. The 
President of the Brooklyn Real Estate 
Board has suggested that the city con- 
demn such buildings and sell them 
for high-priced uses. As a bulk they 
have only one use—to serve as resi- 
dences for wage-earners. There are 
millions of people living under these 
conditions. There are not enough fam- 
ilies of higher income to replace them, 
even if it were desirable to do so. 
There are = aged houses standing and 
occupied that were condemned as un- 
fit for habftation in 1885.”’ ‘ 

Mr. Hinrichs says that the effect of 
these conditions on health and a 
cannot be overestimated, and he 
scribes the houses as ‘“‘dark within nd 
with no recreational ground other than 
the streets” and as “breeding places 
of disease and crime.’”’ Touching an- 
other phase of the subject he says 
that private enterprise does ndt_ build 
at rents which families living in such 
places can afford to pay, and points 
out the fact that in 1924 only 2.6 per- 
cent of the construction in the city 
rented for less than $12.50 a room 
monthly. In Brooklyn, he adds, only 
18 per cent. of the congtruction ented 
for less than $15 a room monthly, 
Further on in his article Mr. Hinrichs 
says that a committee of the Brooklyn 
ee ad reported in December, 1922, 
that: 

“On the basis of a person being able 
to devote 28 per cent. of his income (as 
a maximum) toward the purchase of 
a house—18 per cent. being llov 1 for 
covering the carrying charges and 10 
per cent. being allowed toward paying 
off the mortgage (where an initial pay- 
ment of 10-per cent. has been made) 
we find that a person must have an 
income of over $51 per week; which is 
$20 per week more than the average 
income of the persons covered by our 
survey. It is, therefore, very evident 
that the construction does not come 
within the range of the average 
worker. 

“There is absolutely no new con- 
struction available in Brooklyn for a 
person earning less than $45 per week. 

“The law of supply and demand will 
not reduce but will rather increase the 
cost of shelter in dwellings now occu- 
pied by the factory worker.” 

Mr. Hinrichs expresses the belief 
studies of present conditions by the 
Commission of Housing and Regional 
Planning show that anoth:r equally 
careful survey by the Chamber would 
result in a similar report. Concerning 
the plan of the Metropolitan Life In- 
surance Company in housing’ wage- 
earners, he says: 

“The first essential to low-cost hous- 
ing is a low rate of interest. The 
normal building enterprise ig carried 
at an average of about 9 per cent. for 
first and second mortgages a 1 equity.
